BEGINNING 

The  college  that  was  later  to  become 
La  Salle  University  was  founded  in 
Philadelphia  in  1863.  The  in- 
corporators were  a  group  of  Christian 
Brothers,  priests,  and  laymen,  a  coop- 
erative group  unusual  among  boards 
of  American  Catholic  colleges.  Two  of 
the  group  were  the  co-founders  of  the 
College,  Bishop  James  Wood,  fifth 
bishop  of  Philadelphia,  and  Brother 
Teliow,  a  German  immigrant  who  had 
joined  the  Brothers  in  America. 

The  Civil  War  was  raging  at  the 
time,  but  Bishop  Wood  was  anxious  to 
have  a  college  for  the  sometimes 
beleaguered  Catholics  of  Philadel- 
phia. St.  Joseph's  College  had  been  op- 
erating earlier  but  had  gone  out  of 
business  temporarily.  The  Bishop 
turned  to  Brother  Teliow,  principal  of 
the  Brothers'  Academy  in  St. 
Michael's  parish,  to  lead  a  different 
effort.

The  new  college  was  named  after 
John  Baptist  de  La  Salle  (1651-1719), 
founder  of  the  Christian  Brothers  in 
France  and  an  innovator  in  the  history 
of  education.  La  Salle  was  canonized 
in  1900;  in  1950,  Pope  Pius  XII  de- 
clared him  to  be  "Patron  of  Teachers." 

Four  years  after  its  foundation  at  St. 
Michael's,  the  College  moved  to 
Filbert  Street,  opposite  what  was  to 
become  Philadelphia's  new  City  Hall. 


Here  the  small  collegiate  department 
developed  for  some  twenty  years  in 
tandem  with  the  high  school  depart- 
ment; the  borders  between  the  two,  in 
fact,  were  at  times  indistinct.  But  in 
the  capable  hands  of  Brother  Oliver, 
the  second  president,  total  enrollment 
grew  to  over  two  hundred  by  1871,  and 
the  single  building  at  Filbert  Street  be- 
came crowded.

THE  INCORPORATORS 


I  think  it  was  the  elderly  jazz  musician  Eubie  Blake 
who  said.  "If  I  knew  I  was  going  to  live  this  long,  I  would 
have  taken  better  care  of  myself."  Something  similar 
might  be  said  by  La  Salle  in  its  one  hundred  and  twenty 
fifth  year,  at  least  about  neglecting  to  preserve  the  rec- 
ords of  its  personnel  and  history  from  the  very  begin- 
ning. Despite  some  research  done  recently  by  Brother 
William  Quinn.  for  example,  we  are  not  yet  able  to  iden- 
tify all  of  our  original  incorporators.  The  Charter  granted 
by  the  Commonwealth  on  March  20,  1963,  lists  them  as 
James  F.  Wood.  Nicholas  Cantvvell.  Thomas  Kierans, 
Bernard  Fackeldey,  Jeremiah  Dugan,  Bernard  Maguire, 
William  V.  Keating,  Hugh  O'Donnell.  John  Gegan,  and 
William  Moroney. 

We  have  information,  of  course,  about  the  two  men 
who  can  be  considered  the  co-founders  of  the  University. 
James  Frederick  Wood  was  the  fifth  bishop  of  Philadel- 
phia, succeeding  St.  John  Neumann,  and  he  became  the 
first  Archbishop  in  1875.  In  his  youth  he  had  been  a 
Unitarian,  joined  the  Catholic  Church  in  1838,  and  then 
studied  for  the  priesthood  in  Rome.  With  a  certain  heart- 
iness and  pastoral  sensitivity,  he  was  also  blessed  with 
skills  in  management  and  finance.  Before  the  end  of  the 
1860's,  he  had  to  petition  that  his  growing  diocese  be 
subdivided  into  the  new  dioceses  of  Harrisburg,  Scran- 
ton,  and  Wilmington.  In  addition  to  laying  the  legal  foun- 
dation for  La  Salle  College,  the  bishop  completed  the 
building  of  his  cathedral  and  began  St.  Charles  Sem- 
inary. His  work  with  Brother  Teliow  (Bernard  Fackel- 
dey] and  his  honorary  chairmanship  of  the  board  of 
managers  (as  the  trustees  were  called  for  nearly  a  cen- 
tury at  La  Salle)  seemed  to  be  congenial  on  both  sides, 
for  the  bishop  was  affiliated  to  the  Brothers'  order 
before  his  death  in  1883. 

Brother  Teliow  was  born  in  Wesel,  Germany  in  1828, 
emigrated  to  the  United  States  in  his  youth,  and  entered 
the  St.  Louis  novitiate  of  the  Brothers  in  1851.  He  was 
Director  of  the  Brothers'  Academy  in  St.  Michael's  par- 
ish in  Philadelphia,  when  Bishop  Wood  urged  that  the 
school  be  incorporated  as  a  college.  The  intention,  ap- 
parently, and  the  reality  for  many  years,  was  that  the 
school  was  to  be  a  high  school  and  college  under  one 
roof.  And  that,  indeed,  was  what  many,  if  not  most, 
American  colleges  were  at  the  time.  But  Brother  Teliow 
did  not  have  to  face  the  challenge  of  developing  that 
combination  of  educational  programs.  Soon  after  the  in- 


corporation, he  was  assigned  to  work  with  abandoned 
children  and  delinquents  in  New  York.  There,  together 
with  the  famous  convert  Silliman  Ives,  he  founded  the 
New  York  Protectory,  and  then  an  amazing  number  of 
similar  institutions  over  the  next  thirty  years  in  North 
and  South  America.  He  died  at  the  Maryland  mother- 
house  of  the  Brothers  in  1900.  His  portrait,  which  now 
hangs  in  the  President's  Office  at  Belfield,  suggests  that 
he  was  a  solid,  serious,  and  energetic  man. 

Among  other  incorporators,  there  are  records  of  sev- 
eral priests:  Nicholas  Cantvvell,  assistant  and  later  pastor 
at  St.  Philip  Neri  and  Thomas  Kierans,  briefly  pastor  at 
St.  Michael's,  and  later  at  St.  Anne's.  (Oddly  enough.  St. 
Philip's  and  St.  Michael's  were  the  two  churches  burned 
in  the  anti-Catholic  riots  of  1844.)  And  Bernard  Maguire 
may  have  been  the  Jesuit  priest  active  in  Philadelphia 
at  the  time. 

Among  the  laymen,  the  best  noted  in  historical  records 
is  Dr.  William  V.  Keating.  He  was  the  grandson  of  the 
colorful  Irishman.  Baron  John  Keating,  who  after  his 
exile  from  Ireland  in  the  1770's,  had  been  enobled  by 
Louis  XVI.  He  served  in  the  French  army  in  the  West 
Indies  until  the  Revolution,  when  he  came  to  the  United 
States.  His  grandson  William  Valentine  received  a 
degree  in  medicine  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in 
1844,  began  a  practice  in  the  city,  and  later  served  on 
the  faculty  of  the  Jefferson  Medical  College.  He  was  also 
an  army  doctor,  and  a  few  weeks  after  the  La  Salle  board 
adopted  its  constitution  on  May  18.  1863,  he  was  named 
director  of  the  hospital  hurriedly  set  up  at  Broad  and 
Cherry  Streets  to  receive  the  wounded  from  the  Battle 
of  Gettysburg.  After  the  War,  Keating  continued  as  a 
trustee  "at  La  Salle  and  served  for  many  years,  as  well, 
on  the  board  of  St.  Charles  Seminary. 

Another  of  our  largely  Irish  progenitors  was  Hugh 
O'Donnell,  born  in  Donegal  in  1803.  He  prospered  as  a 
grocer  and  distiller  in  Philadelphia,  became  a  director 
of  the  Southwark  National  Bank  and  did  public  service 
as  a  trustee  of  several  institutions  in  the  city. 

As  for  Jeremiah  Dugan.  John  Gegan.  and  William 
Moroney.  they  also  appear  to  be  lay  members  of  the  first 
board.  But  they  remain  modestly  in  the  shadows  of  his- 
tory and  wait  to  be  more  fully  identified.  Former  history 
majors  among  our  alumni  should  feel  free  to  track  them 

down.

Be- 
cause crowding  continued  during  the 
1870's,  the  trustees  sought  more  com- 
modious space  "uptown"  at  1240 
North  Broad  Street.  The  College  was 
finally  moved  there  in  July,  1886,  with 
the  timely  assistance  of  a  bequest 
from  Francis  Drexel  and  the  help  of 
trustee  Pierce  Archer,  who  bought  the 
Filbert  Street  location.  The  nucleus  of 
the  new  campus  was  the  mansion  of 
the  Frenchman  Michel  Bouvier,  the 
successful  businessman  whose  de- 
scendant Jacqueline  was,  a  century 
later,  to  become  First  Lady  of  the  na- 
tion. 

DEVELOPING 

As  the  College  settled  into  the  man- 
sion and  two  new  buildings  on  the 
Bouvier  property,  a  period  of  con- 
solidation began.  The  faculty  re- 
organized curricula,  with  classical 
studies,  as  in  most  colleges  of  the  day, 
getting  major  emphasis.  But  applied 
studies  appeared  in  the  form  of  "in- 
dustrial drawing"  and  older  business 
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An  advertisement  for  La  Salle  in  1917-18. 
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Brother  Teliow:  Hong  long  did  he  serve? 


Father  Thomas  Donaghy,  historian  of  La  Salle  in  his 
book  Conceived  in  Crisis  (1966) ,  raises  the  question  of 
who  should  properly  be  called  our  first  president — 
Brother  Teliow  or  Brother  Oliver.  The  former  was  direc- 
tor of  the  Brothers'  Academy  at  St.  Michael's  when  the 
charter  was  issued  in  1863  and  the  first  board  of  trustees 
formed  with  himself  as  president.  His  tenure  continued 
(according  to  one  record)  through  the  following  fall 
semester,  after  which  he  was  transferred.  According  to 
another  record,  however,  he  was  succeeded  by  Brother 
Oliver  in  the  summer  of  1863.  In  either  case,  Oliver's 
tenure  until  1872  made  him  the  college's  leader  during 
its  important  initial  stages  of  growth — and  he  seems  to 
have  done  an  intelligent  and  effective  job. 

Born  in  County  Clare,  Ireland  in  1838,  he  had  immi- 
grated to  Canada  and  entered  the  Montreal  novitiate 
when  he  was  seventeen.  He  was  teaching  in  Mew  York 
when  he  was  transferred  to  St.  Michael's  in  1861.  An 
account  of  the  Academy's  graduation  in  1863  has  him 
posing  questions  in  English  grammar  during  the  public 
examination,  while  Bishop  Wood  offered  problems  in 
bookkeeping  and  Father  Sharkey,  in  mathematics. 

During  Brother  Oliver's  term,  he  continued  such  pub- 
lic examinations,  usually  combined  with  musical  and 
other  entertainment.  The  program  on  May  22,  1868,  at  the 
Academy  of  Music  had  a  recital  by  the  students'  band, 
a  short  satirical  play,  "Running  for  Congress,"  and  an 
extensive  selection  of  songs  and  declamations  ("Unfurl 
the  Glorious  Banner,"  "Hans  and  Gretchen,"  "Fairest  of 
Mortals,"  and  so  forth).  Similar  programs  were  offered 
on  June  27  and  July  3,  occasions  for  showing  off  students' 
achievements  as  the  best  possible  public  relations. 

And  the  public  seemed  to  be  responding  favorably  to 
the  new  college,  for  growing  enrollment  had  led  to  the

move  to  1321  Filbert  Street  the  previous  year.  Here 
Brother  Oliver  continued  to  nurture  several  disparate 
programs,  but  gave  new  emphasis  to  the  "collegiate" 
programs  as  such,  with  a  curriculum  that  yielded  the  first 
B.A.'s  in  1871.  A  signal  that  this  program  was  being  given 
priority  was  the  change  to  the  name  indicated  in  the 
charter.  La  Salle  College.  The  President  published  the 
College's  first  Bulletin  the  following  year  with  a  cur- 
riculum that  stressed  classical  languages,  mathematics. 
and  English,  but  a  commercial  program  as  well— and  he 
laid  plans  for  the  first  financial  aid  program. 

But  in  1872,  some  tension  between  the  President  and 
Brother  Patrick,  the  Provincial,  came  to  a  head.  On  his 
side.  Brother  Oliver  pressed  persistently  for  additions  to 
the  faculty,  implying  that  the  Provincial  was  favoring 
Manhattan,  the  Brothers'  college  in  New  York.  On  the 
Provincial's  side,  there  was  concern  for  the  regularity  of 
the  religious  community,  where  the  busy  Brother  Oliver 
was  also  Director.  For  whatever  reasons.  Oliver  was 
reassigned  to  San  Francisco  before  the  end  of  the  spring 
semester.  The  faculty,  however,  objected  strenuously, 
especially  when  it  was  learned  that  the  President  of 
Manhattan,  Brother  Paulian,  would  become  the  new- 
President  of  La  Salle  when  he  concluded  his  term.  A 
compromise  was  reached  in  the  appointment  of  the 
young  Canadian.  Brother  \'oah.  Brother  Oliver  had 
known  him  in  Montreal  or  in  \Tew  York,  and  he  spoke 
generously  of  him  in  remarks  quoted  in  The  Catholic 
Standard  on  March  30.  1872.  "Under  his  able  direction 
this  young  institution  will  continue  to  flourish  and  hold 
its  name  among  that  of  the  best  colleges  in  the  coun- 
try 

From  the  few  hints  which  the  record  affords,  we  would 
have  to  say  that  Brother  Oliver's  direction  was  able,  too, 
and  that  he  laid  a  good  foundation  for  the  College  and 
future  University.  His  initiatives  also  reflect  that  balance 
of  interests  which  in  1951,  the  French  philosopher 
Jacques  Maritain  described  as  traditional  with  the 
Brothers,  an  art 

of  making  the  means  proportionate  to  the  ends  with 
a  craftsman's  accuracy,  and  by  looking  always  at  the 
essentials.  From  the  very  start  they  have  understood 
that  .  .  .  education  must  equip  youth  with  a  genuine 
and  efficient  professional  training  and  the  means  of 
making  a  living.  And  they  have  understood  at  the 
same  time  that  the  formation  of  the  soul  and  of  the 
intellect,  the  bringing  up  of  man  as  man,  remains  the 
highest  and  most  indispensable  aim  of  education. 
That  integration,  for  which  all  are  looking  today,  of 
the  practical  and  the  theoretical,  of  vocational  prep- 
aration and  the  cultivation  of  the  mind— with  the 
implied  general  enlightenment,  ability  to  think  and 
judge  by  oneself,  and  orientation  toward  wisdom- 
thai  integration  is  natural  for  them,  and  they  work 
it  out  spontaneously,  because  they  are  neither  ideal- 
ists despising  matter  nor  technocrats  despising  dis- 
interested knowledge;  they  are  Christian  educators 
in  the  most  concrete  and  realist  sense  of  this  ex- 
pression. 

Maritain  expresses  well  here  a  conscious  ideal  of  the 
Brothers  from  their  origins  and  one  which,  beginning 
with  Brother  Oliver.  La  Salle  has  been  oriented  to  over 
the  last  century  and  a  quarter.

programs  were  continued— and  that 
was  fortunate.  For  by  the  end  of  the 
nineteenth  century,  American 
Brothers  were  being  pressured  to  re- 
turn to  a  provision  of  their  original 
Rule  favoring  non-classical  education. 
The  resulting  dispute  over  "The  Latin 
Question"  soon  pitted  Christian 
Brothers'  schools  against  those  of  the 
Jesuits,  American  bishops  against 
Rome,  editorialists  in  the  New  York 
Times  and  other  papers  against  the 
French  superiors  of  the  Brothers. 

The  years  that  followed,  for  a  time 
without  benefit  of  the  classics,  saw 
other  syllabi  strengthened  and  new 
programs  introduced,  including  a 
short-lived  degree  in  engineering. 
And  basketball  prospered.  Presidents 
such  as  Isidore,  Fabrician,  Abdas,  and 
Denis  Edward — bearing  names,  in  the 
custom  of  the  day,  of  noble  but  lesser 
known  saints— led  resourceful  facul- 
ties and  student  bodies  that  rarely 
numbered  more  than  fifty. 

But  the  classes  of  the  late  nine- 
teenth century  had  many  young  men 
who  went  on  to  distinguished  careers: 
William  Garrity,  Chairman  of  the  Na- 
tional Democratic  Committee;  Mau- 
rice    Francis     Egan,     noted     English

Surviving  the  difficulties  of  World 
War  I,  the  College  looked  forward  to 
further  expansion  in  the  'twenties.  For 
this  purpose,  the  trustees  purchased  a 
part  of  the  historic  Belfield  Farm, 
home  from  1810  to  1821  of  the  Ameri- 
can painter  and  Renaissance  man, 
Charles  Willson  Peale.  No  sooner  was 
work  on  the  new  buildings  completed, 
however,  than  the  country  plunged 
into  its  worst  depression.  Only  belt- 
tight  economy  and  persistence  by 
Presidents  Alfred  and  Anselm  and 
help  from  other  Brothers'  schools  got 
the  College  through  its  mortgage  crisis

In  the  summer  of  1931,  Brother  Francis  Patrick 
wrote  to  several  alumni  from  the  old  college  and  high 
school  at  1240  North  Broad  Street,  asking  them  to  jol 
down  their  memories  of  their  days  there.  The  Univer- 
sity archives  has  yielded  one  engaging  reply  that 
came  from  Monsignor  Hugh  T.  Henry,  then  a  profes- 
sor at  the  Catholic  University  of  America:

Dear  Brother  Francis: 

By  separate  mail  I  am  returning  the  copy  of  the 
"Souvenir"  of  1913  and  (alas!)  the  few  reminiscences  of 
the  old  days  at  La  Salle  which  a  pumping  of  my  memory 
furnishes  to  me.  I  went  first  in  1876.  the  Centennial  Year, 
to  La  Salle  as  a  pupil,  and  was  enrolled  in  the  Fourth 
Collegiate  class  (if  I  recall  right  its  title]— and  that  is 
many,  man;'  years  ago  in  my  life.  Brother  Noah  (the 
notable  author  of  a  volume  on  English  literature]  later 
on  was  Brother  Director,  and  Brother  Paphylinus  (I 
think]  Assistant  Director.  My  teachers  were  Brothers 
Angelus  (well-named  from  his  attractive  face,  scarred 
though  it  was  obviously  from  some  terrible  burn  due  to 
an  accident];  John  Evangelist  (smiling  and  diligent, 
although  suffering  apparently  from  rushes  of  blood  to 
the  head):  Isidore,  who  taught  us  Chemistry,  and  who 
was.  I  think,  later  Director. 

To  the  boys,  the  name  of  Isidore  immediately  lent 
itself  to  a  boy's  fashion  of  nicknames  for  his  teachers. 
"Isidore"  leading  one  boy  to  remark:  "He  is  a  door'". 
and  another  to  qualify  that  pun  with  (what  in  those  days 
was  a  high  tribute  to  any  man's  loyalty  and  friendship, 
namely  the  word  "brick"):  "He  is  a  Brick!*'  Similarly,  the 
very  old  (and  somewhat  pompous]  professor  of  the 
Classics  in  Latin  was  a  layman  named  Rogerson-,  He  was 
of  course  familiarly  known  among  us  as  "Pop  Rogerson." 

I  think  it  was  in  my  hist  year  that  the  celebrated 
Brother  Azarias  paid  a  visit  to  La  Salle  and  addressed 
the  boys.  Curiously,  the  only  thing  that  seems  to  have 
been  impressive  enough,  in  his  address  to  linger  in  my 


and  began  a  period  of  expansion 
which  has  continued  to  the  present. 
New  buildings  mushroomed  and  an 
increasingly  lay  faculty,  with  distin- 
guished teachers  such  as  Roland 
Holroyd,  Brother  Patrick  Sheekey  and 
Joseph  Flubacher,  kept  pace  with  a 
student    bodv    that    soon    numbered 


thousands.  This  growth  was  matched 
by  innovative  academic  and  student 
affairs  programs,  notably  a  separate 
Evening  Division  and,  more  recently, 
several  off-campus  sites.  New  majors 
were  inaugurated,  ranging  from  fine 
arts  to  computer  science  and  nursing, 
and,  beginning  in  the  early  1950's,  a

memory,  was  the  single  word  "organization,"  which 
probably  he  repeated  many  times  and  doubtless  with 
great  emphasis.  The  word  ought,  indeed,  to  be  impressed 
everywhere  and  often  upon  Catholic  boys  and  the  Cath- 
olic laity  in  general — for  organization  is  assuredly  what 
we  have  greatly  needed.  It  is  being  largely  supplied  now 
by  the  immense  and  immensely  active  "National  Cath- 
olic Welfare  Conference"  at  Washington,  D.C.,  with  its 
numerous  constituent  bodies  and  its  numerous  depart- 
ments of  splendid  activity. 

Another  reminiscence  is  that  of  the  visit  to  La  Salle 
by  some  representative  of  the  Mother  House  in  Paris — a 
French  Brother  who  set  (sic)  us  boys  the  task  of  writing, 
for  a  prize,  an  Essay  on  Philadelphia.  We  had  no  time 
for  home  preparation  or  home  help,  but  were  seated  in 
our  desks  at  La  Salle  and  wrote  under  the  handicap  of 
careful  supervision  of  our  literary  efforts  to  prevent  any- 
thing like  "cribbing."  The  prize  was  won  by  Richard 
Aloysius  Gleeson.  who  subsequently  entered  the  Jesuit 
Novitiate  and  became  Provincial  of  the  Western  Prov- 
nce  of  that  Order.  He  is  now  active  in  the  institution 
of  a  Catholic  University  for  San  Francisco.  (Write  to  him 
for  his  reminiscences!).  With  the  over-rhetorical  ambi- 
tion of  youth,  my  own  Essay  on  the  occasion  was  un- 
doubtedly flamboyant  in  prophetic  glimpses  at  the  future 
of  my  native  city,  and  when  my  manuscript  was  returned 
to  me  I  was  grieved  to  see  the  Frenchman's  personal 
query:  "Is  this  certain?"  With  the  usual  clarity  of  the 
French  mind,  he  was  asking  for  a  truly  descriptive  ac- 
count of  a  city  in  which  the  boys  actually  resided,  and 
I  treated  him  to  a  description  of  the  city's  grand  future 
as  seen  through  the  patriotic  eye  of  a  lad  of  fourteen  or 
fifteen  years.  And  yet,  I  do  recall  that  in  that  Essay  I  was 
able  to  quote  verbatim  a  fairly  long  passage  from  a  vol- 
ume written  by  Orestes  Brownson  in  that  philosophic 
convert's  best  manner.  Now  this  one  fact  seems  to  me 
remarkable.  Where  on  earth  had  I  stumbled  on  the  vol- 
ume? Who  now  reads  Brownson? 

A  sad  note  now  is  that  very  recently  I  received  a  letter 
from  the  widow  of  Stephen  Burke,  who  first  thought  of 
founding  the  College  paper  (The  La  Salle  Advance)  and 
selected  as  his  associates  the  very  distinguished  Michael 
J.  Ryan  and  myself.  Brother  Romuald  was  (I  think)  the 
Brother  Director  at  that  time.  Mrs.  Burke  notified  me  of 
her  husband's  death,  and  asked  me  if  I  should  like  to 
have  some  old  copies  of  "The  La  Salle  Advance"  which 
she  found  that  Mr.  Burke  had  carefully  kept  through  all 
the  flowing  years.  I  was  very  glad  to  accept  the  kind 


offer;  for  what  Cicero  called  "injuria  temporis."  and 
what  Bacon  styled  "the  wreck  of  time,"  had  swept  away 
my  own  copies.  I  have  had  more  than  the  "three  re- 
moves" which,  as  Ben  Franklin  remarked  in  his  Poor 
Richard's  Alamanac,  "are  as  bad  as  a  fire."  And  I  have 
accordingly  lost  many  prized  relics  of  my  more  youthful 
days.  Charles  Dickens  closes  one  of  his  Christmas  Tales 
with  the  inscription:  "Lord,  keep  my  memory  green!"  I 
fear  my  own  memory  is  no  longer  green,  but  is  rather 
in  the  sere  and  yellow  leaf. 

Perhaps,  however,  as  time  flies,  it  may  look  backward 
and  recall  to  mv  mind  other  remembrances  of  "Old  La 
Salle."

Hugh  Henry  had  achieved  some  fame  (and  an 
honorary  degree  from  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania) as  a  professor  of  rhetoric  and  an  authority 
on  church  music.  Among  other  works,  he  published 
in  translation  a  volume  of  poems  by  Pope  Leo  XIII. 
Hence  it  was  that  a  picture  of  Pope  Leo  (with  the 
Latin  words  Cygni  Vaticani,  that  is.  "The  Swan  of  the 
Vatican")  figures  in  the  background  of  a  portrait  of 
Hugh  Henry  by  America's  foremost  painter,  Thomas 
Eakins.  The  painting  is  now  in  the  collection  of  St. 
Charles  Seminary.  It  was  there,  at  the  turn  of  the 
century,  that  Eakins,  having  outgrown  his  earlier  anti- 
clericalism,  would  accompany  his  Catholic  friend 
Sam  Murray  to  attend  Vespers  of  a  Sunday  afternoon 
and  have  dinner  with  the  faculty. 

Unlike  most  of  Eakin's  fourteen  portraits  of  clerics 
in  formal  pose,  this  one  shows  his  subject  at  work. 
As  in  his  masterpieces,  with  Dr.  Agnew  and  Dr.  Gross 
at  work  in  their  surgical  clinics,  Eakins  here  tries  to 
suggest  the  individuality  of  the  professor  by  showing 
him  at  a  specific  task  with  the  poetry  of  Pope 
Leo — and  hence  the  title  he  gave  the  painting,  "The 
Translator."

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THE  TWO  LA  SALLES 


St.  La  Salle 

Since  the  early  1930's,  La  Salle's  athletic  teams  have 
been  called  the  Explorers.  They  were  dubbed  thus,  it  is 
said,  by  a  Baltimore  sportswriter  who  thought  their  Col- 
lege had  been  named  after  the  seventeenth-century 
French  explorer.  Since  it's  always  difficult  to  correct  the 
mistakes  of  the  media — and.  perhaps,  for  lack  of  another 
catchy  tag — the  nickname  stuck. 

The  irony  of  the  misnomer  goes  beyond  simple  histori- 
cal error,  however.  For  few  men  were  more  unlike  in 
character  and  career  than  Rene-Robert  Cavalier.  Sieur 
de  La  Salle  (1643-1687),  and  St.  John  Baptist  de  La  Salle 
(1651-1719.)  While  they  were  contemporaries  for  a  time 
and  both  were  associated  with  Paris  and  Rouen,  they 
were  not  related.  (Oddly  enough,  John  Baptist  was  a 
cousin  of  the  explorer  of  the  upper-Mississippi,  the 
Jesuit  missionary  Jacques  Marquette. )  Robert  Cavalier— 
his  La  Salle  title  was  honorary,  taken  from  the  name  of 
a  family  estate  near  Rouen — was  for  a  time  a  Jesuit 
seminarian.  But  at  the  age  of  twenty-three,  he  left  the 
seminary  to  try  his  fortune  in  Canada.  Working  out  of 
Montreal,  he  established  trading  posts  and  forts  for  the 
colonial  governor — and  he  prospered  as  a  fur-trader.  In 
1682.  with  dreams  of  finding  a  western  route  to  the  Far 
East  and  of  engineering  French  dominance  in  the  Ameri- 
can midwest,  he  set  out  to  explore  the  lower-Mississippi. 
After  adventurous  encounters  with  Indian  tribes  and 
numerous  hardships,  he  discovered  the  mouth  of  the 
great  river  and  claimed  the  Louisiana  territory  for 
France. 

When  he  returned  as  a  hero  to  France,  he  was  able 
to  get  the  support  of  King  Louis  XIV  for  a  second  ex- 
pedition. Its  purpose  was  to  establish  a  colony  and  fort 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  as  a  strategic  outpost 
against  Spanish  Mexico.  But  the  enterprise  ended  in 
disaster.  La  Salle  miscalculated  his  position  in  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico  and  landed  in  present-day  Texas.  Of  the  three 
hundred  people  who  accompanied  him.  only  live  sur- 
d  Indian  attacks  and  disease  in  the  months  that  fol-

lowed.  The  disgruntled  survivors,  trying  to  make  their 
way  to  the  Mississippi,  finally  murdered  their  leader.  La 
Salle  thus  fell  a  victim  of  his  grandiose  ambitions  and 
his  failings  as  a  stern  and  moody  leader. 

It  was  during  the  years  of  Sieur  Robert's  glamorous 
rise  and  tragic  fall  that  John  Baptist  de  La  Salle  was 
quietly  at  work  in  his  native  city  of  Reims,  laying  the 
foundation  of  his  new  order,  the  Brothers  of  the  Chris- 
tian Schools.  His  journeys  were  confined  to  France,  but 
they  were  numerous  and  demanding  as  he  founded 
schools  of  various  types  in  some  twenty  cities  and 
towns — teacher-training  colleges,  schools  for  delin- 
quents, adult  education  programs,  an  academy  for  the 
exiled  followers  of  King  James  II.  Most  especially, 
though,  they  were  grammar  schools  for  the  children  of 
the  poor  and  of  blue-collar  workers  and  tradesmen.  Op- 
position came  not  from  a  hostile  nature  or  savage  In- 
dians, but  from  competing  schoolmasters  who  raided  his 
schools  or  sued  him  for  not  charging  tuition;  from  rigorist 
Jansenists  who  opposed  his  more  balanced  approach  to 
the  Christian  life  and  his  loyalty  to  Rome;  from  mis- 
guided ecclesiastics  who  failed  to  grasp  this  priest's  con- 
cept of  a  new  order  without  priests.  John  Baptist  began 
his  expedition  of  service  to  others,  not  with  dreams  of 
fame  or  political  power,  but.  like  Francis  of  Assisi,  by 
abandoning  his  security  and  wealth  for  the  sake  of  the 
poor.  He  dedicated  his  considerable  organizational  skills 
to  training  a  core  of  religious  teachers:  distilled  his  wide 
experience  and  his  learning  as  a  doctor  of  the  Sorbonne 
in  a  dozen  books,  as  practical  as  they  were  innovative, 
on  education  and  the  spiritual  life:  and  served  always 
to  his  followers  and  others  as  a  model  for  common  sense, 
courtesy,  self-control,  and  saintly  charity. 

John  Baptist  de  La  Salle  was,  then,  a  different  kind  of 
pioneer  and  explorer  We  air  foi  innate  thai  the  Univer- 
sity bears  his  name.

series  of  graduate  programs,  the  most 
popular  being  the  recent  MBA. 
Special  academic  programs  included 
an  Honors  curriculum,  an  Academic 
Discovery  Program,  a  "junior  year"  in 
Switzerland,  a  notable  Concert  and 
Lecture  Series,  an  Art  Museum,  and  a 
valued  literary  magazine,  Four  Quar- 
ters. Important  student  affairs  pro- 
grams included  a  highly  professional 
Counseling  Center,  an  intercollegiate 
athletic  line-up  that  produced  several 
Olympic  medalists  and  a  national 
championship  basketball  team,  as 
well  as  an  imposing  array  of  student 
organizations    and    publications.    But 


two  events  were  of  very  special  sig- 
nificance in  our  growth — the  move  to 
co-education  in  the  late  'sixties  and 
the  change  to  university  status  in  1984. 
In  recent  decades,  too,  La  Salle 
alumni  were  making  their  mark  in  a 
variety  of  fields:  Francis  Braceland,  a 
president  of  the  American  Psychiatric 
Association;  Ted  Mecke,  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  Ford  Motor  Company;  John 
McShain,  builder  of  the  Pentagon,  the 
Jefferson  Memorial,  and  the  National 
Shrine  of  the  Immaculate  Conception; 
Edward  Stemmler,  dean  of  the  medi- 
cal school  at  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania;    Major     General     William

Burns,  key  figure  in  the  arms  control 
negotiations;  John  Potts,  chief  of  medi-

La  Salle  describes  itself  today  as  a

It  has  given  fresh 
meaning  to  the  well-worn  adage  of 
David  Everett  in  1791,  that  "Tall  oaks 
from  little  acorns  grow."

A  member  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa,  he  is  a  professor  of  English  at  La  Salle  and 
a  contributor  of  verse  and  criticism  to  a  number  of 
scholarly  journals  and  collections.

Holroyd,  Rodden,  Donini,  and 
Flubacher  .  .  .  and  many  others  who  have  played  an  important  role  in 
the  human  side  of  our  history.

Dr.  Roland  Holroyd  taught  three  generations  of  La  Salle  students. 

".More  than  buildings,  more  than  books,  more  than  lectures 
and  examinations,  education  is  a  matter  of  people.  It  is  the 
people  who  make  up  La  Salle — the  students,  teachers,  and 
administrators — who  give  the  community  its  character." 

\_  t  is  now  almost  30  years  since  I  wrote  those  words  for 
the  La  Salle  Bulletin.  I  was  then  a  first  year  teacher  at  La 
Salle,  trying  to  pad  my  paycheck  a  bit  by  editing  the  catalog 
on  the  side.  In  many  years  of  editing  since  then.  I  have 


changed  a  great  many  words  in  the  catalog,  but  not  those. 
They  still  seem  to  me  to  be  true  and  they  still  seem  worth 
saying.  (When  this  same  quotation  was  used  by  a  designer 
as  a  headline  on  a  catalog  cover,  however.  Dan  Rodden 
twitted  me  with  trying  to  build  a  writing  career  on  one 
aphorism.  Dan's  way  of  keeping  me  humble.) 

I  thought  of  these  words  again  and  smiled  at  some 
memories  and  names  as  I  stood  last  week  in  the  lobby  of 
Olnev  Hall.  It  was  a  winter  afternoon  and  the  sun  slanted 
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over  the  memorial  tablet  listing  the  names  of  La  Salle 
people  who  have  died.  And  I  was  thinking  of  Brother 
Anselm  and  Brother  Pat  and  Azarias  and  Mike  De  Angelis 
and  Clementian  and  Augustine  and  Holroyd  and  so  many 
more  I  have  known. 

"They  made  this  place,"  I  thought.  And  then  I  thought  of 
the  many  others,  some  in  retirement  and  some  nearing  it, 
who  had  also  become  synonymous  with  La  Salle  in  my 
mind.  You  remember  them  too.  or  perhaps  you  remember 
only  some  of  them.  In  the  coming  decade,  the  faces  on  the 
faculty  will  change  more  than  they  have  in  the  past  half 
century.  So  this  125th  birthday  seems  a  fitting  time  to  re- 
member some  of  the  faculty  faces  that  were  so  much  a  part 
of  La  Salle  for  us  as  students. 

Xow  I  haven't  been  around  for  all  of  the  past  125  years 
but  I  have  been  around  here  for  most  of  the  past  40  years. 
Surely  that  entitles  me  to  some  maundering  and  mean- 
dering comments. 


Wh 


hat  follows  in  these  pages  in  one  aging  prof's  remi- 
niscences of  some  people,  living  and  dead,  that  played  an 
important  role  in  the  human  side  of  our  history.  You  can 
read  their  epitaphs  or  their  resumes  if  you  want  to  know 
what  they  accomplished.  This  is  about  who  they  were.  This 
is  about  people  who  loved  this  place  and  lovingly  gave  their 
lives  to  working  for  it,  not  only  as  a  corporate  institution 
but  as  a  transcending  ideal  larger  than  any  single  person 
but  made  up  of  all  the  persons  who  had  played  their  roles 
over  the  years.  In  an  article  in  Four  Quarters.  Claude  Koch 
once  described  this  transcendent  commitment  as  "the  Idea 
of  the  College." 

I  won't  even  pretend  to  be  objective  or  unsentimental. 
If  it's  news  of  accomplishments  you  want,  turn  to  Alumni 
Xotes.  This  little  piece  is  what  Brother  Clem  would  have 
called  a  "personal  reminiscence"  assignment.  Brother  Pat 
would  have  called  it  a  disorganized  collection  of 
"vignettes."  He  liked  that  word,  and  I  learned  it  from  him. 
Just  as  I  learned  to  love  words  and  to  care  about  excellence 
in  writing. 

The  question  is,  "Where  do  I  start?"  I  can  find  no  sounder 
advice  than  that  given  by  the  King  in  Alice  in  Wonderland: 
"Begin  at  the  beginning,"  the  King  said,  gravely,  "and  then 
go  on  till  you  come  to  the  end:  then  stop."  And  so  I  shall 
do  just  that. 

The  beginning  for  me  was  September  of  1948.  I  was  a  17- 
year  old  freshman  in  a  class  consisting  mostly  of  vets.  The 
professors  too  were  vets,  one  way  or  another.  Most  of  the 
Brothers  had  been  through  years  of  high  school  teaching: 
the  lay  teachers  had  mostly  just  returned  from  lengthy  tours 
of  Europe  or  the  Pacific.  A  goodly  number  of  the  present 
senior  faculty  came  to  La  Salle  in  those  years  immediately 
following  the  war.  Among  the  lay  faculty,  only  Dr.  Holroyd 
and  Dr.  Flubacher  had  been  here  before  World  War  II. 

Brother  Gregorian  Paul,  who  looked  as  though  he  had 
recently  graduated  from  college,  was  president  of  this  col- 
lege that  was  creating  itself  all  over  from  the  ashes  of 
Depression  and  wartime  hardships.  Xever  one  to  let  the 
trappings  of  office  get  in  the  way  of  practical  matters,  he 
was  known  to  help  run  the  mimeograph  or  assist  at  the 
switchboard  in  free  moments. 

The  Dean  of  the  College  was  a  tall,  amazingly  handsome 
young  brother  named  Brother  Stanislaus.  Soft-spoken  Slan 
was  a  powerful  presence,  and  he  succeeded  Brother  Paul 
as  President.  He  had  a  vision  and  toughness,  and  when  he 
left  the  presidency  in  1959,  he  had  made  a  permanent  im- 
pression on  this  growing  institution  and  its  faculty. 

Both  Brother  Paul  and  Brother  Stanislaus  were  assisted 
ably  in  the  all  important  financial  side  by  the  Business 
Manager,    Joe   Sprissler    (who    is    Brother   Paul's    natural

brother).  Joe  had  seen  the  place  nearly  perish  in  De- 
pression debt,  and  he  vowed  it  would  never  happen  again. 
He  liked  to  play  the  hard-nosed,  tough-talking,  business-like 
executive,  but  he  was  just  too  kind  to  bring  it  off.  Under 
the  bluster  and  the  business,  he  was  lovable  and  reasonable 
and  kind  and  all  the  things  he  never  wanted  others  to  know- 
he  was.  With  Joe,  education  was  never  just  dollars  and 
cents;  Joe  understood  the  Idea  of  the  College  instinctively. 
He'll  be  officially  remembered  as  the  founder  of  the  Eve- 
ning Division,  but  alumni  from  that  period  will  remember 
him  as  the  money-man  who  never  forgot  that  money  was 
just  a  means  to  a  higher  goal. 

And  they'll  remember  too  that  larger-than-life  Italian. 
Ugo  Donini,  teaching  history-by-anecdote  to  classes  filled 
to  the  doors  with  students  enjoying  their  subject  (and  their 
teacher).  Donini,  like  all  good  teachers,  was  an  actor  and 
a  great  story  teller,  and  his  history  classes  were  spiced  (yes. 
that  is  the  correct  word)  with  tales  of  the  doings  of  Attila 
the  Hun,  Henry  the  VIII,  FDR.  and  the  WASPS  of  Philadel- 
phia who  had  no  time  for  Italian  immigrant  history 
teachers.  Donini  took  the  view  that  history  was  history,  and 
individual  course  titles  meant  little  to  him.  His  students 
soon  caught  on  to  the  notion  that  there  was  much  to  be 
learned  from  a  Donini  digression  also,  and  they  never 
failed  to  introduce  opportunities  for  Ugo  to  entertain  on  one 
of  his  favorite  subjects,  however  distantly  related  to  the 
day's  lesson  (which  they  really  hadn't  gotten  around  to 
reading  yet). 

J  ust  a  few  doors  down  the  hall,  brother  Augustine  was 
trying  to  impress  the  sons  of  immigrants  with  the  plight  of 
American  Xegro  and  the  need  for  interracial  justice. 
Brother  Gus  was  a  leader  in  the  fight  for  justice  for  black 
people.  He  was  a  sweet,  simple  man  of  faith,  and  there 
were  those  among  us  who  learned  quickly  the  value  of 
putting  JMJ  or  AMDG  at  the  top  of  our  papers  in  sociology. 
His  pious  practices  might  have  belonged  to  an  earlier  day. 
but  his  social  conscience  was  years  ahead  of  most  Ameri- 
cans' thinking  at  the  time. 

The  legendary  presence  in  the  English  Department  was 
Brother  Edward  Patrick  Sheekey,  "The  Writing  Teacher," 
as  Brother  Daniel  Burke's  memorial  poem  in  this  magazine 
described  him.  Having  been  one  of  the  editors  of  the 
freshman  anthology  we  had  all  used  in  high  school,  Brother 
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Pat  came  as  close  as  anyone  at  La  Salle  to  being  famous. 
God,  he  was  tough  on  us— and  on  himself.  We  wrote,  he 
read;  we  revised,  he  read;  we  revised  again.  He  kept  this 
endless  chain  letter  going  between  his  students  and  himself, 
and  we  learned  that  the  writing  process  is  never  finished. 
There  is  always  room  for  revision  and  improvement.  He 
cared  about  his  students  as  much  as  he  cared  about  the 
discipline  of  writing.  Miss  a  class  or  two  and  you  got  a  note: 
"I've  missed  you.  Are  you  ill?" 

One  of  the  most  popular  young  teachers  in  the  depart- 
ment in  the  '50s  was  a  Falstaffian  figure  name  Dan  Rodden. 
Dan  was  a  man  of  the  theatre,  an  actor,  a  raconteur  and 
a  bon  vivant.  In  other  words,  he  loved  to  tell  stories  and 
drink  beer  at  Smitty's  after  a  Masque  rehearsal.  Dan  was 
a  wicked  wit — as  quick  with  a  pun  or  a  laugh  line  as  anyone 
I've  ever  known.  I  saw  Peter  Ustinov  outshine  him  one  night 
in  an  informal  party  after  Ustinov's  honorary  degree,  but 
I  reminded  myself  that  Dan  was  in  decline  by  then  and  not 
at  his  best. 
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Jan  had  an  ego  as  big  as  his  waistline  and  insecurities 
to  match.  He  was  at  his  best  on  stage,  and  wherever  he  was, 
he  was  "on  stage."  He  revived  The  Masque  and  then  in- 
vented Music  Theatre,  and  he  made  it  work  better  than 
anyone  ever  thought  it  could.  Teacher,  actor,  director, 
producer — he  was  a  giant,  spreading  the  gospel  of  Walter 
Kerr  and  Aristotle  to  sophomores  and  living  in  his  own  aura 
of  hits  and  flops,  stars  and  bars.  When  Dan  was  wrong,  he 
was  cosmically  wrong.  (Ask  anyone  who  invested  in  The 
Ambassadors  for  which  Dan  was  one  of  the  Broadway 
producers.)  When  he  was  right,  he  made  theatre  magic. 
(Who  can  forget  Judith  Jamison's  dance  in  South  Pacific, 
Bob  Bolsover  in  Man  of  La  Mancha,  Camelot  with  Pat 
Cronin,  or  The  Fantastics  with  Cronin  and  Dennis  Cun- 
ningham?) 

I'm  probably  prejudiced  by  my  association  with  the  Eng- 
lish Department,  but  all  alumni  will  remember  a  favorite 
English  teacher.  Anyone  who  had  him  will  remember 
Charles  V.  Kelly.  For  14  years  he  headed  the  department 
in  both  day  and  evening.  Charles,  who  retired  recently,  will 
live  in  the  minds  of  many  alumni  as  a  splendid  Chair  and 
a  demanding,  witty  teacher  who  was  not  afraid  to  voice  an 
opinion  or  two.  An  18th  century  specialist  and  a  member 
of  a  famous  Philadelphia  family,  Charles  Kelly  gave  his 
students  a  sense  of  organization  and  an  ability  to  order  their 
thinking. 

The  creative,  intuitive  side  of  English  study  fell  to  Claude 
Koch.  Claude  is  a  poet.  That  seems  like  a  good  place  to  stop 
trying  to  describe  him.  But  it  isn't  sufficient  or  accurate. 
Claude's  students  learned  to  read  Shakespeare  as  Renais- 
sance readers  read  him.  His  writing  students  learned  to  be 
precise,  and  all  of  his  students  learned  what  it  meant  to 
practice  the  virtue  of  charity  in  criticizing  the  work  of 
others. 

The  science  departments  had  their  legends  also.  And  Dr. 
Roland  Holroyd  was  in  a  category  by  himself. 

Dr.  Holroyd  was  "the  good  doctor"  to  so  many  of  the 
present  physicians  in  this  area  that  it's  still  hard  to  believe 
he's  gone.  The  personification  of  dignity,  Dr.  Holroyd  was 
one  of  the  great  lecturers.  If  Ugo  Donini  and  Dan  Rodden 
were  at  their  best  when  spontaneously  reacting  to  a  class, 
Dr.  Holroyd  was  the  ultimate  planner,  speaking  from  notes 
so  detailed  they  reportedly  contained  joke  cues  in  the 
margins.  Yet  he  was  superb  in  his  way  too.  Clad  in  his  black 
academic  gown,  his  Church  of  England  sense  of  ritual  and 
tradition  so  visibly  a  part  of  his  character.  Dr.  Holroyd  gave 
younger  faculty  a  sense  of  what  it  meant  to  be  a  professor. 
When  they  named  the  science  center  after  him,  I  always 
thought  they  should  have  called  it  "Doctor  Holroyd  Hall." 
I  suppose  his  mother  called  him  Roland,  but  I  did  not  know 
anyone  else  who  did.  Even  Joe  Flubacher,  who  knew  him

longer  and  better  than  any  one  else  at  La  Salle,  called  him 
"Dr.  Holroyd." 

And  can  you  really  imagine  La  Salle  without  Dr. 
Flubacher?  The  word  is  that  he  is  retiring  this  year  after 
more  than  50  years  of  explaining  things  like  Gresham's  Law 
and  GNIP.  For  Joe  Flubacher,  economics  was  anything  but 
a  dismal  science.  And  he  was  not  (and  is  not)  a  dismal 
teacher.  I  never  saw  anyone  sleep  in  a  Flubacher  class.  His 
lectures  are  happenings.  His  vitality  electrifies  students  as 
he  moves  across  the  front  of  the  classroom,  lecturing,  acting, 
cajoling,  questioning,  pleading — doing  whatever  it  takes  to 
keep  students  learning. 

In  many  respects,  Joe  Flubacher  epitomizes  the  kind  of 
La  Salle  professor  I  want  to  focus  on  in  these  pages.  He 
considers  himself  first  of  all  a  teacher.  Students — La  Salle 
students — have  been  the  main  concern  of  his  professional 
life.  He  has  tried  to  make  them  aware  that  the  world  of 
supply  and  demand,  buying  and  selling  cannot  be  separated 
from  ethical  and  moral  concerns.  He  communicated  a  con- 
cern for  values.  It  permeated  what  he  taught  because  it 
permeated  the  way  he  lives. 

The  flood  of  names  and  memories  keeps  coming.  Business 
students  will  surely  have  a  special  memory  bank  devoted 
to  Charlie  Halpin  and  Mike  DeAngelis.  Charlie,  once  the 
world's  skinniest  paratrooper,  became  a  charismatic  figure 
for  thousands  of  business  students  over  the  years.  His  sense 
of  humor  keeps  us  laughing,  but  his  sense  of  values  give 
us  sanity.  Charlie's  own  life  demonstrated  what  hard  work 
can  achieve.  He  worked  his  way  through  law  school,  raised 
a  large,  wonderful  family,  and  provided  a  model  of  what 
a  good  father  and  husband  could  do.  All  without  taking 
himself  too  seriously. 

Is  there  an  accounting  major  anywhere  out  there  who 
does  not  remember  the  warmth  and  concern  of  Mike  DeAn- 
gelis? Mike  kept  a  mental  notebook  filled  with  the  names 
of  everyone  who  had  ever  studied  accounting  at  La  Salle. 
He  made  the  Accounting  Society  one  of  the  great  networks 
for  job  placement — because  he  cared  about  his  students. 

The  names  of  others  on  the  memorial  tablet  in  Olney  Hall 
prod  the  memory.  Brother  Vincent  Grimes.  At  one  time  it 
seemed  as  if  he  carried  the  psychology  department  almost 
single  handed.  He  was  the  one  you  had  to  take  if  you  were 
going  to  take  psychology.  When  he  was  at  his  peak  as  a 
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PEOPLE — continued

teacher,  he  was  moved  to  another  assignment;  when  he 
returned  to  La  Salle,  his  health  problems  had  become  more 
serious.  But  he  was  the  father  figure  for  the  department, 
the  model  of  what  a  good  psychology  teacher  could  do. 

1  n  Political  Science,  two  strong  and  important  per- 
sonalities had  an  impact  on  their  students.  In  many  ways 
they  were  opposites;  yet  each  played  an  important  role  in 
the  thinking  of  their  students.  There  was  Bob  Courtney,  the 
present  department  Chair,  and  Dick  Cleary,  who  passed 
away  just  a  few  years  ago.  Courtney  is  soft-spoken,  com- 
mon-sensical.  conservative,  and  focused  on  the  national 
and  local  scene.  Cleary  was  more  outspoken,  confident,  and 
internationally  minded.  Each  in  his  own  way  made  a  strong 
impression  on  the  students  who  had  them  in  class. 

No  Education  major  among  the  older  alumni  will  forget 
Brother  Azarias.  Now  there  was  a  presence.  Brother  A  was 
one  of  the  great  wheeler-dealers  of  the  faculty  and  would 
have  been  completely  at  home  in  any  smoke-filled  room. 
In  fact,  any  room  he  was  in  was  a  smoke-filled  room,  even 
if  he  didn't  have  one  of  his  awful  cigars  lit.  George  Swoyer, 
the  business  school's  resident  master  of  ceremonies,  once 
called  Brother  A  the  pope  of  the  public  schools.  Brother  A 
claimed  to  know  everybody  who  was  anybody,  and  I  as  a 
nobody  am  in  no  position  to  claim  otherwise.  I  do  know  this: 
the  large  presence  that  La  Salle  graduates  have  in  the  Phila- 
delphia school  system  today  certainly  owes  something  to 
Brother  Azarias. 

The  Language  Department  had  its  share  of  memorable 


faculty,  many  of  them  now  names  on  the  memory  tablet. 
There  was  the  sardonic  and  brilliant  Bob  McDonough  in 
German,  the  charming  and  funny  Brother  Louis  in  Spanish 
(Spanish  Louie  to  his  students  who  loved  his  sense  of  humor 
and  intelligence)  and  his  former  student  turned  teacher,  joe 
Moran.  We  are  still  fortunate  enough  to  have  with  us  the 
indisputably  unique  French  professor,  Richard  Boudreau, 
who  teaches  students  how  to  think  about  language  as 
language,  with  an  interesting  history  connected  with  each 
word. 

(Jne  of  the  more  unusual  stories  was  that  of  Brother 
Robert  Pace,  who  taught  Italian  here  in  the  early  '50s.  A 
short,  cherubic  British  subject  from  the  Isle  of  Malta, 
Brother  Robert  had  been  an  authentic  hero  of  the  under- 
ground in  Rome,  operating  under  the  noses  of  Gestapo 
agents  to  shelter  allied  airmen. 

We  studied  religion  under  people  like  Brother  Clemen- 
tian  and  Brother  Thomas.  Brother  Clementian  was  a  saintly 
man  who  seldom  raised  his  voice.  His  approach  to  teaching 
religion  was  quite  basic:  he  reminded  us  how  we  had  for- 
gotten our  prayers  by  giving  assignments  like  "Write  the 
Acts  of  Faith,  Hope,  and  Charity."  That  was  a  stopper. 

Brother  Thomas,  known  in  the  community  as  "Doc  Tom" 
and  among  students  as  "Radar  Thomas"  (in  honor  of  his 
hearing  aid)  was  a  student  of  the  classics.  A  truly  kind  man, 
he  gained  a  reputation  among  more  recent  students  as  the 
brother  who  feeds  the  squirrels  in  the  quadrangle. 

There  are  many  other  faculty  members  I  haven't  men- 
tioned, I'm  sure.  Perhaps  I've  missed  one  of  your  favorites. 
Why,  I  ask  myself,  do  these  people  stick  in  my  mind  as 
important  parts  of  my  education?  I  do  not  think  it  is  because 
of  the  facts  they  taught  me.  I  have  forgotten  most  of  the 
information,  but  I  have  remembered  what  these  teachers 
taught  me  about  being  a  person.  I  remember  them  because 
of  who  they  were,  not  because  of  what  they  knew  or  how 
many  degrees  they  held  or  how  many  publications  they  had. 

If  there  is  a  point  to  these  meaderings  of  middle  age,  I 
suppose  that's  it:  I  want  the  present  faculty,  those  of  my 
generation  and  those  younger,  to  know  that  they  are  part 
of  a  splendid  tradition.  The  faculty  who  helped  make  La 
Salle  what  it  is  were  not  all  great  teachers  or  outstanding 
scholars.  But  they  knew  what  was  important.  They  knew 
that  students  counted  first,  and  that  concern  for  students 
was  not  something  you  put  time  limits  on. 

And  I  want  alumni  and  students  to  recognize  that  we  have 
all  been  very  fortunate  to  have  made  the  acquaintance  of 
people  who  understood  how  to  subordinate  their  own  self- 
interest  to  something  larger  and  more  enduring— the  idea 
of  La  Salle.  That  brings  me  to  the  end,  and  following  the 
king's  advice,  here  I  shall  stop.

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THE  WAY  IT  WAS 

La  Salle  experienced  a  remarkable  educational  genesis  in  the  1950s  with 

knickers  flapping  in  the  wind,  players  like  "Buddy"  and  "Wacky,"  plenty 

of  "Day-Hops,"  Korean  War  veterans,  Dad  Vail  champions,  and 

Boathouse  parties.

The  first  dormitories  opened  in  1953  and  the  mood  of  the  campus  was  never  quite  the  same  afterward. 


1  have  been  asked  to  recall  for  our 
younger  readers  what  La  Salle  was  like 
in  the  old  days.  Not  the  real  old  days, 
merely  thirty  or  forty  years  ago.  This  is 
not  easy  to  do  for  in  my  senior  year. 
1958.  we  had  something  called  Knicker- 
Soccer  Day  on  which  all  the  students 
dressed  up  like  idiots  and  rooted  for  our 
soccer  team.  We  brought  girls,  now- 
known  as  women,  on  campus  and  we 
had  flasks  hidden  beneath  our  tweeds. 
We  wound  up  drinking  a  tavern  in 
Chestnut  Hill  dry  that  night  and  I  have 
not  remembered  anything  very  clearly 
ever  since. 


Actually,  my  first  memories  of  La 
Salle  are  sounds  and  smells.  I  was  in 
grade  school  in  the  late  1940s,  and  my 
uncle,  known  then  as  Brother  Felix 
Francis,  and  since  the  revolution  as 
Brother  Francis  McCormick,  had  been 
transferred  to  La  Salle  from  West  Cath- 
olic High  School.  He  was  a  man  of  great 
influence  on  campus  and  used  to  sneak 
some  of  us  into  the  gym  at  off  hours, 
such  as  Sunday  mornings. 

Compared  to  the  concrete  railroad 
siding  in  Germantown  which  was  our 
home  court.  La  Salle's  gym  was  the 
Spectrum.  It  was  on  the  first  floor  of 


what  used  to  be  La  Salle  High.  Today 
it  is  called  the  Wister  Library  Annex. 
Beneath  it,  in  the  basement,  were  lock- 
er and  equipment  rooms  and  the 
cafeteria.  That  combination  carried 
with  it  an  odor,  not  unpleasant,  that  got 
in  your  clothes  and  stayed  with  you  for 
years.  It  was  the  smell  of  sport.  And 
because  La  Salle's  basketball  teams, 
already  nationally  known,  practiced  on 
the  same  floor,  it  remains  in  memory  as 
the  smell  of  the  big  time,  of  success. 
That  smell  seemed  to  come  through 
the  floor,  the  combination  of  linament 
and  hamburgers  and  fresh  varnish  on 
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the  shiny  floor,  and  from  somewhere 
down  among  those  subterranean 
aromas  there  would  come  a  dull  thump, 
the  sound  of  a  ball  being  bounced  and 
the  rumble  of  people  on  the  steps  lead- 
ing to  the  gym  and  the  flat  sound  of 
basketballs  hitting  those  steps  as  the 
players  came  up. 

The  arrival  of  the  real  players,  the 
college  team  or  the  high  school  guys, 
was  our  signal  to  scram  but  we  would 
frantically  try  for  a  few  more  shots  until 
someone  in  real  power,  such  as  Obie 
O'Brien,  coach  of  the  high  school, 
shooed  us  off. 

Sometimes  after  those  sessions  we 
would  cross  campus,  into  the  basement 
of  College  Hall,  where  the  Masque  re- 
hearsed its  shows.  I  can  remember 
being  impressed  by  the  quality  of  the 
singing  and  my  uncle  used  to  point  out 
a  man  he  described  as  wonderfully  tal- 
ented. He  was  a  strange  looking  man 
who  appeared  both  slender  and  portly 
at  the  same  time.  He  had  exophthalmic 
eyeballs  and  a  dynamic,  commanding 


style  with  the  actors.  Even  to  my  young 
eyes  he  clearly  knew  what  he  was  doing 
and  savored  the  performance  of  direct- 
ing. His  name  was  Dan  Rodden.  I  would 
later  get  to  know  him  well.  He  was  the 
best  teacher  I  ever  knew. 

/\lthough  it  has  long  repaired  to  the 
woods  of  Montgomery  County.  La  Salle 
High  in  the  1950s  was  so  much  a  pres- 
ence on  campus  that  it's  hard  to  separ- 
ate sensations  of  the  high  school  from 
later  years  at  the  college.  After  World 
War  II  the  high  school  was  actually 
larger  than  the  college  and  the  athletic 
facilities  were  common  to  both. 

To  me  and  many  others  it  was  an 
eight-year  learning  experience  on  the 
same  grounds.  Many  La  Salle  High 
grads  simply  walked  across  the  quad- 
rangle for  higher  education.  Notable 
among  them  were  the  basketball  play- 
ers who  were  giving  the  college  na- 
tional recognition.  Backcourt  stars 
Buddy  Donnelly  and  Wacky  O'Hara 
(whose  real  first  names  are  Charles  and 
Francis]    were   players   I    watched   for 


eight    years,    as   were   Tom    Gola    and 
Charley  Greenberg. 

The  high  school  also  provided  a  solid 
academic  core  for  the  college.  Some 
rivals  would  not  admit  it,  but  La  Salle 
High  was  becoming  the  best  high  school 
in  the  city  and  a  roster  of  the  top 
scholars  at  the  college  always  included 
a  preponderance  of  La  Salle  High  boys. 
The  proximity  of  the  high  school  added 
dimensions  the  college  otherwise  lack- 
ed. The  high  school  football  team,  its 
gold  helmets  like  Army  and  its  big  band 
dressed  like  Navy,  enlivened  Sunday 
afternoons.  The  energy  of  the  younger 
school  contrasted  with  the  mood  across 
campus,  which  in  those  unusual  days 
was  sober  before  its  time.

Jthough  La  Salle  College  had  been 
around  for  90  years,  at  the  end  of  World 
War  II  it  boasted  only  90  students.  Of 
course,  all  colleges  were  down  during 
that  period.  When  the  troops  came 
back,  all  hell  broke  loose  in  the  regis- 
trar's office.  By  the  fall  of  1946  La  Salle 
had  1.215  students:  by  1947.  1.700.  Most 


Groundbreaking  for  the  new  library  on  De 
areas 
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of  them  were  vets.  The  1947  class  was 
75  percent  vets,  many  of  whom  would 
not  have  gone  to  college  without  the  G.I. 
Bill. 

X  t  made  La  Salle,  and  many  other  col- 
leges, much  more  mature  places  than 
they  would  have  been  normally.  They 
also  had  an  impact  on  the  emergence  of 
tiny  La  Salle  as  a  national  basketball 
power.  A  number  of  those  players  on 
the  first  nationally  ranked  teams  were 
in  their  mid-20's. 

The  influence  of  the  vets  remained 
strong  for  more  than  a  decade.  My 
freshman  class  in  1954  was  25  percent 
vets,  an  influx  from  the  Korean  War.  It 
made  for  two  worlds.  Those  of  us  who 
were  teenagers  were  trying  to  make  La 
Salle  a  more  collegiate  place.  We  cued 
on  the  hies,  wearing  crew  cuts  and 
white  bucks  and  khaki  pants  and  regi- 
mental ties  and  caps  with  belts  in  the 
back.  The  preppie  look,  in  today's 
parlance. 

There  was  a  division  of  opinion  on 
what   a   La   Salle  student  should   look 


like.  A  fair  number  of  guys  still 
preferred  the  pegged  pants  and  high 
risers  left  over  from  whatever  cul- 
turally inadequate  high  school  they  at- 
tended. 

The  younger  set  enjoyed  a  party.  The 
crew  was  one  of  the  stronger  cliques  on 
campus  and  the  boathouse  parties  were 
world  class.  The  vets  for  the  most  part 
didn't  worry  about  clothes  or  parties, 
unless  they  got  involved  in  the  Masque, 
which  did  have  fun.  Most  of  the  older 
students  were  too  busy  to  enjoy  college. 
Manx  w  ere  married,  or  about  to  be.  and 
quite  a  few  had  families.  Manx-  of  them 
were  also  working  40-hour  weeks.  I  did 
that  myself  for  two  years. 

J\  lot  of  the  working  xets  were  good 
students,  despite  their  tight  schedules. 
They  were  overwhelmingly  serious 
people,  or  maybe  they  were  just  older. 
The  First  Pennsylxania  Company  was 
loaded  with  La  Salle  people  at  night.  1 
found  it  possible  to  work  a  40-hour 
xveek  and  party  with  distinction,  but  it 
xvas  difficult  to  work,  party  and  excel 


academically.  Having  a  better  sense  of 
values  than  most  of  the  vets,  I  kept 
academics  in  its  proper  secondary 
place  in  the  college  experience. 

1  can't  speak  for  everybody,  but  the 
transition  from  La  Salle  High  to  the  col- 
lege was  not  traumatic.  Because  of  the 
large  number  of  vets  who  had  been 
away  from  school  for  several  years, 
there  xvere  some  special  programs  de- 
signed to  help  them  adjust  to  the  college 
regimen.  We  had  one  freshman  compo- 
sition course  that  seemed  to  consist  of 
reciting  the  alphabet  or  something.  In 
my  case  it  was  too  easy.  My  cumulative 
index  went  steadily  downward  from 
dean's  list  in  my  first  semester.  A  mild, 
panicky  comeback  in  my  last  semester 
of  senior  year  brought  me  smack  in  the 
middle  of  the  class  at  graduation. 

After  that  soft  introduction,  the 
academics  were  challenging.  My  good 
fortune  xvas  to  haxe  Dan  Rodden  for 
exery  course  I  could  swing.  He  always 
gaxe  me  A's.  and  his  classes  were  so 
utterly  enjoyable  that  I  never  cut  one

unless  I  really  had  to.  "Art."  he 
pounded  into  us,  "was  intellectual  rec- 
reation achieved  through  the  con- 
templation of  order."  We  dissected  that 
definition  the  way  pre-meds  played 
with  cadavers.  I  think  back  on  Rodden's 
classes  as  pure  intellectual  recreation. 
I  don't  mean  to  make  La  Salle  in  the 
1950s  sound  like  an  easy  place.  We  all 
knew  the  pre-med  people  worked  like 
crazy,  and  then  as  now  they  could  get 
into  the  best  medical  schools.  Although 
I  had  no  idea  what  went  on  in  the  busi- 
ness programs,  some  guys  I  found  pretty 
smart  seemed  to  have  their  hands  full, 
maybe  the  reason  the  accounting  major 
is  so  highly  regarded  today. 


M 


,y  dominant  impressions,  however, 
are  not  of  the  classroom.  I  still  have  bad 
dreams  of  overdue  term  papers.  I  think 
of  trips  with  the  crew,  and  the  ribald 
song  the  guys  sang  after  every  victory. 
1  remember  Tom  Gola  floating  down 
the  court  and  thinking  I  would  never 
see  a  player  as  good  in  my  lifetime,  and 
the  basketball  team  wearing  sleeves  on 
its   jerseys   and    introducing   what   be- 


came a  style  of  uniforms  for  the  next  15 
years.  La  Salle  seemed  to  have  a  big 
reputation  emanating  from  a  small 
place.  It  was  indeed  intimate,  es- 
pecially with  the  high  school  sharing 
the  small  turf. 

When  I  first  saw  it,  La  Salle's  campus 
was  only  about  15  years  old,  having  re- 
located from  its  original  downtown  lo- 
cation in  1929-1930.  Campus  is 
stretching  the  word.  There  were  just 
two  major  buildings,  College  Hall  and 
the  high  school.  McShain  Hall  was 
being  added  and  there  might  have  been 
one  more  temporary  building  thrown 
up  to  handle  the  post-war  booming  en- 
rollment. The  buildings  still  had  a  sense 
of  fresh  brick. 

It  was  a  very  male  place,  the  first 
women  students  being  years  away,  and 
the  Christian  Brothers  were  a  numer- 
ous and  formidable  presence.  They 
were  easy  to  spot.  They  wore  long  black 
robes  and  they  played  very  dirty  in 
basketball  games. 

During  the  50s.  there  was  an  im- 
pression   of    squeezing    things    in    as 


needed.  The  newly  established  ROTC 
program  found  room  underneath  the 
stands  of  McCarthy  Stadium.  Quonset 
huts  appeared  to  provide  extra  locker 
facilities.  The  dramatic  sign  of  new- 
times  was  the  construction  of  a  library 
in  1952.  That  seemed  a  huge  stride,  an 
entire  building  devoted  to  books  and 
study  areas.  I  still  think  of  it  as  modern, 
although  the  new  Connelly  Library  this 
year  has  dwarfed  it. 

Visiting  the  campus  today,  I  find  no 
apt  cliche  for  the  reaction  one  has  to  the 
way  the  place  has  sprawled.  Bewilder- 
ment, maybe.  Thirty  years  ago  there 
was  a  feeling  that  there  was  no  place 
to  go.  The  surrounding  neighborhoods 
of  Germantown,  Logan  and  Olney  had 
long  been  built.  Public  land,  Wister 
Woods,  flanked  the  south;  Central  High 
blocked  the  east,  and  a  solid  residential 
neighborhood  lay   north. 

V_ynly  the  old  farm,  as  we  called  it. 
across  20th  Street,  seemed  to  offer 
growth  potential.  But  the  relationship 
between  the  Wister  family  and  the  La 
Salle  family  was  not  reported  to  be  ter- 
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The  Tap-Off  Rally,  featuring  a  parade,  floats,  and  basketball  queen  competition,  was  a  campus  social    highlight  in  the  1950s. 


ribly  warm,  and  although  there  were 
rumors  that  La  Salle  would  one  day 
jump  that  high  old  stone  wall,  that  vault 
did  not  seem  imminent. 

We  never  thought  of  the  Good 
Shepherd  Home  as  future  territory,  nor 
were  the  century  old  houses  near  Ger- 
mantown  Hospital  viewed  as  part  of  our 
manifest  destiny.  It  seemed  an  abbera- 
tion  when  La  Salle  crossed  Olney  Av- 
enue to  build  the  first  residence  halls. 
Viewing  that  event  over  the  span  of  an 
institution's  long  history,  however,  it 
must  rank  with  the  influx  of  the  vets 
and  the  more  recent  discovery  of 
women  as  one  of  those  character-chang- 
ing developments. 

\j  round  broke  for  the  first  dorms  in 
1952.  There  had  always  been  a  smatter- 
ing of  La  Salle  students  renting  apart- 
ments near  the  campus.  Most  of  them 
came  from  upstate.  But  the  first  dorms 
immediately  altered  that  mood. 
Although  there  was  room  for  only  a  few 
hundred  students,  it  was  enough  to  start 
the  transition  from  a  place  where 
people  came  to  learn  and  went  home 


again,  to  a  true  academic  community, 
round-the-clock  La  Salle  people,  for 
whom  school  was  also  home. 

\^J  ntil  then,  most  La  Salle  students  fell 
into  my  boat.  We  attended  La  Salle 
partly  through  accessibility.  I  walked  to 
school.  Most  came  by  subway  and  then 
on  the  rickety  26  trolley,  or  by  bus  from 
the  northwest  parts  of  the  city.  It  was 
Day  Hop  U.  But  the  dorms  became  a 
core  of  activity  and  a  nucleus  for  an 
emerging  university  spirit.  For  many  of 
us  who  didn't  board,  the  dorms  were  an 
instant  social  center.  That  demon- 
strated the  need  for  a  true  student 
union,  and  along  it  came  in  1959.  I  re- 
member it  well.  Scheduled  to  go  on  ac- 
tive duty  in  the  late  fall,  I  was  among 
a  number  of  students  hired  by 
McCloskey  Company  to  labor  on  the 
structure.  Best  job  I  ever  had.  I  re- 
member a  cool  fall  day  when  I  saw  the 
then  president,  Brother  Daniel  Bernian. 
talking  to  a  group  of  freshmen  below 
me  as  I  fought  a  large  piece  of  plywood 
in  the  wind.  I  called  to  him  and  he 
pointed  to  me  as  the  class  valedictorian 


and  an  example  of  the  good  jobs  La 
Salle  grads  were  getting. 

People  living  on  campus  brought  the 
school  a  traditional  college  atmosphere. 
A  lot  of  the  jocks  lived  in  the  dorms  and 
for  the  first  time  a  conscious  school 
spirit  began  to  develop.  These  were  the 
people  who  followed  the  basketball 
team  to  Madison  Square  Garden  and 
brought  visitors  from  out  of  town  to  see 
their  school.  They  took  memorable 
spring  trips  to  Florida  with  the  crew. 
And  thev  supported  Knicker-Soccer 
Day. 

IVlay  I  dwell  on  this?  Even  then  La 
Salle's  sports  program  was  ex- 
traordinary. The  championship  basket- 
ball teams  were  premier,  of  course,  but 
La  Salle  was  good  at  everything.  Tom 
Curran,  the  legendary  "Bear," 
produced  annual  Dad  Vail  champions 
in  rowing.  Joe  Kirk  in  swimming  and 
Frank  Wetzler  in  track  and  field  were 
equally  outstanding,  dominating  their 
conferences.  But  without  football,  fall 
was  a  pale  season,  sports  speaking,  and 
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to  keep  in  shape  a  lot  of  the  crew  went 
out  for  soccer. 

La  Salle  always  had  a  core  of  players 
with  unpronouncable  names  who  knew 
soccer  from  the  old  world.  With  the 
lunks  from  the  crew  playing  with 
enthusiasm,  if  not  skill,  the  team  held 
its  own.  But  nobody  cared. 

A  group  of  us  were  sitting  around  the 
dorms  one  night  plotting  to  lead  La 
Salle  to  glory.  Larry  Borger,  sports  edi- 
tor of  the  paper,  was  there,  and  Buzz 
Kohler,  an  outstanding  sprinter  on  the 
swimming  team  who  is  now  Dr.  Frank 
Kohler  of  South  Jersey.  We  were  think- 
ing about  establishing  some  kind  of 
Homecoming  Day  for  La  Salle  and  the 
idea  was  presented  to  tie  it  in  with  the 
undersupported  soccer  team.  La  Salle's 
answer  to  Penn's  "Skimmer  Day." 

W e  came  up  with  knickers  as  a  gim- 
mick and  then  Buzz  Kohler  threw  out 
the  word  "Knickerbocker  Day."  It  was 
a  short  jump  to  Knicker-Soccer  and  just 
a  few  weeks  later  a  pair  of  knickers 
flying  from  the  flagpole  at  20th  and 
Olney  saluted  a  memorable  morning. 
We  brought  1,000  people  to  the  game, 
including  ladies.  All  the  guys  wore 
knickers,  most  of  them  manufactured 
from  old  pants  by  a  tailor  we  found  in 
X'orth  Philadelphia  (for  five  bucks  a 
pair). 

The  soccer  team  beat  Elizabethtown, 
or  maybe  it  was  Glassboro  State.  I'm 
sure  it  wasn't  Harvard.  A  great  tradition 
was  born.  The  following  year  it  died.  A 
huge,  crazed  crowd  turned  out  in  1959. 
I  was  not  there,  having  a  prior  commit- 
ment at  Fort  Sill,  Oklahoma,  but  the 
story  relayed  to  me  is  that  some  of  the 
gang  had  a  bit  too  much  liquid  energy 
and  when  a  fight  broke  out  on  the  field, 
a  minor  riot  ensued. 

Brother  Gavin  Paul,  who  I  believe  is 
now  late  and  won't  sue,  was  assigned 
the  job  of  investigating  the  disaster.  He 
concluded  that  the  students  equated  the 
word  knicker  with  liquor,  and  forced  a 
name  change  to — are  you  ready  for 
this? — Soccer  Day.  It  was  the  end  of  a 
tradition,  but  not  the  end  of  a  college 
that  was  well  on  its  way  to  a  university. 

I  think  it's  fair  to  say  that  30  years  ago 
few  of  us  appreciated  how  good  La 
Salle  was.  We  knew  the  pre-med  pro- 
gram was  tops.  Because  it  was  essenti.il- 
1\  extra-curricular,  the  impact  of  Dan 
Rodden's  musical  theater  was  hard  to 
assess.  I  certainly  didn't  have  the  back- 
ground to  appreciate  the  strength  of  the 
English    department.    There    were    no 


journalism  classes.  The  first  one  La 
Salle  ever  offered  was  a  once  a  week 
brush,  and  it  was  terrible.  I  should 
know.  I  taught  it. 

And  how  was  a  young  mind,  often 
distracted  by  the  the  fun  of  the  world, 
to  properly  weigh  the  satisfying  lec- 
tures of  the  elegant  and  witty  Charles 
Kelly,  or  to  place  a  true  value  in  the 
capacity  for  hope  demonstrated  by  the 
talented  Claude  Koch,  already  with  sev- 
eral novels  to  his  credit,  who  read  the 
stuff  we  submitted  in  his  creative  writ- 
ing course  with  more  attention  than  we 
gave  to  the  writing?  With  an  earnest- 
ness that  seemed  outrageous  then,  and 
no  less  today,  he  could  suggest  that 
Graham  Greene  might  have  treated  a 
certain  scene  a  little  differently. 

I  was  aware  that  some  of  the  English 
majors  could  write  like  hell,  and  the 
competition  among  the  student  scribes 
on  the  Collegian  staff  and  the  compli- 
ments one  got  on  something  well  done, 
were  a  dare  to  try  one's  hand  at  this  in 
life  after  La  Salle. 

But  nobody  could  take  his  own  mu- 
sings seriously  enought  to  suspect  any 
contribution  to  La  Salle's  evolving  repu- 
tation for  excellence  in  the  humanities, 
as  cited  in  a  recent  U.S.  News  and 
World  Report  study.  Nor  could  the  best 
of  us  sense  the  beginnings  of  the  Honors 
Program  which  would  result  in  such  an 
extraordinary  record  of  prestigious  post 
graduate  awards. 

i\ll  I  can  honestly  say  is  that  things 
could  hardly  have  developed  better  for 
me  in  preparation  for  what  passes  as 
work  in  my  life.  I  may  have  cut  too 
many  classes,  but  the  house  in  the 
newspaper  office  compensated.  I  didn't 
know  what  to  do  after  college,  but  I'm 
lucky  no  grad  school  would  have  me.  It 
would  have  been  a  waste  of  both  our 
times.  Instead  I  got  a  job  and  for  three 
decades  have  been  doing  for  money 
pretty  much  what  I  once  did  for  fun  in 
college. 

When  we  left  La  Salle  in  1958.  few  of 
us  were  conscious  of  having  been  some- 
where near  the  middle  of  a  remarkable 
educational  genesis.  And  although  I've 
been  on  or  around  the  campus  at  least 
once  a  year  ever  since,  it  wasn't  until 
the  addition  of  the  old  Belfield  property 
across  the  street  that  this  protracted 
drama  of  an  emerging  institution  took 
on  something  akin  to  intellectual  rec- 
reation achieved  through  the  con- 
templation of  order. 

Now  I  find  myself  thinking  of  La  Salle 


as  I  once  regarded  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  not  so  much  a  school  as 
a  neighborhood  and  way  of  life,  sprawl- 
ing in  all  directions  into  any  agreeable 
building  or  lot,  waving  its  name  and 
colors  in  the  form  of  pennants,  speaking 
in  signs  up  and  down  nearby  streets. 
I  doubt  if  there  are  many  1950  grads 
who  never  returned  to  La  Salle,  but  if 
there  are  any  who  plan  a  reunion  in  this 
anniversary  year,  I  suggest  a  stress  test 
before  you  arrive. 

X  felt  in  need  of  one  myself  last  year 
when  I  first  walked  the  new  property. 
It  was  a  day  of  winter,  wet  and  chilly, 
and  I'm  glad  nobody  saw  me  walking 
around  the  Peale  house  built  in  1702  (I 
tell  people  we  have  a  building  older 
than  anything  at  Harvard:  it's  technical- 
ly true)  and  simply  unable  to  rid  my 
face  of  a  silly,  quizzical  smile.  I 
prowled  down  the  hill  toward  Belfield 
Avenue,  then  walked  the  soggy  low- 
lands and  back  up  along  the  rough  path 
through  the  thick  woods  and  then  over 
toward  Germantown  Hospital.  Every- 
thing around  here  seemed  to  be  La 
Salle  and  for  the  first  time  I  realized 
that  to  visitors  Wister  Woods  must  seem 
part  of  La  Salle's  campus.  Thirty  years 
ago  there  was  no  part  of  La  Salle  that 
couldn't  be  reached  in  a  few  minutes, 
but  walking  from  the  Good  Shepherd 
property  to  the  extreme  corner  of  the 
baseball  field,  by  way  of  the  new 
Belfield  campus,  took  about  15  minutes. 

A  few  months  later  I  brought  a  young 
visitor  who  goes  to  school  in  South 
Bend,  Indiana,  to  see  where  his  father 
went  to  college.  It  was  a  stunning  late 
spring  day  and  the  estate  that  we  used 
to  overlook  from  the  top  floor  of  College 
Hall  was  all  green  and  flowered. 
Through  the  foliage,  in  the  distance  we 
could  see  the  bricks  and  tower  of  the 
old  building,  sitting  with  a  dignity  that 
I  had  never  noticed,  or  imagined. 

I  wondered  why  it  never  looked  that 
way  to  me  before.  I  tried  to  remember 
back  30  years  but  my  mind  kept  hearing 
the  dull  sound  of  a  basketball  coming 
from  beneath  a  varnished  floor  and  the 
smell  of  food  and  athletic  history  rising 
from  somewhere  down  below.  About 
all  my  mind's  eye  could  see  was  a  pair 
of  knickers  flapping  in  the  exciting 
wind  against  the  brilliant  blue  sky  of  an 
autumn  morning.

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I  va  Salle  University  was  founded  in  the  midst  of  social 
upheaval  and  national  crisis.  In  1863.  when  La  Salle  re- 
ceived its  charter,  our  country  was  bloodied  by  a  fierce 
battle  to  decide  the  geographic  boundaries  of  the  Union, 
the  powers  of  the  federal  government,  and  the  moral  ques- 
tion that  the  Founding  Fathers  had  failed  to  confront:  can 
slavery  co-exist  in  a  truly  democratic  nation.  The  Civil  War 
was  but  one  event  in  a  series  of  political,  religious,  and 
economic  occurrences  that  has  molded  La  Salle  during  the 


past  125  years.  Through  all  the  vagaries  of  change.  La  Salle 
University  has  been  no  mere  passive  spectator.  Like  each 
of  us.  La  Salle  has  consistently  determined  the  shape  of  the 
world  it  lives  in  as  well  as  being  shaped  by  it. 

As  we  look  at  La  Salle  in  1988.  we  see  evidence  of  that 
dramatic  engagement  everywhere.  The  university  is  indeed 
the  agent  of  social  transformation  as  well  as  the  subject. 
For  some,  it  is  most  apparent  in  the  new  library  rising 
powerfully    to    claim    its    symbolic    place    in    La    Salle's 
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academic  landscape.  For  others,  it  is  in  the  astounding  de- 
velopment of  the  Business  School  or  the  impressive  success 
of  the  Nursing  Department.  Still  others  look  to  the  physical 
expansion  of  La  Salle's  real  estate,  represented  most  re- 
cently by  the  eighteenth-century  elegance  of  the  Charles 
VVillson  Peale  property.  But  for  many  of  us,  the  most  potent 
example  of  change  came  in  the  wake  of  La  Salle's  decision 
to  admit  women. 

1  t  is  no  coincidence  that  La  Salle's  decision  came  at  the 
end  of  a  decade  that  we  now  mark  as  the  beginning  of  the 
contemporary  American  women's  movement.  John  F.  Ken- 
nedy had  established  the  President's  Commission  on  the 
Status  of  Women  in  1961  whose  report  was  issued  in  1963, 
the  same  year  as  the  Equal  Pay  Act  and  Betty  Friedan's 
benchmark  book.  The  Feminine  Mystique.  A  year  later, 
Title  VII  of  the  Civil  Rights  bill  was  passed  guaranteeing 
equal  employment  and  setting  up  the  Equal  Employment 
Opportunities  Commission.  Soon  after,  Title  IX  legislation 
was  passed  which  forbid  sex  discrimination  in  any  educa- 
tional program  receiving  federal  funds.  More  than  any 
other  single  act,  Title  IX  altered  profoundly  the  quality  and 
equality  of  the  American  educational  system.  In  1966,  the 
National  Organization  for  Women  was  founded  and  by  1967 
Women's  Studies  courses  began  to  appear  at  a  number  of 
colleges  across  the  country.  That  year,  a  small  Catholic 
college  in  Philadelphia  began  admitting  women.  Brother 
Emery  Mollenhauer,  then  Dean  of  the  Evening  School,  act- 
ing with  his  usual  foresight,  admitted  women  to  the  evening 
division.  In  1970,  under  Brother  Daniel  Burke's  leadership 
as  President,  La  Salle  accepted  its  first  women  to  the  day 
school. 

Clearly  then,  the  sixties  wats  a  decade  in  which  women's 
rights  was  an  increasingly  insistent  theme  just  as  Civil 
Rights  had  begun  to  be  in  the  fifties  and  early  sixties.  But 
La  Salle  could  have  ignored  the  stirrings  beyond  its  walls. 
It  could  have  chosen  to  maintain  its  century-old  tradition 
as  an  all  male  college.  But  it  chose  differently.  Undoubtedly 
the  arguments  for  becoming  a  co-educational  institution 
were  economic  as  well  as  political  or  moral.  For  whatever 
complex  reasons,  La  Salle  made  the  choice  to  engage  in  the 
national  debate  about  the  place  of  women  in  our  society 
and  the  role  education  ought  to  play  in  that  transformation. 
As  a  result,  La  Salle  has  altered  its  identity  more  signifi- 
cantly than  any  building,  program,  or  property  could  ever 
have  effected. 

I  came  to  La  Salle  17  years  ago,  just  one  year  after  the 
university  admitted  women  to  the  day  school.  My  own  evol- 
ution as  a  teacher,  scholar,  mother,  and  activist  is  inter- 
woven in  the  events  that  so  transformed  the  institution 
which  nourished  my  growth  as  I  trust  I  nourished  its  de- 
velopment. I  arrived  as  a  barely  experienced  but  excep- 
tionally idealistic  teacher  who  from  the  beginning  was  in- 
tensely aware  that  the  most  distinctive  thing  about  me  was 
that  I  was  female.  I  felt  it  wherever  I  went — whether  in  a 
classroom,  a  department  meeting,  the  faculty  dining  room, 
or  graduation.  The  feeling  was  sometimes  flattering,  some- 
times embarrassing,  once  in  a  while  puzzling,  and  oc- 
casionally painful.  Women  had  arrived  in  the  seventies  but 
La  Salle  had  not  really  changed — yet.  There  were  too  few 
of  us  and  it  would  be  some  time  before  we  would  see 
ourselves  reflected  in  the  institution's  image. 

As  the  only  female  faculty  member  in  the  English  Depart- 
ment who  had  all  her  course  assignments  in  the  day,  I 
remember  feeling  isolated  that  first  year.  I  was  always 
aware  that  I  was  a  deviant  from  the  norm,  despite  the  warm 
welcome  by  most  of  my  male  colleagues  in  the  English 
Department,  especially  its  chair  Charles  Kelly.  His 
courageous  and  generous  leadership  established  a  climate 
of  openness  and  experimentation  as  La  Salle  welcomed 
women. 


Although  I  remember  being  both  angry  and  defensive 
when  a  departmental  colleague  told  me  that  I  had  gotten 
the  job  because  I  was  a  woman,  I  realized  he  was  right. 
Charles  had  recognized  that  La  Salle  could  not  accept 
women  as  students  without  beginning  to  hire  women  faculty 
as  well.  Students  needed  to  see  themselves  reflected  in 
positions  of  authority  and  power.  Studies  today  confirm  the 
correlation  between  women  students'  self-esteem  and  the 
proportion  of  women  on  the  faculty  and  in  the  adminis- 
tration. In  1988,  the  English  Department  alone  can  boast  of 
seven  full-time  women  faculty  and  many  additional  part- 
time  women  faculty.  Although  we  are  far  from  achieving 
a  balanced  representation  of  women  in  either  English  or 
the  university  as  a  whole,  people  like  Charles  Kelly  set  a 
standard  that  many  other  chairs  have  not  yet  even  begun 
to  approach  17  years  later. 

V^hange,  especially  an  institutional  one,  comes  slowly.  It 
is  useful,  then,  to  have  nearly  two  decades  by  which  to 
measure  some  of  the  differences  between  the  La  Salle  of 
1971  and  the  La  Salle  of  1988.  The  student  population  in  1971 
was  about  20rV  female  and  80rV  male.  Typically  4  to  5 
female  students  would  be  in  a  class  of  25  and  all  of  them 
would  sit  huddled  together,  usually  as  close  to  me  as  they 
could  get.  Today,  the  majority  of  La  Salle  students  are 
female.  The  latter  phenomenon  reflects  a  national  trend, 
for  51r>  of  students  educated  today  are  women,  and  like 
those  at  La  Salle,  a  disproportionate  number  attend  part 
time.    La    Salle's   day   school    population    is   roughly   45^

Lost  likely,  the  female  student  population  would  have 
increased  somewhat  had  La  Salle  done  nothing,  but  it  ex- 
panded even  more  rapidly  because  La  Salle  recognized  that 
recruitment  and  retention  programs  needed  to  be  estab- 
lished. The  Continuing  Education  for  Women  Program  was 
created,  spearheaded  by  several  dynamic  women  faculty 
and  supported  administratively.  La  Salle  reached  out 
specifically  to  women  over  26  who  had  missed  the  op- 
portunity for  college  but  who  might  be  wooed  back.  It  meant 
recognizing,  as  we  already  had  with  veterans,  that 
women — especially  older  women — had  a  particular  set  of 
problems  and  needs  growing  out  of  their  place  and  defined 
role  in  American  culture.  The  CEW  program  adopted  ad- 
missions procedures  appropriate  to  such  a  population,  of- 
fered counseling  to  accommodate  women  who  typically 
were  still  carrying  greater  responsibilities  as  wives, 
mothers,  and  workers  while  trying  also  to  be  students,  and 
offered  study  skills  and  brush-up  sessions  for  a  population 
that  may  not  have  been  in  a  classroom  for  ten  to  30  years. 
Again.  La  Salle  did  not  remain  passive  but  assumed 
financial  and  administrative  responsibility  for  creating  a 
program  to  attract,  support,  and  retain  its  female  older 
students.  For  years,  the  student  group  with  the  highest 
grades  of  any  group  on  campus  continued  to  be  CEW  stu- 
dents. 

As  women  began  to  come  to  school  in  greater  numbers, 
we  found  ourselves  confronted  by  another  unanticipated 
dilemma.  Some  of  those  students  were  mothers  and  some 
of  their  children  were  pre-school  age.  If  La  Salle  seriously 
wanted  to  recruit  more  female  students  and  female  faculty 
and  staff,  it  would  need  to  play  its  institutional  part  in 
setting  up  some  way  to  help  women  raise  children.  Just  as 
La  Salle  has  actively  lobbied  for,  solicited,  and  adminis- 
tered financial  aid  programs  in  order  for  students  to  be  able 
to  attend  classes,  so  La  Salle  needed  to  support  child  care 
facilities  for  the  same  reason. 

Building  Blocks:  Child  Development  Center,  Inc.,  was 
established  adjacent  to  campus  in  October,  1973.  Its  im- 


mediate impetus  came  from  a  young  mother  who  grew 
weary  of  bringing  her  toddler  to  classes.  Two  faculty  mem- 
bers took  the  lead  and  with  the  help  of  Brother  Daniel 
Burke  as  President,  doors  were  opened  in  a  church  base- 
ment for  12  children.  Building  Blocks  became  privately  in- 
corporated. La  Salle  distinguished  itself  from  all  other 
Catholic  universities  in  the  area  as  it  set  the  example  for 
institutional  innovation  and  cooperation  in  child  care. 
Though  autonomous  from  La  Salle,  Building  Blocks  is  now 
located  in  a  campus  building  where  some  60  children  are 
cared  for  by  a  staff  of  seven  professionally  trained  teachers. 
Students  are  regularly  involved  with  the  Center  through 
work  study,  academic  internships,  or  class  projects.  In  rec- 
ognizing the  lack  of  support  systems  available  to  families 
in  our  society  and  insisting  on  the  importance  of  quality 
child  care  for  our  nation's  children,  La  Salle  has  redefined 
its  obligations  to  support  the  social  transformations  occur- 
ring within  families  in  this  latter  part  of  the  twentieth  cen- 
tury. 

As  a  faculty  member  whose  two  daughters  attended 
Building  Blocks,  I  know  that  having  a  day  care  center  at- 
tached to  my  place  of  work  helped  reduce  the  inevitable 
difficulties  of  integrating  career  and  family,  a  combination 
that  students  today  assume  will  be  simple.  It  is  not.  Since 
predictions  are  that  by  1990  only  one  family  in  four  will 
have  the  mother  at  home  to  work  full-time  raising  children, 
such  facilities  for  children  will  become  absolutely  neces- 
sary in  a  country  without  a  national  policy  on  child-rearing. 
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establishing  the  connection  between  day  care  and  educa- 
tion was  just  one  indication  that  we  found  ourselves  part 
of  a  grand  experiment.  Students  were  affected  in  other 
ways  as  well.  There  were  few  sports  programs  available  for 
women  and  when  they  did  exist,  they  were  anything  but 
equal  to  the  men's.  I  can  remember  women  basketball  play- 
ers sewing  their  own  uniforms  and  gathering  enough  cars 
between  them  so  that  they  could  drive  themselves  to  their 
pitifully  attended  games.  Early  Collegian  coverage  rarely 
acknowledged  women's  sports  and  when  it  did,  it  usually 
ridiculed  them.  Several  women  who  were  particularly 
upset  by  such  treatment  solved  the  problem  by  joining  the 
Collegian  staff,  despite  resistance,  and  writing  the  articles 
themselves.  The  change  in  content  and  tone  was  dramatic. 

Women  students  played  a  crucial  role  in  the  dynamic

transformation  of  La  Salle,  especially  those  students  who 
were  clearer  about  what  they  needed  as  women.  They  or- 
ganized a  student  group  of  their  own.  Women  on  Campus, 
that  put  out  a  newsletter,  set  up  free  university  courses  in 
art,  self-defense,  and  women's  history,  did  programming  on 
campus,  organized  a  Holly  Near  concert,  a  Feminist  Week 
of  activities,  small  personal  group  discussions  called  con- 
sciousness-raising groups,  and  somehow  convinced  the  col- 
lege to  give  them  some  space  of  their  own  for  a  Women's 
Center  with  a  library,  resources,  and  casual  space  for  meet- 
ings and  classes.  The  Women's  Center  was  taken  away  in 
the  late  seventies  and  claimed  for  dormitories.  Women  be- 
came involved  in  other  campus  groups  like  Students  Gov- 
ernment Association.  Resident  Life,  and  athletics.  They  in- 
fluenced the  food  selection,  kind  of  security  needed  in  a 
society  where  being  female  puts  one  at  risk  on  our  streets, 
and  were  critical  of  career  counseling  instruments  that 
asked  whether  they  wanted  to  be  a  Senator's  wife  or  a 
banker's  wife. 

1  hey  also  were  instrumental  in  asking  the  college  to  re- 
think the  curriculum  we  offered.  In  1973  two  of  us  offered 
the  first  Women's  Studies  course.  "The  Image  of  Women 
in  British  and  American  Culture,  1792-197:!."  For  teachers 
and  students  alike,  it  crystallized  how  little  any  of  us  had 
studied  women's  experiences.  By  focusing  exclusively  on 
women,  the  course  only  highlighted  how  the  education  we 
received  was  overwhelmingly  male,  white,  and  middle 
class. 

"I   have   rarely    been   made   to   feel   thai   women's   ex- 
perience exists."  wrote  one  student  in   1973.  Another  ex- 


plained, "The  curriculum  is  so  male-oriented  [that]  I  some- 
times feel  like  a  kind  of  neuter,  a  temporarily  masculinized 
mind  in  my  same  female  self  looking  at  a  male  world  and 
ignoring  the  female  realm  of  experience."  Most  devastating 
in  its  revelation  about  the  consequences  of  such  a  cur- 
riculum comes  from  still  a  third  student.  "Since  women's 
achievements  in  any  of  the  fields  I  have  studied  here  are 
never  or  rarely  mentioned,  the  only  conclusion  that  is 
usuallv  made  is  women  have  never  done  much  and  never 
will  " 

With  students  to  support  us,  several  of  us  faculty  mem- 
bers began  to  retrain  ourselves  and  develop  courses  that 
placed  women  at  the  center  of  study:  Women  and  Litera- 
ture: Women  and  History;  Sex,  Power,  and  Socialization; 
The  American  Woman;  The  Psychology  of  Women:  Women, 
Religion,  and  Society;  Spanish  Women  Writers:  Women  and 
Work:  Concepts  of  Liberation:  Men  and  Women;  Women 
Writers.  In  1981,  a  formal  concentration  in  Women's  Studies 
was  approved  and  under  the  new  curriculum  in  1987.  it 
became  a  minor.  Some  4-7  different  courses  are  currentlj 
offered  each  semester  to  some  300  students  each  year,  and 
a  journal  of  student  essays.  Ciri)i!rr  Lines,  publishes  the  five 
or  six  best  critical  papers  every   year. 

.Administrative  changes  also  needed  to  be  made.  There 
was  no  woman  in  the  Counseling  Center  for  the  new  popu- 
lation of  women  students,  a  situation  President  Daniel 
Burke  rectified  quickly.  There  was  a  female  Dean  of  Stu- 
dents, but  she  was  the  only  female  administrator  with  anj 
significant  authority.

Salle  in  the  mid-seventies,  no  woman  held  any  major  ad- 
ministrative post  for  almost  ten  years.  Recently,  however, 
three  major  administrative  positions  were  filled  by  very 
capable  women:  Director  of  the  Library;  Dean  of  the  Eve- 
ning Division  and  Summer  Sessions,  and  Associate  Dean  of 
Arts  and  Sciences. 

1  he  Faculty  Senate  in  1971  had  one  woman.  Dr.  Minna 
Weinstein,  a  person  of  extraordinary  executive  ability  who 
could  manage  to  be  elected  Vice-President  but  as  in  high 
school  student  government  in  my  day-  clearly  never  could 
be  elected  President.  To  the  slowly  growing  pool  of  female 
faculty.  Mickey  became  mentor,  advocate,  and  loyal  friend. 
Under  her  tutelage,  many  of  us  learned  political  skills  that 
would  enable  us  to  be  elected  to  the  Senate  in  numbers  far 
beyond  our  population  in  the  faculty.  The  Senate  finally  has 
its  first  woman  President.  Dr.  Barbara  Millard,  who  has 
been  elected  by  her  peers  for  three  years  in  succession. 
Like  Mickey,  Barbara's  administrative  skills  are  ex- 
traordinary and  in  Mickey's  tradition.  Barbara  has  gener- 
ously expended  herself  on  behalf  of  women  on  our  campus 
and  tried  to  insure  that  the  institution  meet  women's  needs. 

By  1988.  nearly  twenty  years  after  admitting  women  stu- 
dents, we  can  now  say,  women  and  men  alike,  that  you 
could  not  simply  "add  women  and  stir."  In  opening  its  doors 
to  women,  a  series  of  consequences  followed  that  have 
resulted  in  a  re-examination  and  in  some  cases  a  restructur- 
ing of  the  institution.  To  become  a  truly  co-educational 
institution  took  far  more  than  ladies  rooms,  mirrors,  and 
yogurt  in  the  cafeteria.  It  meant  we  had  to  look  at  our  hiring 
and  promotion  practices,  our  student  recruitment  and  re- 
tention policies,  monitor  the  courses  in  our  curriculum  and 
the  classroom  climate  for  female  students.  We  needed  to 
take  a  critical  look  at  the  programming  on  campus,   the 


career  training  we  offered,  even  the  language  we  used  to 
describe  our  community  and  the  world. 

After  two  decades,  we  can  see  that  La  Salle  has  changed 
profoundly,  and  yet  there  are  still  many  challenges  facing 
us  in  our  quest  for  genuine  equality.  Every  achievement 
seems  to  reveal  still  more  that  must  be  done.  It  is  similar 
to  the  mixed  picture  of  success  that  we  see  in  the  society 
at  large.  Women  have  made  impressive  gains  in  law  and 
medicine,  but  80%  of  women  work  in  only  20r"r  of  the 
Department  of  Commerce  job  categories.  We  have  a  woman 
Supreme  Court  Justice,  but  women  are  not  fully  protected 
by  the  Constitution  that  Justice  O'Connor  interprets.  Nearly 
half  the  labor  force  is  now  female,  but  three  out  of  five 
working  women  earn  less  than  $10,000.  We  know  that  educa- 
tion is  poverty  prevention  for  women,  but  high  school  com- 
pletion and  college  enrollment  is  declining  for  women.  Dur- 
ing a  period  when  the  federal  government  itself  has  been 
an  active  opponent  of  Title  IX  and  Title  VII  legislation, 
equity  has  been  slowed  nationally. 

While  some  people  may  be  tempted  to  replicate  that 
trend  on  our  campus,  we  need  to  resist  such  impulses  and 
maintain  our  continuum  of  progress.  Instead  of  pulling  back 
from  Title  IX  and  VII,  why  not  embrace  both?  Why  not 
appoint  a  full-time  Affirmative  Action  Officer  to  help  us 
chart  our  institutional  plan  for  women  and  minorities?  Or 
why  not  establish  an  Office  of  Women's  Affairs  with  a 
Director  who  could  coordinate  activities  on  campus  to 
educate  faculty,  students,  and  staff  alike  about  issues  of 
vital  importance  to  our  community?  Why  not  monitor  our 
curriculum  so  that  we  are  more  confident  that  a  La  Salle 
student  could  never  graduate  in  1988  without  reading  a 
woman  writer,  knowing  who  Ida  B.  Wells  Barnett  was,  ask- 
ing how  an  economic  policy  might  affect  women  differently 
than  men.  or  having  a  female  professor?  Our  female  stu- 
dents have  to  conquer  new  obstacles  different  than  the 
problems  facing  graduates  twenty  years  ago.  Family  and 
work,  sexuality,  global  unrest,  and  economic  vulnerability 
are  but  a  few  issues  that  will  challenge  women  students  in 
the  next  decade.  Have  we  prepared  them  adequately  with 
the  knowledge  they  will  need  and  the  self-confidence  to 
believe  they  can  find  solutions? 

Change  does  not  merely  happen  lo  people,  to  institutions. 
People  and  institutions  also  make  change  happen.  The 
transformations  that  have  occurred  here  at  La  Salle  have 
happened  largely  because  students  voiced  their  needs  and 
acted  to  achieve  them;  because  faculty  stretched  outside  of 
our  own  training  in  men's  studies  that  had  passed  for  so 
long  as  human  history;  because  student  affairs  staff  made 
sure  their  services  met  the  needs  of  all  their  clients;  and 
because  high  level  administrators  set  a  tone  of  equality  and 
took  some  risks  in  instituting  structures  and  policies  that 
would  insure  equity.  Each  of  those  change  agents  echoed 
the  words  of  Sojourner  Truth,  who  was  an  abolitionist, 
former  slave,  and  women's  rights  advocate:  "I  am  for  keep- 
ing the  thing  going  while  things  are  stirring;  because  if  we 
wait  till  it  is  still,  it  will  take  a  great  while  to  get  it  going 
again."  As  the  national  and  personal  debate  continues 
about  women's  proper  place  in  our  society,  La  Salle  will 
undoubtedly  continue  to  be  an  active  participant.  Though 
shaped  by  the  historical  moment.  La  Salle  will  also  have 
an  opportunity  to  create  history  by  virtue  of  the  choices  it 
makes  and  actions  it  takes  in  this  next  era.

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WE'VE  COME  A  LONG  WAY,  BABY! 


Tom  Gola  played  for  and  coached  the  greatest  basketball 
teams  in   I. a  Halle's  history 


The  movie  came  out  around  the  time  of  the 
Bicentennial.  Its  title  was  Nashviiie  and  it 
was  neither  outstanding  nor  putrid.  Some- 
where in  between. 

Its  most  memorable  contribution  to  society 
was  a  song.  Its  haunting  lyrics  went  some- 
thing like  this:  "We  must  be  doing  something 
right  to  last  200  years." 

With  La  Salle  athletics,  the  number  is 
almost  60  years.  But  the  program  must  be 
doing  something  right,  too,  to  last  as  long  as 
it  has.  It  is  a  program  that  has  grown  along 
with  the  university.  Wister  Hall  produced 
NBA  greats.  Hayman  Hall  has  produced 
Olympians,  as  did  McCarthy  Stadium.  Major 
league  pitchers  have  come  out  of  it,  includ- 
ing one  who  never  played  baseball  at  La 
Salle  because  La  Salle  didn't  have  baseball 
at  the  time. 

It  has  produced  world-record  swimmers 
and  American  record  triple  jumpers  and 
javelin  throwers. 

La  Salle  was  the  first  Catholic  college  in 
the  nation  to  sponsor  a  crew.  For  many 
years,  in  fact,  the  Explorers  were  the  best  as 
they  captured  six  Dad  Vail  Championships, 
symbolic  of  small  college  rowing  supremacy, 
from  1951   to  1958. 

And  yet,  even  to  this  day,  you  mention  La 
Salle  to  the  average  sports  fan  out  there  and 
he  or  she  thinks  of  one  name. 

No  need  to  mention  it.  You  all  know  who 
it  is.  I  mean,  geez,  the  guy  hasn't  worn  a 
uniform  at  school  for  almost  35  years  now 
and  he  hasn't  coached  for  almost  two  dec- 
ades and  yet,  to  hear  some  people  talk,  he 
IS  La  Salle  athletics. 
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To  many  people,  La  Salle's  athletes  are  colored  Blue  and  Gola.  But  other 

Explorers  have  won  their  share  of  Olympic  glory,  international 

recognition,  and  national  championships

You'd  think  nobody  else  ever  wore  the  old 
Blue  and  Gola. 

Oops!  See  that.  There's  no  getting  away 
from  it.  Try  to  type  Blue  and  Gold  and  look 
what  happens.  That  name  again. 

Of  course  that  name  deserves  its  spot  at 
the  top  of  the  list.  Tom  Gola  made  magazine 
covers  when  no  college  basketball  player 
was  making  magazine  covers.  Until  he  came 
along,  a  lot  of  people  thought  that  La  Salle 
was  something  you  found  on  page  three  of 
magazines.  You  know,  the  extension  univer- 
sity. 

But  what  we  really  have  had  at  La  Salle 
is  an  extended  athletic  family.  One  that  has 
multiplied  along  with  the  enrollment  of  the 
student  body  and  the  number  of  buildings  on 
campus. 

The  athletic  program  has  mirrored  the  uni- 
versity in  general.  It's  come  a  long  way, 
baby.  Here's  how  long. 

The  Roots 

The  formation  of  the  La  Salle  athletic  program  as  a  struc- 
tured part  of  the  university  can  be  traced  to  1931.  two  years 
after  the  school  was  moved  to  its  present  location. 

Former  Villanova  football  player  Jim  Henry  was  hired 
and  the  two  most  visible  sports  instituted  were  football  and 
basketball. 

Football  lasted  10  years  and  had  its  successful  moments. 
But  it  was  dropped  in  1941  "for  the  duration"  of  World  War 
II.  When  the  war  ended,  it  was  decided  that  football  was 
too  expensive  to  maintain  and.  except  for  a  two-year  period 
in  the  1960s  when  it  was  played  at  McCarthy  Stadium  at 
the  club  level,  it  has  never  been  back. 

Thus  basketball  became  the  focal  point  of  the  athletic 
program,  the  one  consistent  revenue-producing  endeavor. 

There  is  evidence  that  the  sport  was  played  at  the  college 
on  a  less  formal  basis  before  the  move  to  20th  and  Olney. 
The  Temple  University  basketball  media  guide  lists  a  loss 
to  La  Salle  College.  15-10.  in  its  1899-1900  results.  La  Salle's 
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Joe  Verdeur.  who  won  the  200  meter  butterfly  at  the  1948 
Olympics  in  London,  remains  the  only  individual  Ohm- 
pic  gold  medal  winner  from  La  Salle.

media  guide  claims  the  first  game  played  between  the  Ex- 
plorers and  Owls  took  place  in  1901.  Whatever  the  date. 
Temple  was  most  likely  La  Salle's  first  game  in  what  we 
now  call  the  Big  5,  although  the  La  Salle  book  also  says  that 
St.  Joseph's  was  a  1901  opponent.  Pennsylvania  and  Vil- 
lanova  first  appeared  on  a  La  Salle  schedule  in  1934. 

Here's  one  more  piece  of  evidence  that  there  was  basket- 
ball at  La  Salle  before  1931.  The  first  official  game  listed 
in  the  record  books  was  between  the  varsity  and  the  alumni, 
indicating  that  the  school  might  not  have  been  conducting 
a  formal  intercollegiate  program  but  it  did  have  some  play- 
ers. Some,  not  many.  The  final  score  of  that  game  was 
Varsity  39.  Alumni  11.  The  final  score  of  the  first  season 
was  11  up.  nine  down. 
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homas  Conley  was  the  first  basketball  coach.  He  was 
replaced  after  two  years  by  Len  Tanseer,  a  former  Penn 
star.  And  before  the  1935-36  season,  his  third,  he  went  out 
and  recruited  La  Salle's  first  superstar. 

The  line  to  see  Xortheast  [Philadelphia]  Catholic's  Frank 
Hoerst  was  long,  even  in  the  days  before  basketball  recruit- 
ing became  a  science. 

"Lon  Jourdet  at  Penn  had  talked  to  me  and  Billy  Ferguson 
at  St.  Joe's  and  Jimmy  Usilton  at  Temple."  Hoerst  recalled. 
"I  was  very  close  to  going  with  Billy  Ferguson  because  he 
almost  convinced  me  thai  all  he  needed  to  go  with  his 
Mighty  Mites  was  one  more  tall  guy.  And  I  was  a  tall  guy 
in  those  days.  That's  funny.  I'm  all  of  6-foot-3. 

"But  I  wanted  to  be  a  big  guy  in  a  small  pond  rather  than 
just  another  guy  in  a  big  pond,  so  I  chose  La  Salle.  And  1 


never  regretted  it  because  La  Salle  was  very  good  to  me." 
And  Frank  Hoerst  was  very  good  to  La  Salle.  He  was  the 
basketball  team's  only  three-time  captain.  He.  Gola  and  the 
late  Bob  Walters  were  the  only  four-time  leading  scorers 
(Lionel  Simmons  should  become  the  fourth]. 

Hoerst  scored  559  points  in  72  games,  extremely  im- 
pressive when  you  realize  that  the  Explorers  only  passed 
the  50-mark  once  in  his  four  seasons,  getting  51  against  PMC 
in  1936-37.  The  team  progressed  from  a  4-13  record  his 
freshman  year  to  13-6  his  senior  season  (1938-39).  And  it  was 
during  that  period  that  basketball  became  a  regional 
phenomenon. 

"It  was  just  about  the  time  that  Ned  Irish  and  his  partner 
began  running  doubleheader  programs  at  Madison  Square 
Garden  and  then  began  coming  here  to  put  them  on  at 
Convention  Hall."  Hoerst  remembered.  "The  double- 
headers  were  big.  Basketball  was  big  at  La  Salle.  Probably 
bigger  than  football.  And  we  had  Jim  Henry  and  Marty 
Brill,  so  football  wasn't  minor  in  any  respect.  But  basketball 
was  bigger." 

Jjy  then.  Hoerst  recalled.  La  Salle  had  added  swimming, 
track  and  cross-country.  Facilities  were  another  matter. 

"We  shared  the  (U'ister  Hall]  gym  with  the  high  school 
and  we  didn't  practice  until  4:30  in  the  afternoon  after  the 
high  school  was  done."  he  said.  "When  you  think  of  the  big 
time  now.  it  makes  your  head  swim." 

Hoerst  says  that  basketball  was  his  best  sport  and  Maje 
McDonnell,  former  Yillanovan  and  long-time  Phillies  em- 
ployee, agrees.  "Frank  was  the  Tom  Gola  of  his  day." 
McDonnell  says.  "He  was  one  of  the  best  basketball  players 
in  the  city  up  to  that  time." 

La  Salle  did  not  have  a  baseball  program  at  the  time, 
which  is  why  Tom  Filer  is  the  first  La  Salle  baseball  player 
to  make  the  major  leagues. 

Hoerst,  though,  was  the  first  La  Salle  athlete  to  pitch  in 
the  majors,  and  his  career  might  have  blossomed  with  the 
Phillies  had  not  World  War  II  set  him  back. 

Eventually,  Hoerst  became  the  college's  baseball  coach 
(1952-57).  Before  that,  he  was  a  basketball  assistant  under 
Charlie  McGlone.  That  was  in  the  late  1940s,  when  the 
basketball  program  was  making  its  move  from  a  regional 
to  a  national  force.  But  there  were  other  athletes  beside 
basketball  players  at  La  Salle  and  one  of  them  put  the 
school  on  the  international  map.  They  said  the  man 
belonged  in  Hollywood.  After  all,  he  looked  like  Kirk 
Douglas  and  he  swam  like  Tarzan  (played  by  Olympic 
champion  Johnny  Weismueller). 

The  Golden  Age 

J  oe  Yerdeur.  like  Frank  Hoerst.  was  a  Xortheast  Catholic 
graduate.  He  was  not,  however,  a  basketball  nor  a  football 
player.  For  that  matter,  he  wasn't  even  a  swimmer  until 
someone  threw  him  in  the  water  when  he  was  14. 

But  beginning  in  1946-47.  he  joined  his  high  school  coach, 
Joe  Kirk,  at  La  Salle.  Xo  one  has  ever  made  a  bigger  splash 
for  the  Explorers'  swim  program. 

While  Hoerst  was  La  Salle's  first  major  leaguer,  Yerdeur 
was  the  school's  first  Olympian.  He  came  home  from  Lon- 
don in  1948  with  a  gold  medal  after  setting  an  Olympic 
record  in  the  200-meter  butterfly  (2:37.3).  Before  he  was 
finished  at  La  Salle  in  1950,  he  set  19  world  records.  And 
he  accomplished  all  of  it  even  though  there  was  no  pool 
on  campus. 

"They  always  refer  to  the  Golden  Gola  Years,  but  when 
I  swam  and  broke  a  world  record,  that  was  international 
news  and  La  Salle  College  was  always  mentioned."  Ver- 
deur  says  proudly.  "Gola's  publicity  was  on  the  East  Coast 
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and  in  the  United  States.  Mine  was  international,  world- 
wide." 

Meanwhile,  the  swimming  program  was  getting  plenty  of 
attention  locally,  too.  even  though  it  had  no  campus  home. 

"We  had  our  swim  meets  at  Germantown  VMCA  and  it 
almost  always  would  be  standing  room  only,"  Verdeur  said. 
"When  we  swam  Michigan,  they  were  sitting  on  the  win- 
dows around  the  pool  and  everywhere  else.  It  was  a  shame 
because  we  probably  could  have  filled  Penn's  Hutchinson 
Pool  at  the  time  if  that  had  been  made  available  to  us. 
Brother  Stanislaus  said  before  I  got  out  of  school  they  would 
have  a  pool  there  but  it  never  did  come.  Brother  Stan  was 
full  of  promise  but  nothing  ever  happened.  They  just 
missed  the  mark  by  about  20  or  30  years." 

The  campus  pool  finally  did  come  in  1972  when  Hayman 
Hall  was  opened.  By  that  time,  the  athletic  program  had 
made  some  impressive  headlines.  And  none  were  more 
impressive  than  those  made  by  the  basketball  team. 

The  late  Larry  Faust  could  have  used  the  old  Panasonic 
slogan  to  describe  his  career.  He  was  slightly  ahead  of  his 
time.  By  the  time  he  graduated  from  school  in  1950,  he  had 
led  the  Explorers  to  their  first  post-season  tournament  (1948 
NIT)  and  first  post-season  victory  (72-66  over  Arizona  in  the 
1950  NIT).  He  had  come  a  long  way  from  the  timid  6-9  kid 
from  South  Philadelphia  and  he  would  go  a  longer  way  as 
a  pro  player  with  the  Fort  Wayne  Pistons. 
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Le  still  is  the  10th  all-time  leading  scorer  in  Fort 
Wayne/Detroit  history.  And  Frank  Hoerst,  who  helped 
coach  Faust  in  college  and  officiated  while  Larry  was  in  the 
NBA,  chuckles  when  he  thinks  back  to  those  days. 

"Larry  was  such  a  smooth  player  but  he  was  so  timid," 
Hoerst  said,  "so  we  used  to  go  down  to  the  end  of  the 
(Wister  Hall)  gym.  Somebody  would  shoot  the  ball  and  he 
and  I  would  rebound.  I  would  bang  him  with  my  elbows 
and  hips,  bang  him  around  and  everything.  He  would  look 
at  me  as  if  to  say  what's  going  on.  And  I  would  say.  'Larry, 
you're  going  to  have  to  learn  it.  You're  a  big  guy.  you're 
a  good  looking  guy,  but  if  you  act  timid  they're  going  to  take 
advantage  of  you.  You've  got  to  battle  back.' 

"Okay,  now  it's  six  or  seven  years  later  and  I'm  ref- 
ereeing  a  game  in  Rochester  between  Rochester  and  Fort 
Wayne.  Larry  and  I  walk  out  of  church  together  on  a  Sunday 
morning  and  he  says  to  me,  'Geez,  Frank,  will  you  ever 
forget  our  sessions  at  the  end  of  the  floor,  under  the  basket? 
I  used  to  hate  what  you  did  to  me.'  I  said.  'Yeah,  and  the 
funny  part  of  it,  Larry,  is  that  two  weeks  ago  the  referees 
got  together  and  elected  vou  to  the  All-Hatchet  Team  in  the 
NBA.'  " 

Here's  another  funny  thing.  The  night  La  Salle  beat  Ari- 
zona in  the  NTT,  the  team  stayed  in  New  York  City.  Faust 
enjoyed  a  good  night's  sleep.  He  was  unaware  that  the  high 
school  junior  sleeping  in  the  bed  next  to  him  would  become 
the  most  famous  athlete  in  La  Salle  history.  But  there  were 
some  other  people — like  legendary  coaches  Adolph  Rupp 
and  Everett  Case — who  knew  Tom  Gola  was  something 
special. 
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The  Franchise 


/a  Salle  won  the  1952  NIT  title,  when  that  was  the 
premier  post-season  tournament  in  the  country. 

Tom  Gola  was  a  freshman. 

The  Explorers  won  the  1954  NCAA  tournament,  moving 
that  tourney  on  the  same  level  with  the  Nil' 

Tom  Gola  was  a  junior. 

The  1955  NCAA  championship  game,  featuring  La  Salle 
and  the  San  Francisco  team  led  by  Bill  Russell,  really  turn- 
ed the  tables  on  the  NIT  for  good. 

Tom  Gola  was  a  senior. 


Ira  Davis,  who  competed  in  three  Olympiads  in  the  triple  jump, 
is  considered  by  many  to  be  the  best  all-around  athlete  in  La  Salle's 
history. 
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.nd  an  argument  can  be  made  that  UCLA  wouldn't  have 
that  awesome  string  of  NCAA  championships  if  La  Salle 
hadn't  been  on  probation  and  unable  to  compete  in  the  post- 
season 1969  tournament. 

Tom  Gola  coached  that  La  Salle  team. 

The  school  has  produced  some  basketball  greats  (Michael 
Brooks.  Larry  Cannon.  Ken  Durrett,  Bernie  Williams, 
Roland  Taylor.  Joe  Bryant.  Hubie  Marshall,  etc.).  If  it  hadn't 
been  for  a  back  injury  the  summer  between  his  freshman 
and  sophomore  seasons.  Bill  Raftery  might  have  made  the 
list  (Raftery  is  now  a  critically-acclaimed  color  commen- 
tator on  college  basketball  telecasts).  Just  to  mention  all  the 
names  would  take  up  more  space  than  has  been  allotted 
for  this  story. 

But  Tom  Gola's  name  is  at  the  top  of  the  list. 

He  was  a  four-time  Ail-American.  He  was  the  first  big 
man  (6-7)  who  could  handle  the  ball  like  a  small  man.  And 
yet  he  remembers  coming  to  the  university  from  La  Salle 
High,  spending  four  years  and  never  having  his  coach  tell 
him  he  was  good. 

Or  anything  else  for  that  matter. 

Gola  considers  Ken  Loeffler  the  greatest  coach  who  ever 
lived.  When  he  took  over  the  La  Salle  program  for  two 
seasons,  he  patterned  his  coaching  philosophy  exactly  after 
Loeffler's. 

"I  coached  exactlv  the  wav  Kennv  Loeffler  would  have

coached."  he  said  recently.  "I  think  he  was  the  best  coach 
I  ever  had  or  have  understood  in  my  life.  I  had  eight 
coaches  in  my  pro  career.  But  I  think  Kenny  Loeffler  had 
the  discipline  and  the  system  to  go  against  anything." 

Gola  had  the  pure  God-given  ability  to  go  against  anything 
college  basketball  had  to  offer  in  his  senior  season  at  La 
Salle  High  in  1951.  Rupp  knew  it  and  so  did  Case. 

"I  had  visited  Kentucky  and  North  Carolina  State."  Gola 
said,  "and  I  was  very  close  to  going  to  North  Carolina  State. 
I  made  three  trips  down  there.  But  after  the  last  one  I  told 
my  coach.  Obie  O'Brien.  I  told  Obie  that  there  were  too 
many  alumni  involved.  So  I  went  to  La  Salle. 

"Brother  Stanislaus  was  president  at  the  time  and  he 
recruited  me.  After  high  school  practice,  he  and  1  would 
walk  around  the  track,  talking  about  La  Salle  College. 


Th 


hey  talk  about  dollars  and  big  cars  and  all  of  that  stuff 
today,  but  when  I  was  recruited,  my  two  brothers  got  schol- 
arships. That  was  the  deciding  point.  My  brother  John  play- 
ed on  the  1955  team  and  my  brother  Paul  was  a  little  small. 
But  both  of  them  got  a  college  education  and  thai  was  very 
important   to  the  family." 

Gola  became  the  most  important  part  of  two  national 
championship  teams,  but  when  he  came  to  La  Salle  he 
considered  himself  just  another  member  of  the  basketball 
family, 

"Before  I  gol  there,  you're  talking  about  the  Larrj  Fausl 
era."  he  said.  "Larry  never  gol  the  credil  he  deserved,  He 


was  a  superstar.  When  I  was  in  high  school,  I  went  up  to 
the  NIT  when  La  Salle  played  Arizona  and  I  bunked  down 
between  Larry  Faust  and  Ace  McCann.  La  Salle  was  on  the 
way  up. 

"When  I  came  to  La  Salle,  I  was  just  one  guy  coming  into 
the  team.  Kenny  Loeffler  didn't  speak  to  me  for  four  years. 
His  belief  was  that  you  were  the  players  and  you  did  your 
job  and  he  was  the  coach  and  he  did  his  job.  After  I  gradu- 
ated, my  God.  he  did  everything  in  the  world  for  me  and 
we  were  very  friendly.  But  when  I  was  on  the  team  .  .  .  and 
that  wasn't  just  me.  That  was  every  player  who  ever  played 
for  Ken  Loeffler.  He  never  spoke  to  them  because  he  had 
his  job  and  they  had  their  jobs.  That's  the  way  he  looked 
at  it." 

Gola  borrowed  a  lot  from  Loeffler,  including  the  five- 
man-weave  offense,  when  he  took  over  the  coaching  reins 
in  1968-69.  Shortly  after  he  agreed  to  take  the  job,  and 
before  it  was  announced,  the  basketball  program  was 
placed  on  probation  for  NCAA  violations.  Gola  pulled  no 
punches  with  them  when  the  probation  was  announced  and 
the  Explorers  finished  23-1. 

"I  faced  the  team  and  told  them,  'We've  got  a  season 
ahead  of  us.  If  you  want  to  quit,  get  out  of  the  gym.'  But 
they  all  hung  tough.  They  were  all  super  guys  and  I  have 
a  lot  of  respect  for  all  of  them.  They  did  a  super  job.  That 
was  the  best  team  La  Salle  ever  had  and  I  said  that  before 
the  season  started.  I  walked  into  a  situation  where  I  had 
five  Secretariats  and  I  turned  them  all  loose  and  boy,  they 
ran.  They  did  the  whole  job  because  they  were  talented." 

Gola  had  shown  enough  coaching  talent  to  be  named  the 
national  coach  of  the  year.  But  between  the  team  that  won 
the  NIT  championship  his  freshman  year  and  the  one  he 
called  the  greatest  in  the  school's  history  in  1969.  basketball 
wasn't  the  whole  show  at  La  Salle.  Not  by  a  long  shot.

O  [leaking  of  long  shots,  here  are  a  couple  who  turned  out 
to  be  big  winners. 

Al  Cantello.  javelin. 

Ira  Davis,  sprinter  and  jumper. 

They  both  were  Olympians.  Cantello  threw  the  javelin 
at  the  Rome  Games  in  1960.  Davis  competed  in  three  Olym- 
piads  (1956-60-64). 

If  Gola  was  La  Salle's  most  famous  athlete,  a  good  argu- 
ment could  be  made  that  Davis  was  the  best.  And  yet  com- 
ing out  of  Overbrook  High  in  1954.  he  was  unrecruited. 

Cantello,  now  the  cross  country  coach  at  the  United  States 
Naval  Academy,  didn't  enroll  at  La  Salle  until  two  years 
after  he  graduated  from  Norristown  High. 

"It  fell  on  me  to  support  my  widowed  mother,"  Cantello 
remembered,  "so  I  didn't  go  to  college  until  two  years  after 
I  graduated  from  high  school.  I  was  working  at  an  asbestos 
plant  in  Norristown,  seven  days  a  week,  swing  shift.  I  didn't 
even  know  where  La  Salle  was.  But  La  Salle  literally  took 
me  out  of  the  factory. 

"I  had  met  Joe  Verdeur  at  a  banquet  and  he  had  given 
my  name  to  Frank  Wetzler.  Wetzler  kept  it  on  the  back 
burner  for  two  years  and  then  we  were  able  to  connect  at 
a  track  meet  at  Olney  High  and  that  launched  the  whole 
thing. 

"I  remember  going  to  La  Salle  once  and  meeting  those 
great  Aryan  swimmers.  Joe  Verdeur  and  that  whole  crowd, 
i  lod,  they  were  impressive.  Joe  showed  me  around.  And  the 
marriage  has  been  a  good  one." 

You  might  even  say  thai  Al  Cantello  bleeds  blue  and  gold. 

"If  you  can  draw  the  analogy  between  (fellow  Norristown 
High  alum)  Tommy  (Lasorda)  and  myself.  I'm  as  loyal  to 
La  Salle  as  Tiunnn    is  to  the  Dodgers." 
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Part  of  Cantello's  loyalty  has  been  chairing  .1  committee 
to  raise  money  for  a  new    track  on  campus. 

"I  have  unabashed,  total  loyalty  to  the  school,"  he  says. 
"I  wear  La  Salle  on  my  sleeve,  I'm  a  nuisance.  I'm  like  a 
boomerang.  I  keep  writing  letters  to  the  administration, 
'Why  .ire  you  doing  this,  why  aren't  you  doing  that?'  I've 
always  felt  they  should  merchandise  La  Salle  a  helluva  lot 
better  than  they  do.  Xow  they're  starting  to." 

That's  the  present.  Cantello  hasn't  forgotten  the  past, 
either.  The  names  tumble  out  of  his  mouth.  You've  got  to 
call  so-and-so  and  there's  this  guy  and  how  about  this  one? 
And  for  goodness  sake,  don't  forget  Ira  Davis. 

"He  was  in  three  Olympics."  Cantello  said,  "but  better 
than  that,  when  all  those  Villanova  hotshots  w:ere  around, 
Ira  Davis  was  the  most  outstanding  athlete  in  the  Penn 
Relays." 

It  happened  in  1958,  Davis'  senior  year. 

"They  wouldn't  let  me  in  the  special  100-yard  dash  that 
they  had  put  together,"  Davis  said.  "They  made  me  run  in 
the  regular  college  100-yard  dash.  Well,  the  invited  runners 
did  it  and  the  winner  ran  a  9.7.  Then  we  ran  our  race  and 
I  did  a  9.5.  And  I  anchored  the  mile  relay  and  did  something 
like  a  46.7  or  46.8." 
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"avis  shouldn't  have  been  surprised  that  they  didn't  in- 
vite him  to  run  the  special  100-yard  dash.  He  might  have 
been  used  to  being  ignored.  Coming  out  of  Overbrook,  he 
picked  La  Salle  because  "no  one  else  was  interested  in  me. 
I  wanted  to  run  at  Morgan  State  but  they  didn't  think  I  was 
good  enough." 

Xot  only  was  Davis  a  great  track  star  but  he  was  a  great 
athlete.  He  was  the  second  leading  scorer  in  basketball  at 
Overbrook.  One  year  he  played  on  the  same  team  with  a 
rather  famous  gentleman  named  Wilt  Chamberlain. 

But  his  most  famous  athletic  feat  was  the  triple  jump.  It 
was  the  event  that  took  Davis  to  the  Olympic  games  in  1956. 
'60.  and  '64.  His  best  finish  was  a  fourth  in  Rome. 

Davis  coached  track  and  field  at  La  Salle  after  his  third 
Olympic  visit,  first  as  Wetzler's  assistant  in  1965-66  and 


1968-69.  He  then  took  over  as  head  coach  after  Wetzler's 
sudden  death  in  1969  and  remained  until  1978  when  he  was 
forced  to  resign  to  devote  more  time  to  his  business 
interests. 

I  Javis  recently  was  cited  in  7'he  Philadelphia  Inquirer  as 
one  of  the  most  successful  black  businessmen  in  the  Dela- 
ware Valley. 

Two  athletic  success  stories  to  come  out  of  La  Salle  in 
the  1970s  were  baseball  pitcher  Tom  Filer  and  the  soccer 
program. 

Without  Filer's  7-0  record  in  1985.  the  Toronto  Blue  Jays 
wouldn't  have  captured  the  American  League  East  title. 
L'nfortunately,  the  former  Explorer  has  suffered  from  arm 
problems  ever  since. 

For  years,  soccer  at  La  Salle  suffered  from  an  acute  case 
of  benign  neglect.  But  that  was  before  Bill  Wilkinson  was 
hired  as  coach  in  1968. 

"When  I  came  in  the  program  was  a  disaster."  Wilkinson 
said.  "So  much  so  that  I  remember  telling  the  new  athletic 
director  (Jack  Conboy),  'Either  do  something  about  the  sport 
or  drop  it  because  nobody  wants  to  come  here.'  " 

The  Athletic  Department  did  something.  It  put  some 
money  in  the  budget  for  scholarships.  Wilkinson  did  the 
rest. 

"The  first  year  we  finished  5-7,"  he  said.  "We  didn't  have 
a  w  inning  season  but  we  tied  the  school  record  for  victories 
in  a  season.  They  had  won  40  games  in  22  years  before  I 
got  there. 

"I  remember  my  first  week  of  practice.  One  day  five 
freshmen  showed  up.  \'o  upperclassmen,  no  captains.  The 
next  day  I  asked  why.  'It  was  raining,'  one  of  them  said. 
That's  how  bad  the  attitude  was. 

"The  second  practice,  I  laid  out  the  plans  for  the  week. 
I  said  we  would  do  this  and  that  and  then  on  Saturday  we'd 
do  something  else.  I  was  walking  off  the  field  and  one 
player  said.  'Yo  coach,  you  ain't  gonna  have  anybody  on 
Saturday.'  I  answered.  I  think  we  will.'  On  Saturday  every- 
body was  there."

Wilkinson  turned  the  program  around.  Until  his  job 
forced  him  to  resign,  his  La  Salle  teams  won  140  games  in 
17  seasons. 

La  Salle  had  never  done  anything  in  field  hockey  before 
the  1970s,  either,  mainly  because  La  Salle  never  had  field 
hockey  before  the  1970s.  Title  IX  changed  that. 

The  women's  program  has  grown  tremendously  since 
being  launched  at  the  university   in   1972. 

So  much  so,  that  the  field  hockey  team  captured  La  Salle's 
only  other  national  title,  the  AIAW  (Division  II)  crown,  in 
1980. 

One  reason  for  its  success  is  Diane  Mover,  currently  the 
field  hockey  coach  at  Yale. 

Mover  was  recruited  out  of  Muhlenberg  High  in  Reading 
as  a  basketball  player  for  the  1976-77  season.  She  stayed 
with  basketball  for  onlv  one  season.  But  she  played  field 
hockey  for  four  seasons,  Softball  for  four  seasons  and  swam 
and  dove  for  two  years.  She  also  was  able  in  finish  her 
degree  in  four  years  as  a  psychology    majoi 

"The  school  was  really  good  to  me."  she  says.  "When  I 
decided  that  I  didn't  want  to  play  basketball  but  preferred 
the  other  sports,  thej  worked  out  a  way  that  I  kept  all  my 
scholarship  money.  La  Salle  was  a  wonderful  experience 
for  nil' 


A  .not-so-wonderful  thing  happened  in  1980.  however. 
Mover  was  chosen  for  the  first-ever  United  States  Olympic 
field  hockey  team.  But  the  United  States  decided  not  to 
send  a  team  to  Moscow. 

Moyer  and  fellow  La  Salle  grad  Kathy  McGahey  got  their 
chance  in  1984  and  brought  home  bronze  medals  from  the 
Los  Angeles  Games. 

McGahey  is  out  of  field  hockey  now  but  Moyer  is  still 
deeply  involved.  Beside  coaching  the  Vale  team,  she  also 
is  an  assistant  coach  for  the  1988  Olympic  team. 

So  everyone  at  La  Salle  can  be  proud  to  know  that  the 
school  will  have  at  least  one  representative  in  Seoul  for  the 
Summer  Games.  And  almost  six  decades  after  the  all  men's 
college  moved  to  20th  and  Olney,  its  one  sure  representa- 
tive will  be  a  woman.

La  Salle  Enters  its  Third  Decade  of  Community  Service 


La  Salle  recently  celebrated  another 
anniversary — the  20th — of  the  univer- 
sity's Urban  Studies  and  Community 
Services  Center.  Founded  in  1967.  it  is 
the  only  such  operation  in  the  city  of 
Philadelphia — and  one  of  the  few  in  the 
entire  country — that  offers  community 
service,  research,  and  urban  studies 
courses.  Most  other  institutions  offer 
only  two  of  the  three  services. 

Initially,  the  center  was  founded  with 
the  concept  of  developing  some  sort  of 
community  service.  It  was  seen  as  a 
community  relations  liaison  rather  than 
a  catalyst  for  neighborhood  develop- 
ment. Gradually,   the  center  began   to 


develop  its  community  service  and 
technical  assistance  capabilities.  Slow- 
ly its  work  was  re-directed  toward  the 
concept  of  education.  Urban  studies 
and  neighborhood  research  became 
more  important  as  an  academic  dis- 
cipline. Neighborhood  residents  were 
invited  to  become  part  of  the  univer- 
sity's educational  process  by  taking 
non-credit  courses. 

As  La  Salle's  Brother  President 
Patrick  Ellis.  F.S.C..  Ph.D..  puts  it.  there 
are  sound  philosophical  reasons  for  ex- 
tending such  a  helping  hand  to  the  com- 
munity. "A  church-related  university 
should  be  a  good  corporate  neighbor," 


he  says,  "especially  in  an  area  of  past 
neglect  by  government  entities  and  of 
high  unemployment.  Moreover,  our 
urban  location  should  be  seen  as  an  op- 
portunity, not  a  drawback,  for  students 
who  are  preparing  for  many  careers  in 
America  and  the  total  world  of  the  21st 
century.  Virtually  all  of  La  Salle's 
urban  affairs  programs  have  their 
meaning  in  these  two  principles." 

Serving  what  has  become  known  as 
the  GLOW  area  (Germantown,  Logan, 
Olney,  West  Oak  Lane),  La  Salle's 
Urban  Studies  Center  has  the  potential 
of  reaching  more  than  200,000  people.

70  neighborhood  organizatons  in  this 
area;  university  officials  work  directly 
with  leaders  of  about  one-third  of  them. 
"I  think  it's  safe  to  say  that  the  univer- 
sity has  brought  close  to  SI. 5  million 
into  the  area  through  human  service 
outreach  programs  and  community  de- 
velopment efforts."  said  Dr.  Dennis 
Brunn,  who  served  as  executive  direc- 
tor of  the  center  from  1978  until  last 
summer. 

La  Salle's  center,  adds  Dr.  Richard  T. 
Geruson.  "demonstrates  that  an  in- 
volved urban  university  can  work  coop- 
eratively with  neighborhood  leadership 
in  promoting  commonly  held  values  of 
education  and  social  justice  for  all 
races,  religions,  and  ages — for  all  the 
people."  Geruson,  an  associate  profes- 
sor of  economics  at  the  university,  was 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  center  which, 
he  recalls,  started  out  as  one  of  only  a 
handful  in  the  nation  that  was  a  com- 
munity-service-based organization. 

Xow.  according  to  its  new  director. 
Fasaha  Mvumbuzi  Traylor.  '84.  La 
Salle's  Urban  Studies  and  Community 
Services  Center  has  reached  a  turning 
point.  "The  center  grew  out  of  a  period 
when  conflict  between  the  community 
and  institution  was  pretty  much 
epidemic."  she  recalls.  "I  think  that 
reason  for  being,  while  it  still  exists  to 
some  degree,  is  probably  less  salient 
now.  And  the  Urban  Center  really  has 
other  things  it  needs  to  pay  attention 
to."  These  things  include  making  the 
center  more  of  a  resource  area  for  fac- 
ulty and  students,  facilitating  closer  re- 
lationships between  academic  depart- 
ments and  Urban  Center  projects,  and 
blurring  the  lines  that  separate  the  com- 
munity and  La  Salle. 

Traylor.  a  resident  of  nearby  Ger- 
mantown.  is  no  stranger  to  La  Salle  or 
the  community.  She  served  as  director 
of  the  center's  Summer  Youth  Project 
from  1984-86.  and  as  the  center's  Xeigh- 
borhood  Schools  Specialist  from 
1980-82.  In  addition,  she  was  the  direc- 
tor of  the  African  Free  School  for  nine 
years.  She  has  a  bachelor's  degree  in 
economics  from  La  Salle,  a  master's 
degree  in  urban  studies  from  Temple 
University,  and  is  currently  working  on 
her  doctorate  in  sociology  at  Temple. 

"In  the  past,  a  lot  of  the  Urban 
Center's  energies  were  absorbed  in 
other  directions,"  says  Traylor.  "In 
most  cases  those  directions  were  ap- 
propriate for  the  time  and  place.  Xow 
it  is  time  to  move  on.  My  goal  is  really 
going  to  be  to  blur  the  distinction  be- 
tween La  Salle  and  the  community.  I 
want  everyone  to  be  unable  to  tell  who 
is  La  Salle  and  who  is  the  community. 
I  believe  that  will  benefit  both."

n  his  remarks  after  celebrating 
the  Mass,  Cardinal  Krol  praised  the 
Christian  Brothers  for  their  "initia- 
tive and  courage"  and  said  that  he 
was  praying  that  La  Salle  Univer- 
sity's progress  over  the  past  125  years 
is  only  a  small  sign  of  future  roles  and  develop- 
ment in  the  future  contribution  to  the  Kingdom 
of  God. 

The  work  of  the  Christian  Brothers  "has  en- 
riched the  spiritual  lives  of  the  families  of  this 
archdiocese,"  the  Cardinal  added.  "They've 
taught,  not  just  to  know,  but  to  live  according  to 
Christian  Doctrine.  They  teach  not  simply  by 
words,  but  by  the  example  of  their  lives." 

Bishop  Francis  B.  Schulte,  of  the  Wheeling- 
Charleston,  West  Virginia  Diocese,  delivered  the 
homily  and  explained  that  the  participants  at  the 
Mass  were  celebrating  an  anniversary  of  an  im- 
portant institution  of  higher  education  in  the 
Delaware  Valley,  a  respected  institution  of  Cath- 
olic higher  education  in  our  nation.

he  new  library,  which  will  be 
I®  ready  for  occupancy  this  September, 
was  constructed  through  the  gen- 
erosity of  John  F.  Connelly,  a  long- 
time La  Salle  University  benefactor, 
and  his  wife,  Josephine.  Connelly 
who  served  on  La  Salle's  Board  of  Trustees  for 
30  years,  is  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Crown  Cork 
and  Seal  Company  and  Connelly  Container  Cor- 
poration, in  Philadelphia. 

The  Connelly  Library  will  have  a  capacity  for 
500,000  volumes  and  provide  seating  and  study 
space  for  1,000  students.  The  105,000  square  foot 
structure  contains  three  full  floors  with  a  fourth 
"stack-supported"  floor  providing  additional  ca- 
pacity. 

La  Salle's  Connelly  Library  was  designed  by 
Shepley,  Bulfinch,  Richardson,  and  Abbott,  a 
Boston-based  firm.  Nason  and  Cullen,  Inc.,  of 
Rosemont,  were  construction  managers.

A  TRIBUTE  TO   JOHN  F.  CONNELLY 


No  matter  how  many  years  it  takes  to  begin 
to  feel  that  one  really  knows  John  Connelly,  the 
process  includes  surprises  all  along  those  years. 
It  is  clear  that,  given  his  druthers,  John  would 
veto  the  very  idea  of  an  essay  about  him.  Yet 
simple  justice  demands  that  his  generosity  to  La 
Salle  University  be  recognized  and  put  into  the 
record. 

The  facts  of  his  career  are  as  unprepossessing, 
on  the  surface,  as  is  his  own  diffidence  of  man- 
ner. The  direction  and  animation  of  two  major 
corporations,  one  global  and  one  local,  have 
called  upon  his  energies  during  a  long  life,  right 
up  to  the  present.  As  a  believer  in  strongly  cen- 
tralized management,  John  has  covered  amazing 
distances  in  annual  visitations  to  the  plants  of 
Crown  Cork  and  Seal,  in  thirty-four  countries. 

Mr.  Connelly  is  gifted  with  innate  authority, 
coupled  with  a  preference  for  the  low  profile 
exercise  of  it.  He  likes  evidence,  in  business  or 
in  philanthropy,  that  homework  has  been  done; 
and  in  the  best  Scriptural  tradition,  he  insists 
that  one  say  yea,  yea,  or  nay,  nay:  anything  in 
between  will  not  do.  A  ready  smile  responds  to 
such  assertions,  even  in  the  midst  of  very  search- 
ing dialogue. 

John's  real  regard  for  others  is  perhaps  best 
shown  when  he  sits  surrounded  by  his  large  and 
highly  individual  family.  He  appears  to  enjoy 
serving  as  the  calm  center  of  whirls  and  eddies 
of  conversation  going  on  all  around  him,  but  at 
the  same  time  having  him  as  their  point  of  refer- 


ence. He  and  his  wife  Josie  have  just  celebrated 
their  golden  wedding.  They  have  achieved  a 
marvelous,  subtle  and  total  communication  that 
is  a  joy  to  behold. 

John's  lively  faith  has  brought  him  to  accept 
several  Papal  honors,  and  even  to  appear  in  the 
appropriate  garb  on  solemn  liturgical  occasions. 
Even  his  loyalty,  however,  cannot  make  him  look 
comfortable  in  it.  Where  he  has  been  at  ease  is 
in  his  legendary  generosity  to  Catholic  under- 
takings worldwide  and  particularly  to  Catholic 
higher  education  and  other  philanthropic  ac- 
tivities in  Philadelphia. 

An  especially  beneficial  and  welcome  aspect 
of  the  Connelly's  philanthropic  activity  is  the 
preference  for  sponsorship  of  complete  projects. 
Grateful  beneficiaries  can  compare  his  policy  to 
very  few  even  among  the  huge  corporate  foun- 
dations, such  as  Olin.  Just  about  the  only  obli- 
gation of  the  recipient  is  to  set  about  the  project 
promptly  and  in  an  orderly  manner.  Such  gen- 
erosity does  generate,  after  all,  the  right  to  see 
results. 

Only  the  wildest  presumption  would  lead  me 
to  think  that  these  paragraphs  "capture"  John 
Connelly.  I  do  hope  they  represent  a  beginning 
of  an  effort  to  do  him  justice.

La  Salle's  Lindback  Winners  Discuss  Their  Craft: 

"TEACHING  IS  OUR  MISSION"

Those  who  can,  do;  those  who  do,  teach. 


George  Bernard  Shaw 
didn't  put  it  quite  that  way 
in  his  .Maxims  for  Revol- 
utionists. But  he  should 
have.  For  the  great  teacher 
liberates  the  spirit,  awak- 
ening and  enflaming  a 
passion  for  truth  —  and  a 
-  student  so  touched  is  never 
quite  the  same  again.  That 
teacher  has  stirred  some 
deep,  mysterious,  half-concealed  power  within  the 
student's  breast,  which,  once  unleashed  and  af- 
firmed, does  change  the  world. 

It  is  more  than  slightly  discomfiting — particularly  if 
one  is  himself  a  teacher — to  speak  in  such  extrava- 
gant language  of  the  daily,  seemingly  mundane  ritual 
of  sitting  in  a  classroom.  But  I  testify  also  as  a  former 
student;  indeed,  from  either  side  of  the  desk,  partici- 
pation in  charged  faculty-student  exchange,  if  truly 
experienced,  is  not  prosaic  but  transfiguring.  Xo  stu- 
dent whose  soul  has  been  roused  by  the  weekly 
emancipation  proclamation  of  a  teacher  for  whom 
learning  is  an  adventure  can  fail,  I  think,  to  recognize 
something  of  what  I  am  here  describing:  the  joy  and 
wonderment  of  witnessing  a  master  teacher- 
craftsman  at  work.  And  more  so  than  most  others,  I 
suspect,  the  La  Salle  graduate  may  have  had  at  least 
one  such  special  encounter  in  his  or  her  college  ca- 
reer. I  was  blessed  to  have  studied  with  several  mas- 
terful La  Salle  teachers,  men  and  women  whose 
teaching  and  conversation  inspired  me  and  others 
like  me  to  pursue  teaching  and  writing  as  a  life's 
calling.  Fully  a  decade  after  leaving  their  classrooms, 
when  the  dates  and  names  and  equations  are  long 
forgotten,  I  find  them  still  teaching  me  in  ways  I  only 
now  appreciate. 

Those  who  do,  teach.  And  those  who  teach,  revo- 
lutionize minds. 


Wh 


hat  makes  a  great  teacher?  How  does  the  great 
teacher  "make  the  material  come  alive"  and  change 
the  way  students  think?  And  why,  as  my  conversa- 
tions with  numerous  other  students  and  alumni  con- 
firm, does  this  small  miracle  happen  with  higher- 
than-average  frequency  at  La  Salle? 

The  first  two  questions,  put  so  baldly  and  too  hasti- 
ly considered,  invite  pomposity  and  glibness.  The  last 
question  is  easier  to  address.  The  I  Iniversity's  ads  are 
not  reticent:  "La  Salle  University:  Because  Teaching 


Comes  First."  "We  don't  take  teaching  for  granted. 
Neither  should  you."  "Teaching  is  our  mission." 

What  is  surprising,  I  think,  is  the  core  of  truth  amid 
all  the  publicity.  Teaching  is  La  Salle's  tradition- 
al— and  ongoing — mission.  No  La  Salle  classes  are 
large  lecture  hall  courses.  The  average  class  size, 
even  in  the  sciences,  is  twenty.  La  Salle  faculty,  re- 
gardless of  rank,  normally  teach  four  courses  per 
semester.  They  do  not  rely  on  graduate  teaching  assis- 
tants or  graders;  they  themselves  lecture,  lead  dis- 
cussions and  read  students'  work.  And,  beyond  all  the 
formal  commitments,  many  of  the  La  Salle  faculty 
whom  I  have  known  have  always  had  time  for  stu- 
dents—  time  to  listen,  to  exhort,  to  criticize,  to  praise. 
At  La  Salle,  the  highest  priority  is  not  research  or 
scholarship  or  private  consulting  or  winning  govern- 
ment contracts  or  a  host  of  other  activities  which  so 
many  American  universities  now  make  their  chief,  if 
unstated,  preoccupation.  Instead  it  is  still  the  stu- 
dents; teaching  still  does  "come  first."  Nor  is  this 
declared  commitment  a  public  relations  stunt  or  re- 
cruiting tool  of  the  late  1980s,  designed  to  attract  cus- 
tomers during  lean  times.  It  is  as  old  as  the  University 
itself,  founded  in  1863,  borne  of  the  legacy  of  St.  John 
Baptiste  de  La  Salle,  a  Frenchman  who  gathered 
together  300  years  ago  a  few  men  willing  to  devote 
their  lives  to  educating  others. 

What  keeps  a  tradition  alive,  of  course,  is  not  lon- 
gevity, let  alone  abstractions  like  average  class  size. 
The  "La  Salle  experience"  is  the  people — and  above 
all,  for  most  students,  "those  five  teachers  you  have 
this  semester,  those  thirty  or  forty  you  have  in  your 
career  here,"  as  Brother  Patrick  Ellis,  President  of  La 
Salle,  likes  to  say.  What  has  distinguished  the  "La 
Salle  experience,"  and  continues  to  distinguish  it,  is 
what  I  can  only  call  the  La  Salle  teacher's  frequent 
"gift  of  self" — the  personal  element  is  so  much  fine 
teaching  at  the  University,  the  degree  to  which  many 
La  Salle  teachers  deeply  care  about  students. 

As  I  talked  with  a  number  of  superior  La  Salle 
teachers — a  rare  pleasure  in  itself — this  feeling  was 
reinforced  again  and  again.  These  are  teachers  who 
teach  students,  not  subject  matters;  teachers  who  love 
people  as  much  or  more  than  ideas;  teachers  who 
remember  that  they  were  once  students  and  who 
know  they  can  still  learn  from  students.  All  of  these 
faculty  had  received  the  University's  Lindback 
Teaching  Award,   usually  conferred  annually  upon 
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two  professors  whose  careers  have  exemplified 
teaching  at  its  best.  The  prize  is  awarded  strictly  for 
teaching  excellence,  which  is  determined  by  a  com- 
mittee comprised  of  student,  faculty  and  adminis- 
tration representatives  who  review  the  nominations 
submitted  by  all  full-time  faculty  and  800  students. 
The  Christian  R.  and  Mary  F.  Lindback  Foundation, 
a  Delaware  Valley  educational  foundation,  also 
provides  a  monetary  bonus  which  accompanies  the 
award.  Since  1961,  the  University  has  honored  the 
teaching  records  of  60  faculty  in  the  School  of  Arts 
and  Sciences  and  the  School  of  Business.  To  a  cross- 
section  of  this  special  group,  I  posed  the  three  above 
questions  about  the  whats  and  hows  and  whys  of 
college  teaching.  And  I  added  a  few  others: 

How  does  your  discipline  condition  your  attitude 
toward  the  craft  of  teaching?  What  aspirations  do  you, 
as  a  teacher  in  your  particular  field,  project  for  your- 
self and  your  students?  What  do  you  hope  students 
take  with  them  after  a  semester  in  your  classroom? 
What  distinctive  pedagogical  problems  and  chal- 
lenges do  you  face  at  La  Salle?  How  do  you  relate 
your  subject  matter  to  life  outside  the  classroom? 
How  do  you  view  your  responsibility  to  society?  How, 
if  at  all,  has  your  teaching  philosophy  or  attitude 
altered  over  the  years?  How  have  La  Salle  students 
changed? 

Several  of  the  best  La  Salle  teachers  were  once  La 
Salle  students.  Gratitude  and  loyalty  ground  their 
sense  of  purpose  and  fire  their  dedication;  they  ac- 
knowledge, if  never  discharge,  their  enormous  debt 
to  their  own  teachers  by  passing  on  part  of  what  they 
have  been  given  to  the  La  Salle  students  who  have 
followed  them. 

Dr.  Joseph  F.  Flubacher,  '35,  is  one  of  those  at  La 
Salle  who  gives  the  gift  of  himself — and  has  been 
doing  so  for  a  half-century.  As  the  university  cel- 
ebrates its  125th  anniversary  in  1988,  Flubacher  cel- 
ebrates 50  years  of  teaching  economics  to  La  Salle 
students. 

For  Flubacher,  who  received  the  first  Lindback 
award  in  1961  (along  with  the  late  Roland  Holroyd], 
teaching  is  nothing  less  than  an  act  of  celebration. 
"Joy."  he  says  immediately.  "That  is  what  the  teacher 
must  bring.  It  has  to  be  a  joy" — and  one  senses  that 
for  Joe  Flubacher  it  always  has  been.  Quickly  he  cites 
other,  related  attributes  of  fine  teaching:  critical  in- 
telligence, quality  of  imagination,  passion,  zest,  gen- 
erosity, commitment,  patience.  But  for  Flubacher,  in 


the  end,  it  comes  down  to  communicating  something 
of  the  exhilaration  and  transformative  power  of 
classroom  interchange. 

"One  must  enjoy  doing  it  so  much  that  nothing  is 
too  trying  or  demanding.  The  key  is  to  have  real  care 
and  concern — even  'love' — for  students.  And  always 
to  maintain  an  atmosphere  of  mutual  respect."  Re- 
flecting on  the  specific  occupational  hazards  of  the 
economics  professor,  Flubacher  adds:  "We  some- 
times erroneously  think  that  we're  dealing  simply 
with  ideas  or  words  or  numbers  in  class:  but  we're 
dealing  with  people  and  with  values  too.  I'm  not  out 
to  save  the  world,  but  I  don't  hesitate  to  point  out  the 
moral  implications  of  economic  policies — or,  for  in- 
stance, to  discuss  documents  like  the  U.S.  bishops' 
recent  pastoral  letter  on  the  economy  ['Economic  Jus- 
tice For  All,'  published  by  the  National  Conference 
of  Catholic  Bishops]." 

Out  through  it  all,  concludes  Flubacher,  one  must 
keep  a  sense  of  humor.  "They've  taken  years  off  my 
age  and  added  them  to  my  life!"  he  says  of  his  stu- 
dents. As  he  watches  the  generations  march  through 
the  20th  and  Olney  campus,  he  jokes  that  his  teaching 
hasn't  so  much  changed  over  the  years  as  have  his 
students'  attitudes  towards  him:  "If  you're  their 
parents'  age,  they  look  on  you  as  an  authority  figure. 
If  you're  their  grandparents'  age  they  relax  with  you. 
Today's  students  are  so  nice  to  me." 

Another  La  Salle  alumnus  of  Flubacher's  gener- 
ation, Claude  Koch,  '40,  professor  of  English  and  a 
1963  Lindback  recipient,  also  stresses  some  old- 
fashioned  classroom  values.  A  distinguished  novelist, 
dramatist  and  short-story  writer,  Koch  teaches 
courses  in  creative  writing  and  in  Shakespearean 
drama. 

"Two  attributes  seem  to  me  vital  for  the  teacher," 
says  Koch.  "First,  humility — humility  in  the  face  of 
the  growing  realization  of  how  little  one  knows.  The 
teachers  I've  most  respected  have  manifested  that 
quality.  Humility  in  this  sense  is  a  synonym  for 
truth — for  the  recognition  of  man's  situation  and  limi- 
tations. Second,  respect  for  students.  Each  student  is 
a  world  of  his  own,  from  a  different  family  and  gener- 
ation and  perhaps  culture  than  is  his  teacher.  All  of 
this  the  teacher  can  seek  to  relate  to,  but  he  has  not 
experienced  it — and  so  he  must  approach  it  carefully, 
reverently.  Where  does  the  teacher  stand?  If  you're 
detached,  you're  denied  the  complexities  of  those  stu-

dents — those  individual  worlds — as  they  are  lived; 
your  understanding  is  abstract.  Too  close  to  them, 
however,  and  you  have  no  perspective.  Recognizing 
all  this  is  a  stage  toward  humility.  .  .  .  The  less  a 
teacher  knows,  the  more  confident  he  is,  because  the 
less  he  has  to  consider.  Teaching  builds  the  ego 
outrageously,  and  so  one  must  be  on  his  guard. 

"My  concerns  is  my  classes  are  with  the  past  and 
with  language,"  continues  Koch.  "Our  task  is  to  learn 
something  about  how  to  deal  with  the  past  as  a  mo- 
ment which  language  draws  on  and  in  which  language 
is  rooted.  Language  and  literature  are  instruments  for 
getting  whatever  truth  is  derivable  from  the  past,  for 
stripping  away  those  layers  upon  layers  which  inter- 
vene between  that  earlier  moment  and  ourselves. 
Our  ability  to  recover  no  more  than  fragments  from 
the  past  also  breeds  humility.  I  hope  my  students  are 
unsettled  by  all  this.  I  hope  they  realize  that  they've 
been  living  in  only  one  dimension — the  present.  We 
must  come  to  terms  with  the  past  in  order  to  meet  the 
future.  That  is  the  key  to  intelligent  living,  I  think.  We 
must  understand  that.  Only  then  can  education  make 
us  whole,  not  just  happy  and  notable." 

Koch's  contemporary,  Dr.  Robert  J.  Courtney,  '41, 
a  1978  Lindback  recipient,  conceives  his  obligations 
as  a  teacher  of  political  science  somewhat  differently, 
though  he  too  is  something  of  a  traditionalist  who 
stresses  mutual  respect  between  teacher  and  student 
as  the  foundation  of  learning. 

"Fairness  and  always  treating  students'  questions 
seriously"  is  the  Courtney  credo  for  teaching  excel- 
lence. "They  forget  the  information,"  he  says.  "Ul- 
timately. I  simply  hope  that  my  students  will  read  the 
news  magazines,  understand  what  their  votes  mean 
on  Election  Day,  and  continue  to  follow  political 
events  in  the  U.S.  and  in  the  world.  And,  above  all, 
to  be  self-critical  and  to  appreciate  both  sides  of  an 
issue.  I  take  a  problem-solving,  not  an  ideological, 
approach  to  political  science.  My  field  is  American 
government,  and  1  don't  believe  I  should  announce, 
as  some  political  scientists  do,  'I'm  a  Democrat,  there- 
fore all  my  observations  will  reflect  the  Democratic 
viewpoint.'  I'm  interested  in  getting  at  solutions  to 
real  problems,  and  no  party  or  ideology  has  a  mo- 
nopoly on  good  ideas." 


L,a  Salle  faculty  in  the  natural  sciences  and  math-

different,  and  arguably  more  difficult,  set  of  class- 
room challenges. 

"With  many  students,  the  need  is  to  salvage  them 
from  their  past  and  start  afresh,"  says  physics  pro- 
fessor Bertram  Strieb,  a  1983  Lindback  recipient.  "I 
teach  many  students  who  are  not  science  majors, 
even  some  who  have  negative  attitudes  toward  sci- 
ence. Maybe  they  were  turned  off  by  high  school 
classes,  or  maybe  they  suffered  a  'science  block'  and 
just  couldn't  handle  the  technical  information.  People 
who  have  undergone  such  bad  experiences  know 
nothing  of  the  excitement  of  the  sciences,  how  open 
and  significant  the  questions  are.  I  try  to  get  them  to 
see  why  people  get  excited  about  science,  and  to  give 
them  a  glimpse  into  the  complexity  and  importance 
of  the  issues." 

O  ert  Strieb  is  a  unique  figure  at  La  Salle  and  an 
unusual  one  among  scientists.  Politically  active  on  a 
range  of  public  policy  issues  related  to  science  and 
technology  (e.g.,  nuclear  disarmament),  he  is  also  an 
unapologetic  popularizer  of  science. 

"Only  five  percent  of  physicists,  and  even  a  much 
smaller  number  of  biologists  and  chemists,  are  con- 
cerned with  popularizing  science  or  understanding  it 
historically,"  Strieb  notes.  "But  teaching  is  a  popular 
art — and  for  me,  the  larger  issue  is:  Are  we  to  have 
informed  consent  on  the  technological  decisions  fac- 
ing us?  People,  understandably,  feel  helpless  when 
they  hear  technological  issues  debated.  In  my  Sci- 
ence, Technology  and  Society  course,  I  try  to  show 
them  that  ideas  about  science  change,  that  science  is 
carried  on  by  fallible  human  beings.  Scientists  aren't 
high  priests — and  to  know  that  is  self-empowering. 
The  issue  here  isn't  just  political,  it's  cultural:  Should 
we  feel  part  of  one  of  the  most  influential  aspects  of 
our  culture?  This  is  subtle:  I  think  that,  even  if  we 
accept  that  an  elite  does  make  the  technical  decisions, 
people  should  feel  that  they  can  understand  a 
measure  of  the  process  and  its  policy  implications.  As 
it  now  stands,  it's  as  if  most  people  were  color-blind: 
they  see  the  technology  but  don't  see  any  of  the  issues 
facing  us  which  it  raises." 

Mathematics  professor  Samuel  J.  Wiley  shares 
much  of  Strieb's  outlook.  He  too  emphasizes  the  im- 
portance of  redressing  unfortunate  pre-college  en- 
counters with  math.  Teaching  "remedial  math,"  notes 
Dr.  Wiley,  a  1974  Lindback  winner,  is  often  less  a 
matter  of  imparting  skills  than  improving  attitudes. 
"Eighty  percent  of  my  courses  are  introductory, 
freshman  classes,"  he  explains.  "So  often  the  new 


students  say:  'I  never  did  well,  I  never  liked  it.'  Then, 
sometimes,  they  later  say:  'Now  I  can  do  it,  and  I  like 
it  better.'  And  I  feel:  'I've  helped  that  student  learn 
something,  I've  moved  him  along  a  few  steps.'  Pa- 
tience and  the  quiet  pleasure  of  seeing  a  young  per- 
son gain  confidence  in  himself:  that's  what  I  cultivate 
and  in  turn  receive." 

Sam  Wiley  and  Bert  Strieb  emphasize  some  of  the 
yawning  differences  between  professional  activity  in 
the  sciences  and  the  arts,  differences  in  teaching  and 
research  conditions  of  which  many  non-science  fac- 
ulty and  students  may  be  unaware.  These  conditions 
often  make  teaching  perforce  the  science  professor's 
focal  point.  "Keeping  up  with  advances  in  my  field 
is  possible,  but  doing  advanced  research  is  another 
matter,"  notes  Wiley.  "Math  research  is  so  special- 
ized that  even  master's  level  students  often  can't 
begin  to  read  the  journal  articles.  So  newly  published 
research,  though  it  may  influence  my  attitudes 
toward  problems,  never  finds  its  way  directly  into  my 
teaching.  Sometimes,  at  the  end  of  a  unit,  I  may  men- 
tion 'further  developments  in  the  field' — but  those 
developments  aren't  really  pertinent  to  the  classroom 
problems,  even  in  courses  at  the  senior  level."  Indeed 
what  really  marks  the  senior  who  has  started  to 
"think  like  a  scientist,"  explains  Strieb,  is  his  or  her 
beginning  steps  "away  from  the  problem-solving 
mode  and  toward  a  problem-formulation  mode.  Until 
very  far  along,  others  are  defining  the  problems  for 
you.  Unlike  the  case  with  humanities  majors,  only  the 
most  sophisticated  physics  undergraduate  begins  to 
pose  problems  for  himself,  let  alone  consults  the  re- 
cent scholarly  literature  on  it." 

y_)ne  who  understands  very  well  Strieb's  and 
Wiley's  distinctions  is  Brother  John  P.  Dondero,  '45, 
who  began  his  studies  as  a  physicist,  then  became 
interested  in  mathematics  and  engineering  before 
pursuing  a  Ph.D.  in  psychology.  Dondero  has  taught 
classes  at  La  Salle  in  the  psychology,  biology,  and 
graduate  religious  education,  including  self-designed 
courses  in  interpersonal  communication,  Bayesian 
statistics,  biometrics,  the  theology  of  alienation,  and 
the  psychology  of  guilt  and  reconciliation,  among 
many  others. 

"The  variety  of  my  teaching  alerts  me  to  the  dif- 
ferences between  the  exercise  of  factual  memory,  as 
in  undergraduate  biology  courses,  and  the  challenges 
of  thinking,  which  involves  critical  acumen,"  says 
Dondero,  a  1973  Lindback  recipient.  "I  approach 
education  as  a  quest  for  truth.  I  used  to  think  I  'had'

the  truth.  The  teacher  must  resist  that  need  for  self- 
affirmation,  which  implies  the  demand  that  people  be 
as  you  are.  The  road  to  truth  and  meaning  is  a  tortu- 
ous and  personal  one,  and  people  get  to  it  different- 
ly. .  .  .  I've  come  to  appreciate  diversity.  As  a  psychol- 
ogist, I  am  struck  by  the  uniqueness  of  each  person, 
the  variety  and  singularity  of  experience.  Even  within 
the  similarities,  there  are  so  many  differences.  ...  I 
hope  my  students  will  depart  with  the  awareness  that 
their  and  others'  visions  are  personal,  that  different 
viewpoints  merit  respect." 

Brother  James  Muldoon,  dean  of  the  College  of  Arts 
and  Sciences  and  professor  of  biology,  is  one  who 
tries  in  his  classes  to  call  on  not  only  memorization 
skills  but  also  critical  acumen.  "Science  isn't  just  fact- 
giving,  but  you  don't  go  in  and  ask  kids  for  their 
opinions  about  the  kidney  either."  jokes  Muldoon.  a 
1974  Lindback  winner.  "Getting  students  involved  in 
science  is  harder  than  in  the  arts.  For  awhile,  there's 
more  'I  know'  and  'you  must  learn'  about  it.  But  in 
my  course  in  molecular  biology,  we  go  far  beyond 
factual  information  and  begin  to  talk  about  research 
designs,  about  creative  applications  of  routine 
procedures.  We  try  to  appreciate  science  in  its  own 
historical  moment — for  instance,  we  discuss  how 
necessary  the  invention  of  glass  blowing  was  to  the 
discovery  of  the  gas  laws.  It's  important  to  show  stu- 
dents that  good  science  demands  creative  think- 
ing— and  that  it's  even  aesthetically  pleasing." 

Developing  a  sense  of  aesthetic  appreciation  in  stu- 
dents is  obviously  a  less  formidable  task  for  human- 
ities and  arts  faculty  members.  They  have  constituted 
the  majority  of  Lindback  awardees.  a  further  testa- 
ment to  La  Salle's  solid  liberal  arts  tradition.  One  of 
the  best  known  teachers  is  David  P.  Efroymson,  a  1970 
Lindback  recipient  honored  by  The  Philadelphia  In- 
quirer in  1986  as  one  of  the  Delaware  Valley's  "Ten 
Top  Profs." 

Dave  Efroymson  is  one  of  the  most  colorful, 
straight-talking,  honest  teachers  at  La  Salle.  Charac- 
teristicaly  modest  about  his  teaching  success,  as  in 
other  matters,  he  focuses  on  where  and  why  he  has 
fallen  short — at  least  by  his  own  very  high  standards. 

"My  thinking  about  teaching  moves  between  two 
poles,  neither  of  which  I've  satisfactorily  reconciled 
after  21  years  at  the  job,"  says  Dr.  Efroymson,  chair- 
man of  the  Religion  Department.  "At  one  pole  is  the 
desire  to  show  kids  that  you  care  about  them.  At  the 
other  is  the  urge  to  challenge  them,  to  show  them 
what  they  might  be  able  to  do  if  they  pushed  harder. 
I  know  I  err  fin  the  side  of  supporting  too  much  and 


challenging  not  enough.  I  hope  that's  not  because  I 
want  to  be  liked.  I  find  myself  often  on  the  horns  of 
this  dilemma:  Do  I  challenge  at  the  risk  of  withdraw- 
ing support  or  do  I  chiefly  encourage  and  not 
challenge?" 

If  his  worries  seem  overscrupulous  to  some.  Dave 
Efroymson  would  reply  that  one  can't  be  too 
scrupulous  about  the  question  of  a  teacher's  attitude 
toward  his  work.  "Teaching  is  a  mystical  experi- 
ence," he  maintains,  "and  students  benefit  most  from 
teachers  who  take  their  job  with  immense  serious- 
ness. I  became  a  priest  because  I  wanted  to  reform 
the  Church.  Later  I  realized  that  I  didn't  need  to  be 
a  priest  to  achieve  some  of  my  social  goals.  I  could 
be  a  community  organizer — or  a  teacher.  .  .  .  Per- 
sonal, human  relationships  are  what  teaching  is 
about,  and  that  means  not  only  between  faculty  and 
students  but  also  between  authors  and  readers.  I  deal 
with  texts  in  my  classes,  and  what  I  try  to  do  is  always 
to  see  the  human  beings  in  and  behind  the  texts.  The 
Letter  to  Galatians  isn't  just  words;  Paul  wrote  it  to 
a  community  of  living  Christians  with  real  and 
passionate  concerns." 

Geffrey  B.  Kelly,  '54,  Efroymson's  colleague  in  the 
Religion  Department,  speaks  with  similar  seriousness 
of  purpose  about  his  teaching.  An  internationally  re- 
spected scholar  for  his  work  on  the  German  theo- 
logian Dietrich  Bonhoeffer,  a  Nazi  concentration 
camp  victim,  Dr.  Kelly  has  succeeded  in  achieving  a 
mutually  enriching  balance  between  teaching  and 
scholarship. 

"I  like  to  regard  my  students  as  fellow  searchers 
after  the  truth,"  says  Kelly,  a  1977  Lindback  recipient 
and  the  first  student  in  the  history  of  La  Salle  to 
graduate  with  a  perfect  4.0  average.  "Kierkregaard 
remarks  that  it's  not  the  truth  which  we  know  but 
which  we  are  that  counts:  we  are  called  to  be  not 
factual  'knowers'  of  the  truth  but  living  embodiments 
of  it.  That's  no  small  challenge,  and  so  I'm  not  always 
light-hearted  in  my  teaching.  How  to  fashion  a  fulfill- 
ing life  for  yourself?  That's  serious  business.  As  a 
teacher  of  religion,  I  work  with  my  values  exposed. 
And  our  values  express  our  faith.  Where  is  our  faith? 
Or.  as  Tillich  would  put  it,  what  are  our  ultimate 
concerns?  Are  they  true  or  false,  genuine  or  phoney, 
exclusively  self-interested  or  socially  directed?  What 
are  our  choices?  I  raise  these  questions  in  my  classes. 
The  Great  Books  suggest  the  range  of  options.  Some- 
times I  concretize  the  choices  by  discussing  heroic 
figures — a  Mother  Teresa,  a  Father  Damien,  a  Bon- 
hoeffer. How  and  why  did  thev  make  their  choices? 
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masterful    La    Salle    teachers,    men    and 
nspired  me  and  others  like  me  to  pursue 


Even  if  we  choose  not  to  imitate  them,  perhaps  we 
can  at  least  understand  their  motivations  and  re- 
cognize the  value  of  their  'social  spirituality' — and 
become  agitators  within  the  Church  for  responsible 
action  in  society.  I'm  not  just  teaching  Catholic  doc- 
trine, and  certainly  not  'indoctrinating'  anybody.  I'm 
challenging  my  students  to  do  something  with  their 
lives." 

From  a  different  terrain  in  the  humanities — 
German  and  Slavic  literature — Leo  Rudnytzky,  '58,  is 
throwing  down  the  same  gauntlet  to  his  students.  Dr. 
Rudnytzky,  a  1966  Lindback  recipient  and  the  mentor 
of  many  of  La  Salle's  Fulbright  Scholarship  students, 
argues  the  value  of  studying  foreign  'literature  not 
only  for  the  student  but  also  for  the  teacher. 

"Exposure  to  other  cultures  is  one  of  the  best  op- 
portunities to  look  at  yourself  from  another  per- 
spective," says  Rudnytzky.  "The  sharp  differences 
between  the  culture  about  which  you're  teaching  and 
the  culture  in  which  you're  living  force  you  to  exam- 
ine more  closely  your  own  values  and  cultural  as- 
sumptions. 

"In  my  research  I  also  stand  between  two 
worlds — German  and  Slavic — between  Goethe  and 
Schiller  and  between  Shevchenko  [the  great  nine- 
teenth-century Ukrainian  poet  and  patriot],"  con- 
tinues Rudnytzky.  "Loving  their  work  has  shaped  my 
values  decisively — I  would  credit  them,  for  instance, 
with  having  helped  me  to  avoid  defining  success  in 
financial  terms.  ...  I  try  to  pass  on  my  love  and  re- 
spect for  these  writers  to  my  students.  And  a  teacher 
must  love  his  material.  Passion,  conviction,  respect 
for  ie  mot  juste:  that's  what  makes  a  great  literature 
teacher,  I  think.  If  you  love  what  you're  teaching,  you 
can  have  tremendous  fun  and  never  get  stale.  The  day 
I  walk  in  there  and  look  on  teaching  as  a  burden, 
that's  the  day  I'll  quit.  If  I  ever  say,  forget  this  class 
hour,  then  I'll  know  it's  time  to  retire." 

IN  o  fewer  than  eleven  Lindback  recipients  have 
taught  in  the  English  Department,  known  as  one  of 
the  strongest  in  the  Philadelphia  area.  Many  of  them 
stress,  like  Claude  Koch  and  Rudnytzky,  the  special 
opportunities  available  to  teachers  of  literature  and 
writing;  others  focus  on  pedagogical  methods,  the 
present-day  La  Salle  student,  or  their  own  evolutions 
as  teachers. 

"I  resist  passive  learning — I'm  just  as  frustrated  as 
the  lecturer  in  the  Doonesbury  cartoon  with  students 
who  scribble  instead  of  think,"  says  Dr.  Barbara  Mil- 
lard, a  1985  Lindback  recipient  and  current  president 


of  the  Faculty  Senate.  One  of  the  most  innovative  and 
committed  of  La  Salle  teachers,  Millard  is  always 
seeking  ways — via  group  projects,  visits  to  the 
theatre,  use  of  film  and  videotape — to  get  students 
thinking,  to  get  them  more  involved  in  the  life  of  the 
mind.  She  believes  in  the  value  of  intensive  learning, 
and  has  coordinated  visits  to  the  campus  from  the 
Royal  Shakespeare  Company,  under  an  arrangement 
whereby  the  actors  teach  and  perform  in  La  Salle 
classrooms.  "I'm  trying  in  all  ways  to  get  them  out  of 
cruise  mode  and  into  active  overdrive,"  she  jokes. 
Her  aims  are  both  modest  and  yet  potentially  life- 
transforming.    "I    want    them    to    go    and    see    that

Equally  gripped  by  the  urge  to  proselytize  for 
literature  and  the  arts  is  Vince  Kling,  '68,  a  1984 
Lindback  winner.  He  notes  that  the  challenge  has 
become  ever  more  difficult  in  the  late  1980s.  His 
passionate  criticism  here  comes  from  a  man  who 
grieves  about  some  of  his  students'  wasted  op- 
portunities; his  critical  stance  aims  not  to  deflate  or 
demoralize,  but  to  awaken  students  to  an  awareness 
of  their  potentials. 

"I  want  to  leave  my  students,  at  the  end  of  the 
semester,  with  a  sense  that  literature  is  directly  perti- 
nent to  their  happiness  and  troubles,"  Kling  says. 
"Literature  is  not  a  'book,'  let  alone  a  'field.'  It  has 
something  to  do  with  your  experience — now.  All  the 
terminology — genre,  meter,  etc. — has  importance 
only  insofar  as  it  deepens  your  experience  of  the 
work. 

"But  it's  all  gotten  harder,"  he  continues.  "Many 
students,  so  much  more  career-oriented  than  in 
earlier  years,  can't  even  imagine  that  literature  might 
have  anything  to  do  with  their  lives.  'I'll  play  your 
silly  little  game  about  Emily  Dickinson'  is  often  the 
attitude.  When  I  talk  about  grammar  and  diction,  stu- 
dents often  think,  'This  is  a  fussy  little  English 
thing — it's  of  no  importance.'  It's  not  uncommon  to 
find  twenty  errors  in  a  page  of  writing!  With  no 
thought  that  such  work  might  be  unacceptable!  ...  I 
feel  as  if  I'm  calling  across  a  chasm,  'All  the  note- 
taking  and  memorizing  has  value  only  if  it  enables 
you  to  feel  and  think  and  care  more  deeply.  That  is 
the  only  thing  education — liberal  education — is  for.  If 
you're  thinking  exclusively  about  careers,  you're 
going  to  be  unhappy.  Because  education  has  no  point 
if  it  doesn't  help  you  to  live  better.'  " 

1  he  issue,  as  Kling  and  Millard  make  clear,  is  how 
to  induce  students  to  take  charge  of  themselves 
academically.  Some  faculty  worry  that,  faced  with 
some  students'  near-obsessive  careerism  and  casual 
attitudes  toward  class  attendance,  the  University  is 
becoming  defensive  about  enforcing  scholastic  stan- 
dards. Kling  argues  that  debilitating  assumptions 
about  students'  "rights"  to  be  a  spoon-fed  curriculum 
are  so  deeply  ingrained  that  even  student  course 
evaluation  forms  promote  and  legitimate  irrespon- 
sible attitudes  toward  education. 

"Where  does  it  say  anywhere  on  that  form  that  the 
student  is  responsible  for  anything?"  says  Kling.  "I 
thought  that  this  was  a  course  evaluation  form.  But 
there's  not  a  single  question  asking  if  the  student  took 
charge  of  X,  gave  an  accounting  of  Y,  or  assumed 
responsibility  for  Z.  And  the  teacher  is  compelled  to 
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had  time  for  students — time  to  listen,  to  exhort, 


distribute  only  that  form — you  can't  give  out  anything 
else  and  it  is  the  instrument  used  for  tenure  and 
promotion.  That  form  symbolizes  much  of  the  worst 
of  the  student  attitude  and  of  our  situation:  'I'm  not 
responsible  for  anything,'  that  form  says,  'the  burden 
of  the  class  is  entirely  on  you.'  " 

Dr.  James  A.  Butler.  '67,  chairman  of  the  English 
Department,  also  notes  the  limitations  of  any  immedi- 
ate, or  even  formal,  evaluation  of  the  teacher.  Widely 
recognized  for  his  critical  editions  of  the  poetry  of 
William  Wordsworth,  Butler  is  another  outstanding 
example  of  the  La  Salle  teacher-scholar. 

"Maybe  the  test  should  be  whether  or  not  a  former 
student  picks  up  The  New  Yorker  a  few  years  later 
while  waiting  in  the  dentist's  office,"  jokes  Butler,  a 
1980  Lindback  recipient.  "The  real  evaluations  of  a 
teacher  can  only  come  ten  years  later.  In  fact,  maybe 
the  Lindbacks  should  be  given  at  the  tenth-year  re- 


union. The  flashy  things  are  what  many  students, 
understandably,  respond  to  immediately.  Apprecia- 
tion of  the  substantive  things  sometimes  comes  only 
later." 

\J  ther  Lindback  winners  in  the  English  Department 
reflected  on  their  development  as  teachers.  Patricia 
B.  Haberstroh  and  Marjorie  S.  Allen  have  always 
defined  their  vocations  as  teachers  broadly,  magnani- 
mously. Like  Kling  and  Millard,  both  are  gifted 
teachers  who  have  given  generously  of  their  time  to 
students  outside  the  classroom  and  in  extracurricular 
activities.  They  emphasize  the  importance  of  being 
able  to  grow  as  a  teacher  and  of  being  attuned  to  the 
individual  student. 

"You  come  to  realize  that  what  worked  last  time 
may  not  work  this  time,  because  they've  changed  and 
you've  changed,"  says  Dr.  Haberstroh,  a  1987  Lind- 
back recipient.  "Today  I  realize  how  many  more  dif-

La  Salle's  students  have  taken  years  off  my 


ferent  ways  and  styles  of  learning  there  are.  I've 
mellowed.  I  don't  believe  so  rigidly  any  more  in  what 
will  or  won't  work.  All  I  know  is  that  nothing  will 
work  unless  you  get  fulfillment  out  of  sharing  your- 
self in  the  classroom.  The  rewards  of  teaching  aren't 
obvious — they're  not  money  or  professional  status. 
You  must  do  it  because  you  find  joy  in  enhancing 
young  people's  lives.  That  has  to  be  a  teacher's  pri- 
mary motivation." 

"When  you  start  out,  you  think  you  can  teach 
people  everything — or  at  least  I  did,"  says  Dr.  Allen, 
a  1981  Lindback  winner  who  received  the  award 
while  still  in  her  20s.  "I  still  want  just  as  much  for 
my  students — for  them  to  think  more  clearly  and  criti-

cally,  for  them  to  become  members  of  the  community 
of  minds.  But  I've  learned  moderation.  I'm  more  flex- 
ible and  more  subtle  in  motivating  my  students.  .  .  . 
I  became  a  teacher  because  teachers  mattered  in  my 
life  and  I  wanted  to  matter  in  other  people's  lives.  I 
still  want  that.  Yet  I've  also  come  to  respect  and 
understand  better  the  need  for  restraint  and  distance 
with  students,  the  uniqueness  of  student  individu- 
ality." 

V  acuity  in  the  School  of  Business  voice  many  of  the 
same  aspirations  as  do  their  colleagues  in  the  arts  and 
sciences,  but  with  an  awareness  of  the  advantages 
and  disadvantages  of  their  courses'  direct  appli- 
cability to  the  professional  worlds  which  most  stu- 
dents will  soon  enter. 

"I  want  my  students  to  know  that  they  can  and  will 
be  successful  outside  the  classroom  too."  says  Paul  R. 
Brazina,  C.P.A.,  a  1979  Lindback  recipient.  "We  ac- 
counting teachers  are  successful  outside  the  univer- 
sity— we  practice  accounting  ourselves.  'I  enjoy  ac- 
counting— you  too  can  find  happiness  in  a  business 
career' — that's  my  message,"  Brazina  laughs.  "But  I 
want  to  warn  them  against  being  after  money — that's 
a  trap,"  he  adds.  "The  most  important  thing  is  not 
finding  a  job,  but  finding  work  worth  doing,  through 
which  you  can  use  and  develop  your  skills.  'Do  what 
excites  you' — I  tell  them  that.  That  often  means  avoid- 
ing the  Big  8  accounting  firms."  A  dynamic  presence 
in  the  classroom,  Brazina  himself  came  to  enjoy 
teaching  young  people  so  much  that  he  gave  up  his 
consulting  business  a  few  years  ago  to  devote  himself 
to  full-time  teaching. 

"I  tend  to  think  of  teaching  and  managing  as  similar 
activities,"  says  Dr.  Steven  Ian  Meisel,  chairman  of 
the  Management  Department  and  a  1987  Lindback 
winner.  "I  teach  organizational  behavior,  which  in- 
volves examining  how  organizations  operate,  what 
gets  rewarded,  how  communication  and  leadership 
function,  etc. — call  it  applied  psychology.  I  conceive 
of  the  classroom  as  a  mini-organization  which  the 
teacher  manages — he  isn't  there  to  do  the  work  but 
to  facilitate  getting  the  work  done.  So  the  question  is, 
How  do  you  create  an  environment  conducive  to  that? 
The  teacher  must  create  a  classroom  environment  in 
which  students  can  learn  well.  I  teach  about  the  work 
world,  and  I  try  to  get  students  to  use  their  ex- 
periences. We've  all  worked,  right.''  So  I  ask  them, 
'What's  motivated  you  at  work?'  Or  I  have  them  pick 
an  area  of  the  University  and  analyze  it  .  .  .  Now  that 
I'm  department  chairman.  1  manage  people  too,  and 
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age  and  added  them  to  my  life 


I  use  a  lot  of  my  classroom  ideas.  Sometimes  they 
don't  work  at  all!  That  proves  that  managing,  like 
teaching,  is  a  practical  art.  There  are  no  formulas." 

John  F.  Reardon,  '59,  agrees,  and  confesses  that  he 
learned  the  rudiments  of  the  teacher's  craft  the  hard 
way. 

"During  my  first  year  at  La  Salle,  Bruce  MacLeod 
[of  the  Management  Department]  and  I  used  to  sit  in 
each  other's  classes,"  says  Dr.  Reardon,  a  1969  Lind- 
back  recipient.  "Then  we'd  meet  Friday  afternoon 
and  criticize  each  other.  I  didn't  recover  until  Mon- 
day from  those  bloodlettings!  But  after  26  years,  I've 
improved!" 

Reardon's  specialty  is  accounting  theory,  and  it  is 
not  unusual  to  hear  him  speak  of  the  poetry  of  ac- 
counting. Like  his  colleagues  in  the  sciences  and  hu- 
manities, he  tries  to  instill  in  his  students  an  apprecia- 
tion of  the  aesthetic  dimension  of  his  field. 

"You  may  not  believe  this,  but  the  accounting  sys- 
tem is  so  complex  and  yet  so  beautiful,"  says  Rear- 
don. "Its  beauty  is  still  a  revelation  to  me.  What 
fascinates  and  mystifies  me  about  the  accounting 
model  to  this  day  is  simply  that  it  works — that  you  can 
have  a  system  for  keeping  the  books  of  a  giant  like 
IBM." 

[he  School  of  Business  has  recently  sought  ac- 
creditation by  the  Association  of  American  Collegiate 
Schools  of  Business  (AACSB),  a  decision  which  wor- 
ries Reardon,  along  with  many  other  business  school 
and  university  faculty.  To  qualify  for  AACSB  ac- 
creditation, 50  percent  of  the  business  school  faculty 
must  possess  the  Ph.D.  degree.  (No  easy  task:  a  Ph.D. 
in  many  business  fields  is  still  a  comparative  rarity). 
Business  faculty  must  also  have  substantial  publi- 
cation records.  The  School  of  Business  has  already 
opted  to  reduce  teaching  loads  in  order  to  help  junior 
faculty  publish  more  and  meet  AACSB  standards. 
The  move  for  accreditation  may  improve  the  aca- 
demic profile  of  the  business  school  faculty  and  may 
even  be  necessary  in  order  that  La  Salle  compete 
effectively  for  students.  But  Reardon  and  others  are 
concerned  that  the  push  to  win  AACSB  accreditation 
may  also  soon  lead — or  indeed  may  already  be  lead- 
ing— to  an  erosion  of  the  University's  traditional 
"teaching  comes  first"  philosophy. 

"We've  always  been  a  place  where  the  teacher  goes 
in  prepared,  where  you're  called  on  by  name,  where 
the  class  size  is  small,"  says  Reardon.  "This  is  what 
makes  La  Salle  who  and  what  we  are.  Nothing  must 
jeopardize  that.  This  is  a  place  that  has  always  raised 
people  up  through  education,  helped  them  be  what 


they  might  never  have  otherwise  been.  We  La  Salle 
grads  can  all  recall  teachers  who  cared,  understood, 
listened — who  knew  us.  That's  been  La  Salle's 
strength,  and  I  hope  it'll  never  change." 

"A  teacher  affects  eternity,"  wrote  Henry  Adams 
in  his  Education.  "He  can  never  tell  where  his  in- 
fluence stops."  Indeed  behind  every  fine  teacher 
stands  another  teacher — and  another  and  another 
and  another,  on  and  on  down  the  line.  Quickly  the 
Lindback  recipients  who  are  La  Salle  alumni  tick  off 
the  names  of  their  teachers:  Roland  Holroyd,  Charles 
Kelly,  Mike  DeAngelis,  Dan  Rodden — all  of  them 
Lindback  winners  themselves,  no  longer  alive  but  liv- 
ing always  in  the  memories  of  the  students  whose 
lives  they  touched. 

i^iharles  A.J.  Halpin,  Jr.,  '43,  the  second  teacher  in 
the  School  of  Business  (after  DeAngelis)  to  win  a 
Lindback  award  (1965),  reflects  on  his  ideal  teacher — 
and  immediately  adverts  to  his  La  Salle  models,  many 
of  them  names  which  recent  La  Salle  students  have 
never  even  heard. 

"Joe  Sprissler,  Jim  Henry,  Br.  Norbert,  Br.  William, 
Br.  Emelian,  Br.  Anthony  Wallace — they  have  been 
important  to  me,"  says  Halpin,  who  has  been  teaching 
management  and  labor  relations  courses  at  La  Salle 
since  1946.  "They  were  my  models  and  I  accept  that 
I'm  a  model  for  my  students — and  not  just  the  model 
of  a  teacher.  My  teaching  philosophy  is  that  mine  is 
the  least  important  course  in  the  world  and  that  I'm 
the  most  important  guy  in  their  world.  That  takes  the 
pressure  off  them,  but  makes  me  still  aware  of  my 
role.  They'll  forget  the  subject  matter,  but  they'll  re- 
member me — at  least  I  want  them  to  remember  me, 
to  remember  what  I  said  and  stood  for." 

Every  Lindback  winner  has  his  or  her  private  list 
of  unforgettable  teachers,  often  appended  with  the 
note:  "He  [or  she]  changed  my  life."  In  many  cases 
that  figure  became  not  only  a  model  of  the  good 
teacher  but  also  of  the  good  man  or  woman. 

"Joe  Flubacher  was  the  best  I  ever  had,  and  I've 
tried  to  emulate  him,"  says  Dr.  Joseph  P.  Mooney,  '49, 
of  his  senior  colleague  in  the  Economics  Department. 
"His  enthusiasm  and  dedication  were  inspirational. 
He  possessed  a  love  for  his  subject  and  he  gave  un- 
sparingly to  young  people."  Mooney  pauses  and 
laughs:  "You  know,  I  think  he's  sti'JI  the  best!" 

If  any  element  of  the  La  Salle  teaching  "mission" 
is  in  danger  of  being  sacrificed,  it  is  probably  not 
classroom  performance,  narrowly  defined.  Rather,  it 
is  "teaching"  in  this  broadest  sense:  teaching  as  un-

sparing  "service"  to  the  University  and  to  students. 
Most  faculty  recognize  the  importance  of  research 
and  publication;  the  quandary  involves  how  to  ensure 
that  scholarship  ultimately  serves  the  needs  of  the 
students  and  enriches,  rather  than  bleaches,  the  "La 
Salle  experience."  And  yet,  amid  this  uncertainty, 
one  of  the  healthiest  signs  of  La  Salle's  continued 
allegiance  to  its  traditions  is  the  faculty's  open,  self- 
critical  stance  and  their  firm  commitment  to  partici- 
pate fully  in  the  task  of  redefining  the  University's 
identity  as  it  heads  into  the  Nineties.  The  Lindback 
winners  are  proud  of  La  Salle,  but  they  will  have  no 
truck  with  institutional  whitewashing  or  self-con- 
gratulation. John  J.  Keenan,  '52,  professor  of  English 
and  a  1968  Lindback  recipient,  exemplifies  this  con- 
structive attitude  well: 

"We  sometimes  forget  that  teaching  isn't  just  what 
one  does  in  that  class  hour.  Teaching  is  really  related 
to  who  one  is — as  a  whole  person.  It  is  working  with 
students,  being  there  to  talk  with  students.  I'm  happy 
teaching  in  a  place  where  good  teaching  is  valued 
— La  Salle's  been  a  good  match  for  me.  But  I  worry 
that  our  reward  system  is  becoming  geared  to  looking 
out  for  #1.  I  worry  that  we're  sending  young  faculty 
the  wrong  message:  'You  should  be  writing  an  article 
or  preparing  a  conference  paper,  not  talking  to  stu- 
dents.' .  .  .  Young  and  old  teachers  each  have  a  special 
role  to  perform  with  students;  the  relationship  is  dif- 
ferent. It's  important  to  have  some  young  teachers 
who   are   not  so   concerned   with   being   'productive 


scholars'  that  they  can't  'waste'  time  with  students. 
"When  I  decided  not  to  finish  the  doctorate,"  con- 
tinues Keenan,  "my  career  at  many  other  universities 
would  have  been  finished.  But  not  at  La  Salle.  I  think 
of  Dan  Rodden,  Charles  Kelley,  Claude  Koch — teach- 
ers first  and  last.  They've  made  a  terrific  contribu- 
tion. I  wonder,  Would  they  be  hired  today?  Without 
them,  La  Salle  would  be  a  poorer  place.  They  com- 
municated love — love  of  the  discipline  and  a  love  of 
students.  That  lives  on,  and  because  it  does,  every- 
thing else  which  they  communicated  is  never  beyond 
retrieval." 

Teaching  is  an  act  of  love — and  hope  and  faith.  You 
go  on,  never  knowing  where  your  influence  stops — or 
starts.  Or,  as  John  Keenan  wrote  several  years  ago, 
in  what  might  serve  as  a  teacher's  credo  and  a  state- 
ment of  the  La  Sallian  ideal: 

If  you  know  what  you  teach,  you  will  also  know 
how  much  you  don't  know,  and  that  will  make 
you  tolerant  of  others.  If  you  love  what  you  teach, 
your  students  will  sense  it,  and  they  will  take  the 
fire  of  your  enthusiasm  and  the  warmth  of  your 
concern  with  them  when  they  depart.  If  you  are 
lucky,  they  will  have  enough  fire  and  warmth  to 
share  them  with  others.  In  this  way.  you  may 
enrich  the  lives  of  those  you  have  never  met.

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The  "Pushy  American" 

Teaching  Arab  Youngsters  in  the  "Old  City"  of  Jerusalem  has 
turned  into  quite  a  challenge  for  Brother  Robert  Wise,  '44

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>eing  called  the  "pushy  American"  is 
just  one  of  the  many  things  Brother 
Robert  Francis  Wise,  F.S.C.,  '44  had  to 
accept  when  he  arrived  in  Jerusalem 
nearly  seven  years  ago.  In  fact,  accept- 
ing that  title  might  have  been  the  eas- 
iest thing  he's  had  to  do. 

He  came  from  the  Archdiocese  of 
Pittsburgh,  where  for  many  years  he 
served  as  the  director  for  religious  stud- 
ies for  the  diocesan  high  schools.  Before 
that  he  spent  more  than  27  years  in 
Philadelphia  teaching  at  West  Catholic 
Boys  High  School  and  St.  Francis  Voca- 
tional School. 

In  addition  to  his  degree  from  La 
Salle,  he  holds  three  master's  degrees: 
in  education  (from  Villanova  Univer- 
sity), secondary  administration  (Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania),  and  religious 
education  (Manhattan  College).  He  has 
an  avid  interest  in  archaeology  and  has 
participated  in  several  digs  in  Israel. 

Yet,  even  with  all  of  this  experience, 
Brother  Robert  was  still  not  fully  pre- 
pared for  his  new  life  at  the  College  des 


Freres  (School  of  the  Brothers)  in 
Jerusalem  where  he  teaches  physics, 
religion  and  computers.  It  has  turned 
into  a  life  very  different  from  his  past. 

"It  definitely  takes  getting  used  to," 
explained  the  tall,  gray  haired  brother. 
"It's  not  the  language  or  the  food,  it's 
the  mentality  that  is  so  different  from 
the  West.  It's  a  whole  different  world 
and  nothing  prepares  you  for  it.  You 
never  really  get  used  to  the  cultures 
you're  dealing  with.  The  Jew  is  one  cul- 
ture and  the  Arab  is  another  and  the 
two  are  so  totally  different. 

"But  as  an  American  I  have  to  tell 
myself  that  this  is  not  my  country  and 
therefore  I  have  to  adapt.  I  cannot 
change  things,  but  perhaps  I  can  make 
some  things  better." 

And  that  is  precisely  why  he  was 
asked  to  join  the  five  other  Christian 
Brothers  and  50  lay  teachers  at  the  Col- 
lege des  Freres,  in  the  hopes  of  making 
some  things  better. 

Established  by  the  Christian  Brothers 
in  1876,  the  College  des  Freres  is  a  boys 


school  located  within  the  "Old  City"  of 
Jerusalem.  Nearly  1,100  Arab  students, 
about  half  Moslem  and  half  Christian, 
attend  kindergarten  through  12th  grade 
there.  Throughout  the  area  the  school 
enjoys  a  reputation  for  excellence  in 
education,  and  is  often  called  one  of  the 
best  schools  in  all  of  Jerusalem. 

When  Brother  Robert  first  arrived  at 
the  school'  it  was  specifically  to  estab- 
lish a  physics  lab.  Physics  and  chem- 
istry classes  had  been  taught  regularly 
but  no  one  ever  used  the  labs.  Brother 
Robert's  job  was  to  acquire  equipment 
and  instruct  the  students  and  faculty 
how  to  use  it.  His  years  of  teaching  in 
the  U.S.  proved  fortuitous  because  he 
was  able  to  raise  about  $26,000  worth  of 
equipment,  most  of  which  came  from 
the  U.S.,  and  much  of  that  came  from 
schools  in  Pittsburgh. 

"The  students  had  never  been  to  a 
lab,"  he  said.  "They  never  boiled  water 
in  a  test  tube.  So  I  got  it  started.  It  took 
about  three  years  but  it's  as  good  a  lab 
as   any.    Some   of   the   equipment   are 
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strictly  museum  pieces  and  some  of  it 
is  pretty  up  to  date.  We  can  run  a  good 
chemistry,  biology  or  physics  lab  now  " 

Once  he  established  the  lab,  how- 
ever, his  problems  were  not  over. 

"Setting  it  up  was  the  easy  part," 
Brother  Robert  explained,  "getting  the 
teachers  to  use  it.  that's  different.  They 
never  used  one  before.  As  Americans 
we  were  brought  up  to  use  the  lab.  We 
know  it  never  works  the  way  the  book 
says,  that's  the  ground  rule.  When  it 
doesn't  work,  you  go  back  to  the  draw- 
ing board.  With  the  Arab  teacher,  if  it 
doesn't  work  exactly  the  way  the  book 
says,  he  loses  face  in  front  of  the  kids 
and  never  comes  back.  Therefore  they 
just  teach  from  the  book  without  the 
labs." 

X  oday.  several  years  since  the  first 
lab  class,  there  are  still  some  teachers 
who  will  not  use  it.  However  Brother 
Robert  continues  to  stress  its  impor- 
tance and  offer  his  support  to  those  who 
are  interested,  both  students  and 
teachers.  But  their  lack  of  interest  in 
things  we,  as  Americans,  may  find  im- 
portant is  not  unusual. 

Steeped  in  tradition,  change  is  dif- 
ficult in  this  part  of  the  world.  And 
when  things  do  change  it  is  slowly  and 
often  with  some  struggle.  As  Brother 
Henri,  principal  of  the  College  des 
Freres  puts  it,  "The  Moslems  stick  to 
principles  which  we  may  think  are  a 
little  bit  backwards.  They  are  a  bedouin 
civilization  from  their  origin,  coming 
from  the  desert  and  it  has  not  attained 
the  sort  of  civilization  which  the  west- 
ern world  has  reached. 

"In  this  country  you  cannot  plan  in 
advance.  Here  you  cope  with  situations 
day  by  day.  This  is  the  way  things  go 
here,  it's  a  different  mentality,  but  it 
has  to  be  accepted  like  any  other.  It's 
their  way  of  thinking  and  you  cannot 
change  it."  Therefore  even  improve- 
ments can  be  met  with  disinterest. 

When  the  idea  of  developing  a  com- 
puter program  at  the  Brothers'  School 
was  first  introduced  none  of  the  faculty 
members  were  interested.  They  reacted 
with  "when  it  is  put  in  the  exams  then 
we'll  teach  it."  (The  exams  are  a  British 
based  test  taken  in  the  11th  grade  and 
a  Jordanian  based  test  taken  in  the  12th 
grade  that  enables  the  student  to  enter 
Western  and  Arabic  universities). 

These  exams  are  so  important  that 
most  of  the  teaching  in  the  last  two 
years  of  school  are  geared  towards 
them.  The  emphasis  here  is  to  gel  the 
students  into  higher  education  and  ul- 
timately jobs  in  parts  of  the  world 
where  there  is  more  opportunity. 

But  the  boys  who  stay,  those  who  do 
not  do  well  on  the  exams  or  cannot  af- 
ford   In   leave   the   UPiintl  \  .   an1   the   noes 


that  need  the  computer  training.  Enter 
the  "pushy  American." 

I^rother  Robert  established  a  com- 
puter program  that  begins  in  the 
seventh  grade  with  every  student  learn- 
ing to  type.  Then  they  get  a  full  course 
on  computers,  move  onto  small  hand- 
held computers  and  by  the  time  they 
are  in  eleventh  grade  they  are  learning 
to  use  IBM  PCs.  Again,  all  the  equip- 
ment has  been  purchased  in  America. 

"They  cannot  get  this  anywhere  else, 
not  in  the  government  schools  or  even 
any  of  the  other  private  schools  here," 
Brother  Robert  explained.  "I'm  build- 
ing a  course  in  accounting  and  book- 
keeping so  the  older  boys  who  are  stay- 
ing here  can  get  jobs.  The  target  is  that 
these  boys  who  will  stay  in  Palestine 
and  need  a  job  at  their  intellectual  level 
will  have  a  skill  in  computerized  ac- 
counting. 

"In  the  meantime  I'm  preparing  other 
teachers  to  take  over  the  program  in  the 
future.  Eventually  there  will  be  five 
teachers  who  can  teach  about  com- 
puters in  the  math  class  and  the  science 
class." 

That  seems  to  be  the  way  Brother 
Robert  works.  He  gets  something 
started,  it  takes  off,  and  then  he  teaches 
someone  else  to  continue  it  for  the  fu- 
ture. He's  touched  several  areas  of  the 
school  including  the  kindergarten 
where  he  has  helped  to  set  up  a 
Montessori  school.  Now  once  a  week  all 
the  kindergarten  teachers  in  Jerusalem 
gather  at  the  school  for  lessons  on 
Montessori  teaching. 

In  addition,  he  organized  the  first 
graduation  ceremony  for  the  boys.  Five 
years  ago  he  suggested  the  idea,  pre- 
pared for  the  services  and  reception, 
and  had  programs  printed.  It  was  such 
a  big  hit  that  today  it  is  a  regular  part 
of  the  school  calendar. 

In  his  own  way  he's  left  his  mark  on 
the  school.  He  laughs  when  he  tells  you 
that  he  is  only  the  second  American 
brother  to  come  to  the  College  des 
Freres,  and  the  first  one  barely  lasted 
a  year.  It's  been  a  challenge  and  an 
education. 

He  has  seen  the  importance  of  a 
Christian  presence  in  this  mostly  Non- 
Christian  area.  Although  only  5rV  of  the 
Arabs  are  Christians,  most  are  Moslem, 
the  majority  of  the  social  services  and 
schools  in  the  West  Bank  are  run  by 
Christians.  These  include  homes  for  the 
handicapped,  hospitals,  clinics,  even 
reformatories. 

And  the  Moselm  population  holds 
these  services  in  high  esteem,  just  as 
they  hold  the  Brothers  and  their  teach- 
ing in  high  esteem.  Among  these  people 
a  good  education  is  of  upmost  impor- 
tance. For  many  it  is  the  only  "way  out" 
and  the  only  weapon  with  which  to  fight 


for  a  better  life.  The  Christian  Brothers' 
reputation  as  educators  has  made  the 
College  des  Freres  the  optimal  school  to 
attend. 

"Arab  education  is  very  much  like 
the  black  education  in  Mississippi 
before  1960,  a  one  room  schoolhouse 
with  an  ole  mamie  who  did  her  best," 
Brother  Robert  explained.  "The  govern- 
ment schools  are  tolerable,  the  ones  in 
the  refugee  camps  are  worse.  They  take 
place  maybe  two  mornings  a  week. 

"The  children  learn  a  little  Arabic, 
arithmetic,  English  and  that's  it.  The 
trouble  in  the  refugee  camps  is  that  the 
youngsters  are  idle  and  that's  where  the 
hostility  builds  up.  So,  if  the  kids  want 
any  kind  of  decent  education  they  have 
to  go  to  a  private  school,  most  of  which 
are  Christian." 

But  as  Brother  Robert  has  learned, 
teaching  here,  even  in  the  Christian 
schools,  is  not  without  its  concerns.  It's 
a  lesson  he  learned  shortly  after  arriv- 
ing at  the  Brothers'  school  and  one  he 
has  not  forgotten. 

"When  I  first  came  here,  the  princi- 
pal, Brother  Noel,  called  me  into  his 
office  and  said,  'Now  Brother,  take  for 
granted  that  at  least  one  boy  in  your 
class  will  report  to  the  Israeli  govern- 
ment anything  you  say.  And  take  for 
granted  that  at  least  one  boy  in  your 
class  will  report  to  the  PLO  anything 
you  say.'  Then  he  looked  at  me  real 
hard  and  said,  'Therefore  you  say 
nothing.  You  are  here  to  teach  Physics.' 

"I  still  follow  that  rule.  Culture  is  one 
thing,  but  politics  is  off  limits.  I  take  for 
granted  that  one  kid  in  my  class  is  an 
informant.  It  really  doesn't  affect  my 
teaching  because  I  teach  Physics,  Re- 
ligion and  Computers,  they  are  safe 
subjects.  In  general  we  keep  political 
opinions  to  ourselves." 

yyhen  all  is  said  and  done  though,  it's 
been  a  worthwhile  experience  for  the 
"pushy  American."  He  plans  to  stay  on 
for  another  two  years  or  so  until  the 
computer  program  is  running  complete- 
ly. Then  he'll  probably  come  back  to  the 
States. 

"When  the  computer  program  is  on 
its  way,  then  it's  time  for  me  to  be  on 
my  way.  I'm  66  years  old  and  I've  seen 
too  many  brothers  stay  in  class  one  year 
too  long.  When  the  snap  is  gone  and  the 
kids  are  on  your  nerves,  you've  stayed 
one  year  too  long.  I  haven't  reached  that 
point,  but  I  can  see  it  coming,"  he 
laughs. 

"My  time  has  been  well  worth  it 
though,  because  I  feel  that  something 
was  done.  I  could  not  have  easily  been 
replaced  by  someone  else.  It  has 
brought  me  a  good  sense  of  achieve- 
ment."

For  the  5th  straight  year,  La  Salle's  men  and  women  athletes 
finished  with  the  best  overall  record  in  the  MAAC

L/  a  Salle  maintained  its  firm  grip  on 
the  Metro  Atlantic  Athletic  Conference 
Commissioner's  Cup  by  winning  the 
award  for  the  fifth  straight  year  in 
1987-88.  The  award  symbolizes  overall 
excellence  within  the  MAAC  and  is 
based  on  competition  in  13  sports.  The 
Explorers,  who  have  won  the  trophy 
every  year  since  entering  the  MAAC, 
edged  Army  by  one-half  point.  La  Salle 
racked  up  84.33  points,  winning  two 
conference  titles  outright,  men's  basket- 
ball and  women's  basketball,  and  tying 
for  the  championship  in  men's  soccer. 

"It  is  with  extreme  pride  in  each  of 
La  Salle's  22  sports  that  I  accept  the 
fifth-straight  All  Sports  Award  on 
behalf  of  our  coaches  and  student  ath- 
letes," Bob  Mullen,  La  Salle's  Athletic 
Director,  said.  "The  credit  for  such  a 
record  also  goes  to  the  commitment  of 
Brother  Ellis,  our  President,  and  his  ad- 
ministration towards  a  total  athletic 
program  for  La  Salle  University.  This 
represents  a  level  of  excellence  that 
will  be  difficult  to  maintain,  but  we 
look  forward  to  the  challenge  each  year 
against  the  fine  universities  in  the 
MAAC." 

While  it  was  a  year  in  which  the  Ex- 
plorers continued  their  tradition  of 
overall  athletic  excellence  in  the 
MAAC,  it  was  also  a  year  in  which  both 
basketball  programs  dominated  not 
only  the  league,  but  received  national 
recognition.  The  Explorer  men's  team 
swept  through  the  league's  regular 
season  with  a  perfect  14-0  record  and 
continued  its  strong  showing  through 
the  MAAC  tournament  to  win  the  auto- 
matic bid  into  the  NCAA  Championship 
Tournament.  La  Salle's  drive  in  the 
NCAA  was  halted  in  the  first  round  at 
Notre  Dame  by  Kansas  State,  but  along 
the  road  to  a  24-10  record,  Coach 
Speeds'  Morris'  team  amassed  amazing 
numbers. 

"This  past  basketball  season  was  ex- 
tremely gratifying  and  a  credit  to  our 
fine  young  people,"  Morris  said.  "Win- 
ning 24  games,  including  a  first  ever 
17-0  in  the  MAAC.  was  accomplished 
because  of  unselfish  team  play.  When 
I  think  back  over  this  past  season  I  will 
remember  an  aggregation  of  young  men

who  liked  each  other.  They  did  not  care 
who  got  the  credit  as  long  as  they  were 
victorious. 

"We  received  outstanding  individual 
performances  from  Lionel  Simmons, 
who  eclipsed  Tom  Gola's  single-season 
record  and  was  mentioned  on  every- 
one's All-America  list.  Tim  Legler  con- 
verted 104  three-point  goals  and  made 
all  of  us  very  proud  by  being  selected 
first  Team  All-Academic  America.  Rich 
Tarr  had  another  outstanding  year  at 
point  guard  and  highlighted  his  col- 
legiate career  by  being  named  MVP  in 
the  MAAC  title  game. 

"Finally,  Craig  Conlin  and  emerging 
freshman  Doug  Overton  contributed  to 
every  victory  with  their  aggressive  and 
intelligent  style  of  play.  However,  few 
teams  can  be  successful  without  senior 
leadership  and  in  addition  to  Legler 
and  Tarr  we  were  blessed  with  quality 
young  men  in  Ken  Palczewski  and  Eric 
Lee." 


Simmons,  a  sophomore,  led  the  team 
with  23.3  ppg  and  11.4  rebounds,  while 
earning  Third  Team  All-America  status 
from  UPI.  The  6-6  forward  shattered 
Tom  Gola's  record  of  750  points  a 
season  set  in  1955  by  scoring  792.  Sim- 
mons also  became  the  fastest  1,000- 
point  scorer  in  La  Salle  history,  edging 
Michael  Brooks  by  just  over  six 
minutes.  Both  La  Salle  standouts  scored 
No.  1,000  in  their  47th  game. 

Receiving  accolades  for  not  only  his 
athletic  performance,  but  also  his  aca- 
demic success  this  season  was  Legler, 
who  was  voted  to  the  first-team 
Academic  All-America  Team,  was 
named  to  the  MAAC  All-Academic 
Team  and  received  the  MAAC  Scholar- 
Athlete  Scholarship  for  men's  basket- 
ball. The  second  leading  scorer  on  the 
1987-88  team  with  a  16.7  average,  Legler 
ended  his  career  with  1,699  points,  plac- 
ing him  fifth  on  the  all-time  scoring  list 
at  La  Salle.

he  La  Salle  women's  basketball 
team  marched  through  the  MAAC  reg- 
ular season  with  an  11-1  record  and  fin- 
ished the  regular  season  at  25-4  after  an 
upset  loss  to  Fairfield  in  the  MAAC 
Championship  Tournament.  The  Ex- 
plorers received  the  school's  first  at- 
large  bid  into  the  NCAA  tournament 
and  met  Penn  State  in  the  first  round 
at  Hayman  Hall,  losing  86-85  before  a 
record  crowd  of  1,000,  to  finish  at  25-5. 

Under  the  direction  of  second-year 
coach  John  Miller,  the  Explorers  posted 
La  Salle  records  for  most  wins  in  a 
season,  most  consecutive  wins  (12)  and 
field-goal  percentage.  La  Salle  set  an 
NCAA  free-throw  record  as  a  team  with 
a  79.8%  (479-600)  and  was  named  to  the 
AP  Top  20  Poll  several  times  during  the 
season. 

Junior  Tracey  Sneed  led  the  Ex- 
plorers in  scoring  with  a  16.7  ppg  aver- 
age and  became  just  the  second  La  Salle 
woman  in  history  to  score  over  500 
points  in  a  season.  The  MAAC  Player- 
of-the-Year,  Sneed  also  averaged  a 
team-high  7.6  rebounds  per  game  and 
was  the  No.  1  free-throw  shooter  in  the 
nation  among  NCAA  Division  I  women 
with  a  91.5%   (151-165). 

Named  Co-MVP  of  the  1987-88  team 
with  Sneed  was  senior  co-captain 
Cheryl  Reeve.  Reeve,  who  was  also 
named  to  the  MAAC  and  Big  5  All- 
Academic  Teams,  received  the  MAAC 
Scholar-Athlete  Scholarship  for 
women's  basketball.  A  12.5  ppg  scorer 
as  a  senior,  Reeve  retires  with  her 
name  among  the  top  10  in  nearly  every 
career  category.  A  First  Team  All- 
MAAC  selection,  Reeve  has  started 
more  games  (110)  than  any  woman  in  La 
Salle  history. 

The  men's  soccer  team's  bid  for  sole 
possession  of  the  MAAC  Champion- 
ships was  spoiled  by  one  goal.  The  Ex- 
plorers lost  at  Army  1-0,  giving  up  that 
goal  on  a  corner  kick  with  just  2:15  gone 
in  the  game.  La  Salle  went  5-0  in  its 
remaining  MAAC  games  to  tie  with  For- 
dham and  Army  for  the  crown.  It  was 
La  Salle's  fourth  soccer  championship 
in  five  years,  and  the  first  for  Coach  Pat 
Farrell.  Chris  Vaughan  led  the  11-6-2 
(overall)  Explorers  with  13  points, 
while  sophomore  Paul  Centofanti 
proved  stellar  in  goal,  recording  a  1.12 
goals-against  average  and  84.7%  save 
percentage. 

La  Salle's  four-year  hold  on  the 
MAAC  men's  swimming  championship 
fell   by  the  wayside  in  1988  as  Army

captured  the  team  title  in  its  home  pool. 
The  Explorers  finished  second  in  both 
the  men's  and  women's  team  races, 
while  three  individuals  received  the 
Outstanding  Swimmer  Awards.  Barb 
Leutner,  winner  of  the  200  free,  500  free 
and  100  butterfly  while  finishing  second 
in  the  1650  free  to  take  the  women's 
honors.  Jeff  Gershe  and  Eric  Buhain 
each  won  three  individual  events  to  tie 
with  Army's  Coll  Haddon  for  High  Point 
Award  among  the  men. 

"We  were  sorry  to  see  our  string  of 
championships  end,"  Head  Coach  John 
Lyons  said.  "But  our  women's  team  cer- 
tainly made  a  run  at  Army.  We  got 
outstanding  performances  from  several 
swimmers,  including  the  three  that  won 
the  Most  Valuable  swimmers." 

1  n  her  second  season  at  the  helm  of 
La  Salle's  women's  soccer  team,  Coach 
Betty  Ann  Kempf  took  the  Explorers  to 
a  winning  record.  Sparked  by  two 
outstanding  freshman  scorers,  La  Salle 
posted  a  10-9  mark.  Lisa  McDermott  and 
Meg  Cardie  led  the  team  with  42  and  31 
points,  respectively. 

John  Schwab  became  the  first  Ex- 
plorer to  win  a  Big  Five  cross  country 
individual  championship  when  he 
raced  to  a  26:15  victory  at  Fairmount 
Park's  Belmont  Plateau.  Schwab's  sec- 
ond place  in  the  Collegiate  Track  Con- 
ference race  also  helped  La  Salle  de- 
fend its  CTC  title  at  Van  Courtlandt 
Park. 

Andrea  Schwind  led  the  Explorer 
women  in  both  cross  country  and  track 
and  field.  Schwind  finished  second  in 
the  First  Annual  La  Salle  Cross  Country 
Invitational  and  was  third  at  the  CTC 
meet.  Schwind  set  school  records  in  the 
1500  and  3000  during  the  track  season 
and  represented  the  school  at  the  pres- 
tigious Dogwood  Relays. 

Senior  Barrv  Pelrachenko  and  junior 


Steve  O'Donnell  paced  the  La  Salle 
baseball  team  to  a  24-14  overall  record 
and  second  place  in  the  MAAC.  Petra- 
chenko  ended  his  four-year  career  with 
a  .405  average  after  batting  a  team-lead- 
ing .401  in  1988.  O'Donnell  led  the  team 
in  home  runs  with  nine  and  batted  .393. 

The  Explorer  Softball  team  finished 
second  in  the  MAAC  and  turned  in  an 
overall  record  of  14-27  with  Sonya 
Wilmoth,  Anne  Richards  and  Maureen 
Carroll  receiving  First  Team  All-MAAC 
honors.  Richards  also  led  the  Explorers 
to  a  7-11-3  field  hockey  record  as  she 
finished  as  the  team's  leading  scorer. 

Also  taking  second  in  the  MAAC  was 
the  La  Salle  volleyball  team  led  by 
hard-hitting  Gayle  Gumkowski  and  the 
Explorer  golf  team,  which  finished  with 
an  overall  record  of  11-3.  The  golf  team 
also  received  the  school's  first  at-large 
bid  to  the  Eastern  Regional  Cham- 
pionships where  it  finished  10th.  In  ten- 
nis, La  Salle's  men's  team  recorded  a 
9-3  mark,  led  by  sophomore  Darryl 
Mack's  11-1  singles  record.  The  wom- 
en's tennis  team  was  1-10.  La  Salle's  9-4 
wrestling  team  was  represented  at  the 
NCAA  Eastern  Regionals  with  Shannon 
Watson  becoming  the  first  Explorer  to 
win  a  match  at  that  meet.

La  Salle  To  Offer  MBA  Program  at  Delaware  Valley  College 


La  Salle  University  will  offer  a  Mas- 
ter's Degree  Program  in  Business  Ad- 
ministration on  the  campus  of  Dela- 
ware Valley  College,  in  Doylestown, 
beginning  in  September,  1988,  it  was  an- 
nounced by  the  presidents  of  both  in- 
stitutions. Brother  Patrick  Ellis.  F.S.C., 
of  La  Salle,  and  William  H.  Rorer.  III. 
of  Delaware  Valley. 

Under  the  unprecedented  joint 
agreement,  faculty  from  both  institu- 
tions will  offer  the  graduate  level 
courses  on  Delaware  Valley's  campus, 
located  at  Route  202  and  New  Britain 
Road,  using  the  Doylestown  college's 
classroom,  library,  computing,  and 
cafeteria  facilities. 

A  minimum  of  15  MBA  level  courses 
will  be  offered  in  the  evening  over  the 
first  few  years  of  the  program.  It  is  an- 
ticipated that  students  will  eventually 
be  able  to  complete  all  requirements 
for  the  master's  degree  on  the  Delaware 
Valley  College  campus. 

Gregory  O.  Bruce,  former  director  of 
graduate  business  programs  at  La  Salle, 
said  that  the  joint  venture  with  Dela- 
ware Valley  College  is  in  response  to  a 
definite  need  for  an  MBA  Program 
serving  central  Bucks  County,  as  well  as 
parts  of  Montgomery  and  Lehigh  Coun- 
ties in  Pennsylvania  and  the  Princeton 
and  central  New  Jersey  areas. 

"La  Salle  and  Delaware  Valley  Col- 
lege will  now  be  able  to  provide  a  quali- 
ty graduate  business  program  in  a  real 
campus  environment  in  an  area  of  sig- 
nificant corporate  growth,"  added 
George  F.  West,  associate  dean  for  busi- 
ness at  Delaware  Valley  College. 
"There  is  a  definite  need  for  suburban 
residents  to  be  able  to  complete  gradu- 
ate studies  nearby  their  places  of  resi- 
dence and  employment."

Mellon  Professor  in  the  Humanities  at 
Boston  University,  received  honorary- 
doctor  of  laws  degrees. 

Burns,  a  recently-retired  Major  Gen- 
eral in  the  U.S.  Army,  was  sponsored 
for  his  degree  by  Dr.  Henry  DeVincent, 
a  prominent  local  orthopedic  surgeon. 
James  J.  Binns,  a  Philadelphia  attorney, 
sponsored  Governor  Casey,  while  Dr. 
Barbara  Millard,  professor  of  English 
and  president  of  La  Salle  University's 
Faculty  Senate,  sponsored  Wiesel.  Dr. 
DeVincent  and  Mr.  Binns  are  both 
trustees  of  La  Salle. 

La  Salle  Universitv's  Brother  Presi- 
dent Patrick  Ellis,  F.S.C.,  Ph.D..  con- 
ferred bachelor's  degrees  on  984  men 
and  women  including  241  Evening 
Division  students.  Another  155  men  and

Burns,  a  1954  graduate  of  La  Salle 
where  he  majored  in  French  literature, 
was  recently  confirmed  by  the  U.S. 
Senate  to  replace  Kenneth  L.  Adelman 
as  director  of  the  Arms  Control  and  Dis- 
armament Agency.  He  also  holds  a  mas- 
ter's degree  in  international  relations 
from  the  Woodrow  Wilson  School  of 
Public  and  International  Affairs  at 
Princeton  University. 

During  his  Army  career.  Burns  held 
a  wide  variety  of  important  command 
and  staff  positions.  Before  being  named 
to  the  arms  control  post,  he  was  deputy 
assistant  secretary  for  arms  control,  Bu- 
reau of  Politico-Military  Affairs.  De- 
partment of  State.  From  1981  to  1984. 
and  again  from  February  1985  to  De- 
cember 1986,  he  served  as  the  senior 
military  member  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of 
Staff  delegation  to  the  Intermediate 
Range  Nuclear  Forces  negotiations  with 
the  Soviet  Union  in  Geneva,  Switzer- 
land, where  he  helped  negotiate  the 
new  treaty  banning  medium  and 
shorter-range  missiles. 

Burns,  who  has  won  a  number  of 
awards  and  decorations  including  the 
Defense  Distinguished  Service  Medal, 
Defense  Superior  Service  Medal,  and 
the  Legion  of  Merit,  also  served  as 
deputy  commander,  United  States 
Army  War  College,  in  Carlisle.  Pa. 

Governor  Casey,  who  was  inaug- 
urated on  Jan.  20,  1987.  grew  up  in 
Scranton  and  graduated  cum  laude 
from  Holy  Cross  College.  After  receiv- 
ing a  law  degree  from  George  Washing- 
ton University,  he  practiced  law  in 
Washington,  D.C..  then  in  Scranton 
where  he  began  to  take  an  active  pari 
in  political  and  civic  affairs  in  Lack- 
awanna  Countv. 


After  serving  in  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Senate  from  1963-67.  Governor 
Casey  was  first  vice  president  of  the 
Pennsvlvania  State  Constitutional  Con- 


vention in  1967-68.  He  served  as  the 
commonwealth's  auditor  general  for 
two  terms  from  1969-77. 

Casey  then  returned  to  private  law 
practice  for  ten  years  prior  to  his  elec- 
tion as  governor  where  he  remained  ac- 
tive in  Scranton  civic  affairs  as  well  as 
in  national  politics. 

Wiesel.  who  was  once  described  as 
"the  spiritual  archivist  of  the  holo- 
caust," is  believed  to  have  been  the  first 
to  use  the  term  "holocaust"  to  describe 
the  killing  of  some  six  million  Jews  by 
the  X'azis.  Having  also  spoken  out  for 
the  civil  rights  of  such  groups  as  South 
Africa's  black  population,  the  "boat 
people"  of  Indochina,  the  Miskito  In- 
dians of  Nicaragua,  Argentine  political 
prisoners,  and  Soviet  Jewery,  he  was 
awarded  the  1986  Nobel  Peace  Prize. 

A  survivor  of  concentration  camps  in 
Auschwitz  and  Buchenwald  which 
claimed  the  lives  of  his  mother,  father, 
and  younger  sister,  Wiesel  eventually 
settled  in  France  after  the  war.  He  later 
studied  literature,  philosophy,  and  psy- 
chology at  the  Sorbonne  before  becom- 
ing a  U.S.  citizen  in  1957. 

Wiesel.  who  was  convinced  that  the 
purpose  of  his  survival  was  "to  give  tes- 
timony, to  bear  witness."  vowed  to  re- 
main silent  about  the  holocaust  for  ten

The  following  are  the  remarks  pre- 
pared by  Pennsylvania  Governor 
Robert  P.  Casey  at  La  Salle's  125th 
Commencement: 

I  am  grateful  for  the  opportunity  to 
be  here  today.  La  Salle  University  is 
a  true  Pennsylvania  treasure,  char- 
tered by  the  Commonwealth  125 
years  ago.  For  more  than  a  century, 
the  destinies  of  thousands  of  our 
young  people  have  been  shaped  by 
La  Salle's  devotion  to  excellence  in 
teaching  and  by  an  abiding  concern 
for  individual  and  ultimate  values. 

This  degree  is  an  honor,  but  the 
honor  is  not  really  mine.  Instead,  I 
believe  the  honor  here  today  is  to  a 
spiritual  power  and  an  intellectual 
process  greater  than  any  one  of  the 
individuals  gathered  here. 

To  General  Burns,  the  honor  is  to 
the  patient  pursuit  of  peace.  To  Elie 
Wiesel.  the  honor  is  to  the  survival 
of  the  human  spirit.  And  for  your 
governor,  the  honor  is  to  this  state's 
progress  in  building  a  Common- 
wealth worthy  of  our  people  and  our 
past. 

We  lire  doing  it  by  joining  the  pub- 
lic and  private  sectors  together  in  a 
historic  partnership  to  promote  the 
common    good,    to    strengthen    our 


economy,  to  educate  our  children,  to 
reclaim  our  environment  from  years 
of  neglect. 

At  my  inaugural  nearly  18  months 
ago.  I  said  Pennsylvania  was  like  a 
family.  Since  then,  like  a  good  fam- 
ily, we've  grown  strong  and  com- 
passionate, staying  together,  working 
together,  moving  toward  the  future 
together.  And,  like  any  good  family, 
we're  leaving  no  one  out  and  no  one 
behind. 

Today,  as  we  celebrate  the  1,240 
members  of  the  La  Salle  family  who 
are  receiving  degrees,  we  honor  the 
graduates'  dedication  to  the  present 
and  enthusiasm  for  the  future.  It  is 
their  human  potential  that  is  being 
honored  here  today   as  well. 

We  are  all  members  of  an  ex- 
traordinary extended  family.  If  one 
of  us  triumphs,  we  all  triumph.  If  one 
of  us  suffers,  we  all  suffer.  It's  bj 
sharing  each  other's  joys  and  sor- 
rows that  we  all  endure. 

As  you  leave  this  wonderful  center 
of  learning,  may  you  be  guided  In  a 
balance  between  your  private  goals 
and  your  public  spirit.  And  may  you 
uphold  always  the  enduring  values 
oi  family,  community  and  concern 
for  one  another. 
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\  cars.  Since  1958  when  he  described  his 
experiences  in  his  first  book.  The  Sight, 
however.  Wiesel  has  published  more 
than  three  dozen  books  or  memoirs, 
novels,  essays  and  plays  primarily  cen- 
tering on  Jewish  themes.  He  has  re- 
ceived scores  of  literary  awards  and 
honorary  degrees  including  the  Con- 
gressional Gold  Medal  of  Achievement 
from  President  Reagan  in  recognition  of 
his  leadership  as  chairman  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  Holocaust  Memorial  Council 
and  his  work  in  advancing  human 
rights.

Secretary  of  Health 

Urges  "Quality  Care" 

at  Holroyd  Lecture 

Calling  medicine  "a  highly  sophisti- 
cated, technological  enterprise,"  Otis  R. 
Bowen.  M.D..  the  Secretary  of  Health 
and  Human  Services,  urged  Americans 
to  "come  to  a  better  appreciation  of  ex- 
actly what  we  mean  by"  quality  care, 
at  La  Salle  Univeristy's  ninth  annual 
Holroyd  Lecture  on  April  29,  in  the  Dan 
Rodden  Theatre  on  campus. 

Dr.  Bowen  was  appointed  to  Presi- 
dent Reagan's  Cabinet  in  1985  to  direct 
the  nation's  major  health,  welfare,  food 
and  drug  safety,  medical  research,  and 
income  security  programs. 

In  his  lecture  at  La  Salle,  the  former 
governor  of  Indiana  discussed  "Health 
Care  at  the  Crossroads"  and  addressed 
some  of  the  major  challenges  facing  the 
health  care  and  human  welfare  sectors 
today. 

"If  the  medicine  of  the  future  is  to 
truly  reach  that  exalted  state  that  we 
call  'quality  care,'  "  said  Bowen.  "it 
must  begin  paying  more  attention  to  the 
art  as  well  as  the  science  of  the  calling. 
The  art  of  medicine  is  the  caring  part. 
It  involves  the  doctor-patient  relation- 
ship and  is  that  part  of  the  process  most 
appreciated  by  the  patient  and  the  fam- 
ily. Also,  it  is  too  often  ignored  by  the 
strictly  scientific  approach  of  doctors 
whose  training  has  been  dominated  by 
technological  know-how  rather  than 
dealing  with  people." 

A  question  that  needs  to  be  ad- 
dressed, said  Bowen  is:  how  can  we 
measure  whether  a  good  result  or  bad 
result  is  due  to  the  use  or  misuse  of 
science  and  art? 

"Both  clearly  play  a  role,  but  how  do 
we  measure  their  proportionate  value?

An  accurate  answer  is  not  at  hand.  But 
increasingly.  I  think  these  questions 
will  be  asked  by  patients.  As  the  ex- 
pense of  today's  medicine  mounts  and 
begins  to  pinch  private  purses  and  pub- 
lic budgets,  people  will  want  to  know 
whether  what  they  are  getting  is  worth 
the  price." 

Bowen  explained  that  the  United 
States  now  devotes  more  than  11  9V  of  its 
national  product  to  health  care  and  pre- 
dicted that  this  figure  could  rise  to  15 
or  1691   by  the  year  2000. 

"Since  1980  alone."  he  added,  "we 
have  had  a  20rV  increase  in  the  propor- 
tion of  GXP  devoted  to  health.  How 
long  can  this  go  on?  Corporate  America 
can't  afford  it.  Government  can't  afford 
it.  and.  as  cost  sharing  by  patients  in- 
creases, individuals  may  come  to  the 
same  realization. 

"A  tolerable  future  must  begin  with 
finding  ways  to  manage  costs  without 
doing  damage  to  the  quality  of  care." 

Immediately  after  Dr.  Bowen's  lec- 
ture, the  Holroyd  Award  for  distin- 
guished service  to  health  professions 
was  presented  to  Edward  Stemmler, 
M.D.,  '50,  executive  vice  president  and 
dean  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
School  of  Medicine.  Dr.  Stemmler  de- 
livered the  first  Holroyd  Lecture  in 
1980. 

The  Holroyd  Lecture  is  held  annually 
to  honor  the  memory  of  the  late  Dr. 
Roland  Holroyd.  professor  emeritus 
and  founder  of  the  Biology  Department 
at  La  Salle  where  he  taught  for  53  years. 
The  event  is  co-sponsored  by  the  uni- 
versity's School  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
and  Alumni  Medical  Association. 

Previous  Holroyd  Lecturers  at  La 
Salle  have  included  C.  Everett  Koop, 
surgeon  general  of  the  United  States; 
Thomas  E.  Starzl,  chief  of  surgery  at 
the  University  of  Pittsburgh  Medical 
School  and  a  well-known  pioneer  in 
liver   transplantation:   Michael   E.   De- 


Bakey,  chancellor  of  Baylor  College  of 
Medicine  who  is  noted  for  treatment  of 
cardiovascular  diseases,  and  Robert  C. 
Gallo.  a  pioneer  in  the  research  of 
causes  of  leukemia  and  AIDS.

Expressing  deep  appreciation  to  The 
Honorable  Walter  H.  Annenberg,  presi- 
dent of  the  Annenberg  School,  former 
ambassador  to  the  Court  of  Saint  James, 
and  prominent  publisher,  for  the  "ex- 
traordinarily generous"  gift,  Brother 
Mollenhauer  said  that  the  contribution 
would  have  a  significant  impact  on 
Phase  II  of  La  Salle's  Campaign  for  the 
'80's.  So  far,  the  university  has  received 
more  than  S26  million  in  total  gifts, 
grants  and  pledges. 

As  a  result  of  such  generosity,  said 
Brother  Mollenhauer,  the  university 
will  be  able  to  implement  its  master 
plan  for  campus  development  and  aug- 
ment its  commitment  to  new  and  im- 
proved academic  programs,  particu- 
larly in  the  modern  communications 
discipline  and  faculty  development. 

Scholars  Praise 

Durability  and  Success  of 

U.S.  Constitution 

A  group  of  constitutional  scholars 
presented  a  variety  of  reasons  for  the 
unprecedented  endurance  and  success 
of  the  L'.S.  Constitution  at  a  panel  dis-

cussion  held  on  December  11,  at  Olney 
Hall  on  campus. 

Offering  a  "Comparative  Perspective 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  Unit-ed  States" 
at  the  panel  sponsored  by  the  Ukrai- 
nian Congress  Committee — Ukrainian 
Community  of  Greater  Philadelphia, 
Inc.,  each  speaker  agreed  that  the  man- 
ner in  which  individual  governments 
interpret  their  Constitution  has  a  sig- 
nificant —  and  often  devastat- 
ing— impact  on  the  citizens  of  a  particu- 
lar country. 

"Some  governments  interpret  their 
Constitution  the  way  they  see  fit,"  said 
Jaroslav  Bilinsky,  professor  of  political 
science  at  the  University  of  Delaware, 
who  discussed  the  Constitution  of  the 
Ukrainian  SSR  at  the  panel  discussion 
which  was  held  in  conjunction  with 
"We  The  People  200." 

"During  my  research  I  found  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Soviet  Union  to  be  an 
extremely  generous,  liberal  document." 
added  Leonid  Rudnytzky,  professor  of 
German  and  Slavic  languages  at  La 
Salle  and  the  chairman  of  the  panel  dis- 
cussion. "The  Soviet  Constitution,  for 
example,  provides  for  religious  free- 
dom. It  sounds  magnificent.  But  in  the 
final  analysis,  it's  what  we  do  with  a 
Constitution;  how  we  implement  it  is 
what  really  counts." 

To  prove  his  point,  Rudnytzky  quoted 
Article  50  of  the  Soviet  Constitution, 
which  may  be  considered  the  equiva- 
lent of  our  First  Amendment: 

"In  accordance  with  the  interests  of 
the  people  and  in  order  to  strengthen 
and  develop  the  socialist  system,  citi- 
zens of  the  U.S.S.R.  are  guaranteed 
freedom  of  speech,  of  the  press,  and  of 


assembly,  meetings,  street  processions 
and  of  demonstration." 

He  also  quoted  Article  52  which  reads 
as  follows: 

"Citizens  of  the  U.S.S.R.  are  guaran- 
teed freedom  of  conscience,  that  is,  the 
right  to  profess  or  not  to  profess  any 
religion,  and  to  conduct  religious 
worship  or  atheistic  propanganda." 

According  to  Rudnytzky,  both  of 
these  Article  are,  as  one  KGB  man  told 
a  dissident,  "for  export  only."  and  not 
for  internal  use. 

Other  participants  included  Volody- 
myr Bandera,  professor  of  economics  at 
Temple  University,  who  discussed  "Na- 
tional and  Economic  Rights  Under  the 
Soviet  Constitution";  Robert  J.  Court- 
ney, professor  of  political  science  at  La 
Salle  University  ("The  Magna  Carta 
and  the  U.S.  Constitution"),  and  Vasyl 
Kalvnovvch,  chairman  of  the  political 
science  department  at  Dominican  Col- 
lege ("Rus'ka  Pravda  and  the  U.S.  Con- 
stitution"). 

Kalvnovvch  explained  how  the  entire 
history  of  Constitutions  reflects  "the 
struggle  to  limit  the  powers  of  the  mon- 
archy, governments  who  ruled  by  di- 
vine right,  and  for  the  expansion  of  the 
people's  rights  and  liberties." 

The  American  Constitution,  Kalvno- 
vvch added,  not  only  embraced  this  aim 
but  liberally  enhanced  it,  "as  James 
Madison  said,  'to  prevent  tyranny  and 
to  preserve  the  liberty  of  the  people.'  " 

Kalvnovvch  said  that  scholars  still 
don't  agree  on  many  parts  of  Rus'ka 
Pravda  because  the  original  copy  of  this 
document  has  not  survived  over  the 
years.  Since  it  was  drafted  in  the  11th 
century,  it  is  believed  that  at  least  12 


separate  (and  different)  copies  were 
made,  mostly  from  the  12th  to  14th  cen- 
turies. 

"Many  scholars  believe  that  the 
people  who  copied  these  documents 
usually  added  their  own  ideas," 
Kalvnovvch  explained. 

Despite  the  gap  of  700  years  between 
the  drafting  of  Rus'ka  Pravda  and  the 
U.S.  Constitution,  Kalvnovvch  said  that 
there  are  still  similarities.  Both  docu- 
ments are  concerned  with  the  protec- 
tion of  human  life,  property,  and  digni- 
ty, but  they  approach  it  differently.  The 
Slavic  Constitution,  for  example,  pro- 
vides heavy  penalties  for  physical  at- 
tacks against  a  person  while  the  U.S. 
Constitution  protects  a  person's  dignity 
from  a  standpoint  of  defamation,  as  in- 
dicated by  the  First  Amendment. 

"In  my  view,"  added  Professor 
Bandera,  who  compared  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  LI.S.S.R.  with  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States  from  an  eco- 
nomic standpoint,  "the  key  ingredient 
for  the  success  of  the  U.S.  Constitution 
is  the  freedom  of  its  people  and  a  natu- 
ral commitment  for  liberty  and  individ- 
ual dignity.  Because  of  its  Communistic 
form  of  government,  the  Soviet  Con- 
stitution leaves  economic  rights  and 
fundamental  human  rights  unpro- 
tected." 

In  addition  to  the  fact  that  the  Ameri- 
can Constitution  is  the  basic  law  of 
American  government,  added  Bandera, 
most  constitutional  experts  have  felt 
since  early  in  the  20th  century  that  the 
American  Constitution  was  primarily 
an  economic  document.  Because  of  the 
Soviet  Union's  totally-planned,  state- 
owned  economy,  economic  rights  in 
that  nation  are  trivial. 

"In  effect,"  Bandera  explained,  "a 
right  to  a  job  in  the  Soviet  Union  means 
a  compulsion  to  work  for  the  state. 
People  (there)  can't  unite'in  labor  un- 
ions or  bargain  for  working  conditions 
and  wages." 

Professor  Bilinsky  said  that  it  is  "not 
possible  to  meaningfully  compare  the 
U.S.  Constitution  with  that  of  the  Ukrai- 
nian SSR,"  but  added  that  unlike  Pre- 
ambles to  the  American  and  French 
Constitutions,  the  Soviet  Ukrainian 
makes  "an  attempt  to  present  the  de- 
sired as  the  achieved"  and  includes 
many  hollow  claims  in  regards  to  the 
rights  of  citizens. 

"In  a  kind  of  a  shameful  after- 
thought," he  explained,  the  Soviet 
Ukranian  Constitution  provides  for 
education  with  Ukrainian  as  the  official 
language  of  instruction,  "an  unreal 
claim,  especially  in  larger  cities  some 
where  there  is  not  a  single  school  of 
Ukrainian  language  to  be  found." 

Miroslav  Labunka,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  history  at  La  Salle,  delivered 
a  brief  commentary  after  the  presen- 
tation   and    reiterated    that    America's 
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Constitution  is  a  "living"  document  and 
must,  like  all  Constitutions,  "grow 
through  the  years." 

Quoting  James  Madison,  Professor 
Labunka  added, "I  hope  that  the  Con- 
stitution will  be  eternal  and  I  think  that 
this  has  happened  to  the  U.S.  Constitu- 
tion." 

In  the  afternoon  session  which  was 
chaired  by  Labunka,  Dr.  Jaroslav 
Padoch.  President  of  the  Schevchenko 
Scientific  Society,  U.S.A.,  drew  several 
meaningful  parallels  between  the  U.S. 
Constitution  and  the  Constitution  of  the 
Ukrainian  Cossack  State,  while  Bilinsky 
analyzed  the  1918  Constitution  of  the 
Ukrainian  Xational  Republic. 

The  Conference  yielded  much  insight 
into  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States.  According  to  Robert  Courtney, 
the  delegates  to  the  Constitutional  Con- 
vention "wrote  a  Constitution  that  has 
stood  the  test  of  time — it  is  not  the  same 
document  as  written  in  1787 — it  is  the 
document  of  1987.  They  wrote  what  is 
today  the  oldest  written  constitution 
still  in  actual  operation.  That  is  what 
they  did  and  that  is  worth  celebrating." 

Building  Blocks  Marks 
15th  Anniversary 

On  any  given  day  during  the  past  15 
years  a  walk  through  La  Salle's  main 
campus  could  include  the  pleasant  sight 
of  children  playing. 

These  children  are  members  of  La 
Salle's  own  campus  day  care  facility. 
Building  Blocks  Child  Development 
Center.  Founded  in  1973  by  La  Salle 
faculty  and  students,  with  assistance 
from  the  university.  Building  Blocks  is 
marking  it's  15th  Anniversary  this  year. 

Located  in  one  of  the  converted  stone 
houses  facing  Clarkson  Street,  Building 
Blocks  cares  for  60  children,  ages  15 
months  to  5  years,  from  La  Salle  and  the 
surrounding  community.  The  center 
also  serves  as  a  demonstration  and  re- 
search resource  for  students  and  fac- 
ulty from  university  departments  such 
as  education  and  nursing. 

With  a  staff  of  twelve  teachers  and  a 
director,  the  center  has  a  curriculum 
based  on  the  developmental  learning 
model.  The  children  are  broken  into 
groups  by  age  and  their  curriculum  is 
usually  determined  on  a  theme  basis. 

According  to  Lisa  Schiller,  director  of 
Building  Blocks,  "the  philosophy  is  to 
give  the  children  a  range  of  choices,  a 
structured  environment  but  one  where 
they  also  have  a  say  in  what  they  do." 

Although  day  care  centers  such  as 
this  are  not  unusual  on  today's  cam- 
puses. 15  years  ago  when  Building 
Blocks  first  opened.  La  Salle  was 
unique  among  area  colleges  in  its  sup- 
port of  the  center. 

Schiller  commends  the  university  for 
its  foresight. 


"We're  a  progressive  institution,"  she 
explained.  "Look  how  long  La  Salle  has 
supported  day  care.  The  university 
underwrites  all  the  significant  building 
costs,  and  we  pay  for  the  cosmetic  costs. 
If  we  had  to  pay  market  prices  for  re- 
pairs, we'd  either  have  fewer  good 
teachers  or  higher  tuition. 

"We're  grateful  to  the  university  for 
its  support.  We  don't  really  have  to 
struggle  and  that  makes  us  fortunate. 
With  La  Salle's  help  we  can  guarantee 
a  quality  program  at  reasonable  costs." 

As  for  the  future,  Schiller  hopes  to 
continue  the  center's  relationship  with 
La  Salle  and  to  continue  growing.  She'd 
also  like  to  look  into  providing  infant 
care,  a  growing  need  in  today's  society. 
However  that  would  require  more 
space  and  staff. 

"We're  filled  to  capacity  right  now 
and  we  have  a  waiting  list.  That  keeps 
us  busy,"  she  said. 

"I  do.  however,  see  an  increasing 
need  for  infant  care  in  the  future.  We 
just  don't  have  the  physical  space  to 
provide  that  right  now.  But  it  could  be 
a  good  opportunity  to  get  Germantown 
Hospital  involved  by  starting  an  infant 
facility  in  their  space. 

"Right  now  that's  just  an  idea,  but 
who  knows,  look  how  we've  grown  in 
the  last  15  years."

Charles  V.  Kelly 

The  university  lost  three  distin- 
guished members  of  its  faculty  and 
staff  during  the  spring. 

Charles  V.  Kelly,  an  English  pro- 
fessor at  La  Salle  for  more  than  40 
years,  passed  away  at  his  home  in 
center  city  Philadelphia  on  March 
10.  He  was  72. 

Kelly  retired  from  full  time 
teaching  at  La  Salle  in  1985  with  the 
title  of  professor  emeritus.  He 
served  as  chairman  of  the  English 
Department  from  1964  until  1978, 
then  served  as  chairman  of  the  Eve- 
ning Division  English  Department 
from  1978  until  last  May  (1987).  He 
continued  teaching  on  a  part-time 
basis  this  semester. 

Kelly,  who  joined  the  La  Salle 
staff  in  1947,  won  the  Lindback 
Award  for  distinguished  teaching  in 
1962.  A  prominent  campus  leader  as 
well  as  a  gifted  teacher,  he  served 
as  chairman  of  the  Governance 
Committee  which  organized  the 
Faculty  Senate  on  campus,  then 
served  as  president  of  the  Senate. 
He  was  also  editor  of  Four  Quar- 
ters, the  university's  highly-respect- 
ed literary  magazine. 

Kelly  served  as  an  officer  in  the 
U.S.  Army  Air  Corps  during  World 
War  II.  He  was  called  back  into  the 
Air  Force  again  during  the  Korean 
War  and  rose  to  the  rank  of  Lieuten- 
ant Colonel.  He  graduated  from  St. 
Joseph's  College  in  1936  and  from 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  with 
a  master  of  arts  degree  in  English 
in  1939. 

When  Kelly  retired  from  full  time 
teaching  in  1985,  a  Student  Lounge 
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near  the  English  Department  of- 
fices in  Olney  Hall  on  campus  was 
named  in  his  honor. 

Kelly  is  survived  by  his  sister, 
Mrs.  Mary  K.  Daly,  secretary  to  La 
Salle's  Dean  of  Arts  and  Sciences, 
two  nieces  and  a  nephew. 

Mass  of  Christian  Burial  was  held 
on  March  14  at  St.  Bridget's  Church, 
3667  Midvale  Ave.  Burial  was  in 
Holy  Sepulchre  Cemetery. 

Dr.  Joseph  C.  Mihalich,  a  pro- 
fessor of  philosophy  at  La  Salle  for 
31  years,  died  on  March  25  at  his 
home  in  Chestnut  Hill. 

Mihalich,  who  served  a  few 
terms  as  chairman  of  the  Phi- 
losophy Department,  was  a  1964  re- 
cipient of  a  Lindback  Award  for 
distinguished  teaching. 

A  former  minor  league  baseball 
player  in  the  New  York  Yankees 
system — and  a  roommate  of  Whitey 
Ford,  Mihalich  developed  one  of 
the  most  popular  and  unique 
courses  at  La  Salle,  "Philosophy  of 
Sport."  He  also  chaired  La  Salle's 
Faculty  Athletic  Committee  and 
represented  the  university  at 
NCAA  Conventions. 

Active  in  the  American  Catholic 
Philosophical  Association,  Miha- 
lich was  the  author  of  numerous 
articles  and  books  including  Sports 
&  Athletics,  Philosophy  in  Action, 
and  Existentialism  &■  Thomism. 

Mihalich  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
Dolores,  daughters  Mary  Beth  Bry- 
ers,  Dolores  Webster,  and  Martha; 
sons  Joseph,  an  assistant  basketball 
coach  al  the  university;  Matthew, 
and  John,  and  three  grandchildren.

Dr.  Joseph  James  Sprissler,  who 
served  for  many  years  as  the  chief 
financial  officer  at  La  Salle  Univer- 
sity, died  on  May  17  at  Sacred  Heart 
Manor,  in  Germantown,  after  a  long 
illness.  He  was  79. 

Dr.  Sprissler  played  a  major  role 
in  the  development  of  what  was 
then  known  as  La  Salle  College.  He 
helped  to  start  La  Salle's  School  of 
Business  Administration  and  Eve- 
ning Division  (serving  as  the  first 
dean  of  the  latter),  and  was  later 
named  La  Salle's  first  vice  presi- 
dent for  business  affairs. 

When  Dr.  Sprissler  retired  in 
June,  1976  after  almost  40  years  of 
service,  he  was  praised  by  the  then 
president  of  La  Salle,  Brother 
Daniel  Burke,  F.S.C.,  Ph.D.,  as  a 
dedicated  teacher,  a  creative  in- 
novator, a  perceptive  businessman, 
and  a  gifted  administrator.  He  was, 
added  Brother  Burke,  "a  man  of 
practical  wisdom  of  a  very  human 
wit  and  of  warm  generosity." 

Educated  in  Philadelphia's  dioce- 
san schools  and  at  the  Wharton 
School  of  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania, Sprissler  joined  La  Salle's 
faculty  in  1932  and  helped  to  start 
the  School  of  Business  Adminis- 
tration in  which  he  also  taught.  In 
1934,  he  organized  the  Masque,  the 
undergraduate  dramatic  society 
which  continues  today  to  be  a 
flourishing  student  activitv  on  cam- 
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pus.  In  1936,  with  the  late  Dr. 
Roland  Holroyd  he  co-founded  the 
Alpha  Epsilon  Honor  Society. 

At  the  outbreak  of  World  War  II, 
when  the  college  was  forced  to  re- 
trench because  of  declining  enroll- 
ment, Sprissler  went  to  work  in  a 
war  related  industry. 

Dr.  Sprissler  returned  to  La  Salle 
as  business  manager  and  comptrol- 
ler in  1946.  At  a  time  when  the  col- 
lege was  welcoming  hundreds  of 
veterans,  his  careful  supervision  of 
contracts  and  other  business  ven- 
tures resulted  in  a  considerable 
financial  advantage  to  the  institu- 
tion. Within  two  years,  the  debt 
under  which  the  college  had  la- 
bored for  many  years  was  com- 
pletely liquidated. 

Perhaps  Dr.  Sprissler's  most  sig- 
nificant contribution  to  the  dynam- 
ic growth  of  La  Salle  was  his  initia- 
tion of  the  Evening  School  in  1946. 
He  served  as  the  first  dean  of  the 
Evening  Division  until  1953  and 
watched  it  grow  into  one  of  the 
foremost  evening  educational  pro- 
grams in  this  area. 

Dr.  Sprissler  was  named  Vice 
president  for  business  affairs  in 
1958  and  at  the  same  time  was  ap- 
pointed financial  advisor  to  La 
Salle's  Board  of  Trustees.  He  was 
named  treasurer  of  the  Corporation 
of  La  Salle  College  in  1969  and  was 
made  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  upon  his  retirement  in 
1976. 

La  Salle  conferred  the  honorary 
degree  of  doctor  of  commercial  sci- 
ence on  Dr.  Sprissler  in  1952.  In 
1964,  he  was  designated  an  af- 
filiated member  of  the  Brothers  of 
the  Christian  Schools,  a  rare  honor- 
ary distinction  given  only  to  a  few 
lay  associates  of  the  Christian 
Brothers. 

Dr.  Sprissler  is  survived  by  his 
wife,  Miriam  E.  (Uhler):  a  son, 
Joseph  J.,  Jr.;  a  daughter,  Mrs. 
Miriam  E.  Mooney,  six  grand- 
children and  one  great-grandchild; 
by  three  brothers,  Brother  Gregory 
Paul,  F.S.C..  president  emeritus  of 
La  Salle;  Edward,  and  Bernard;  by 
three  sisters,  Mrs.  Kathleen  Du- 
beck,  Mary  Sprissler,  and  Helen 
Fanning.

William  F.  Burns,  '54.  Ihe  director  of  the  U.S.  Arms 
Control  and  Disarmament  Agency,  stood  up  in  his 
office  at  the  State  Department  in  Washington — the 
one  that  used  to  belong  to  the  Secretary  of  State — and 
pointed  to  a  newspaper  clipping  hanging  on  the  wall. 
It  was  a  copy  of  Pravda,  the  Soviet  Union's  most 
influential  daily,  and  right  there  on  the  front  page 
was  a  story  of  Bill's  appointment  by  President  Reagan 
as  the  top  advisor  to  the  President  and  the  Secretary 
of  State  on  arms  control  issues. 

Burns  smiled.  "It  doesn't  bother  me  at  all  that  The 
New  York  Times  said  (in  its  front  page  story  announc- 
ing his  appointment)  that  my  selection  confirms  that 
the  Administration's  team  on  ranking  arms  control 
officials  will  have  a  decidedly  pragmatic  cast,  or  that 
they  described  me  as  a  non-ideoiogicaJ  military  of- 
ficer," the  recently-retired  Major  General  explained. 
Then,  referring  to  the  framed  memento  hanging  on 
the  wall,  a  gift  from  some  of  his  colleagues,  he  added, 
"But  when  Pravda  says  that  I  take  more  moderate 
positions  toward  questions  of  limiting  weapons  com- 
pared with  the  hawkish  views  of  the  former  director, 
that's  something  else  again." 

Pravda's  opinions  notwithstanding,  the  soft-spoken 
graduate  of  La  Salle's  ROTC  program,  has  played  a 
significant  role  formulating  and  articulating  Ameri- 
ca's arms  control  policy.  Before  his  current  appoint- 
ment— he  was  confirmed  by  the  Senate  effective 
April  1,  Burns  was  the  top  military  advisor  who  help- 
ed negotiate  the  new  INF  Treaty  banning  medium- 
and  shorter-range  missiles.  He  accompanied  the 
President  and  Secretary  of  State  to  the  Moscow  sum- 
mil  in  June  and,  in  August,  visited  China  and  Japan 
to  advance  the  process  of  bilateral  arms  control  and 
discuss  such  problems  as  missile  proliferation. 

Burns,  who  succeeded  Kenneth  L.  Adelman  as 
Arms  Control  Director,  appears  to  have  a  low-keyed 
personality  more  suited  to  that  of  a  college  professor, 
which  some  of  his  classmates  thought  he  would  be- 
come, than  someone  who  would  make  numerous  trips 
to  Moscow  and  Geneva  to  spar  verbally  with  the 
notoriously  boisterous  Russians.  He  is  certainly  not 
olid  to  seek  the  spotlight  and  enjoys  such  a  low  profile 
that  he  quietly  declined  to  attend  the  various  "photo 
opportunity"  sessions  during  the  recent  summit  in 
Moscow  with  President  Reagan  and  Mikhail 
Gorbachev. 

Highly-respected  by  American  arms  negotiators, 
Burns  is  often  used  by  La  Salle's  Brother  President 
Patrick  Ellis  as  .in  example  "of  how  a  military  career 
can  conduce  to  the  peace  of  the  world"  in  replying 
in  i. rilics  who  tend  to  equate  Ihe  military  with  vio- 
lence and  aggression.  "Mr.  Burns  has  clearly  com- 
mitted  his  energies  and  his  career  to  the  arduous  lask 
of  peace-making,"  Brother  Patrick  added,  "often 
amidst  a  culture  thai  sees  less  clearly  than  he  does, 
hiii  with  total  loyally  and  professionalism." 

A  native  of  Scranton,  Pa.,  Burns  moved  to  Philadel- 


phia with  his  family  when  his  late  father,  William  H., 
a  roommate  of  famed  sports  columnist  Walter  "Red" 
Smith  at  Notre  Dame,  joined  the  editorial  staff  of  the 
old  Philadelphia  Record.  Indeed,  when  young  Bill 
enrolled  at  La  Salle  as  a  French  Literature  major  in 
1950,  he  appeared  destined  to  follow  in  his  father's 
journalistic  footsteps  or,  perhaps,  pursue  a  career  as 
an  attorney. 

It  was,  in  fact,  one  of  Bill's  French  professors,  Dr. 
John  A.  Guischard,  '39,  who  has  since  become  a  priest 
in  the  Diocese  of  Burlington,  Vt.,  who  encouraged  him 
to  join  La  Salle's  fledgling  Army  Reserve  Officers 
Training  Corps  and  consider  a  military  career.  Also 
influential,  says  Burns,  was  the  ROTC's  first  com- 
manding officer,  Lt.  Col.  James  F.  Unger. 

"I  was  one  of  the  early  supporters  of  ROTC,"  re- 
calls Father  Guischard  who  is  now  the  pastor  of  Our 
Lady  of  Fatima  Church  in  Wilmington,  Vt.  "I  was 
always  very  favorably  impressed  with  Bill.  He  had  a 
determination  about  him  and  I  admired  the  way  he 
handled  things.  He  was  a  little  on  the  quiet  side,  but 
he  had  a  great  presence  and  he  was  able  to  work  well 
with  people.  He  was  soft-spoken,  but  he  was  nobody's 
pushover.  When  Bill  said  something,  you  knew  it  was 
worth  saying.  People  always  respected  him  for  his 
leadership.  When  he  decided  to  go  into  the  military, 
I  knew  that  he  would  go  up  the  ladder  quickly." 

D  urns,  who  has  fond  memories  of  some  of  his  other 
college  teachers  including  Brother  Jude  Sapone 
("Latin  and  good  study  habits"),  emerged  as  La 
Salle's  first  cadet  colonel  and  was  named  "dis- 
tinguished military  cadet"  his  senior  year.  He  was 
one  of  the  two  or  three  outstanding  cadets  who  was 
offered  a  regular  Army  commission  as  a  second 
lieutenant  in  1954.  But  even  then,  the  young  officer 
didn't  expect  to  make  the  military  his  career  until  a 
number  of  attractive  assignments — including  an  op- 
portunity to  return  to  La  Salle  as  an  assistant 
professor  of  military  science  with  the  ROTC  from 
1962  to  1965 — persuaded  him  otherwise. 

Following  a  tour  of  combat  in  Vietnam,  Burns 
served  in  several  field  artillery  battalion  assign- 
ments. He  earned  a  master's  of  public  affairs  degree 
in  international  relations  from  the  Woodrow  Wilson 
School  of  Princeton  University.  He  studied  at  the 
United  States  Army  War  College  in  Carlisle  Barracks, 
Pa.,  directed  political-economic  studies  in  the  col- 
lege's Department  of  National  and  International  Se- 
curity Studies,  and  later  served  as  deputy  comman- 
dant there.  He  commanded  the'  42nd  Field  Artillery 
Group  in  Europe  and  served  as  senior  liaison  officer 
to  (he  Army  of  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany 
while  working  out  of  the  U.S.  Embassy  in  Bonn. 

In  1981.  while  serving  as  deputy  assistant  comman- 
dant of  Ihe  U.S.  Army  Field  Artillery  School,  at  Fort 
Sill,  Okla.,  Burns  was  nominated  by  President  Jimiin 
Cailer  for  promotion  to  Brigadier  General.  From  1981 


to  1986,  he  represented  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff  on 
the  U.S.  Delegation  to  the  Intermediate-Range  Nu- 
clear Forces  negotiations  in  Geneva,  Switzerland.  In 
that  capacity  he  was  the  top  military  advisor  to  the 
Americans  who  negotiated  the  new  missile  treaty. 
Before  heing  sworn  in  as  the  ninth  director  of  the  U.S. 
Arms  Control  and  Disarmament  Agency,  Burns  was 
principal  deputy  assistant  secretary  of  state  in  the 
State  Department's  Bureau  of  Politico-Military  Af- 
fairs. As  required  by  law,  Bill  retired  from  the  U.S. 
Army  as  a  major  general  last  March  31  to  accept  his 
appointment. 

Jjill  is  a  source  of  pride  for  all  of  us,"  says  one 
of  his  ROTC  classmates,  Robert  J.  Schaefer,  '54,  a 
former  trustee  and  ex-president  of  the  university's 
Alumni  Association.  "His  success  doesn't  surprise  me 
at  all.  That  he  has  achieved  it  through  the  military 
does  surprise  me  because  he  was  probably  the  last 
guy  you'd  figure  to  make  the  military  a  career.  We 
thought  that  he  would  probably  be  a  college 
professor.  He  was  not  what  you'd  consider  a  barrel 
of  laughs,  but  he  was  one  hell  of  a  nice  guy.  He  was 
an  outstanding  student  in  everything,  just  a  bright  kid. 
He  was  always  dependable,  reliable,  a  good  friend. 
He  was  introspective  and  definitely  had  leadership 
qualities.  He  had  all  the  pluses.  All  the  good  things 
he  should  be  he  was." 


Schaefer,  the  director  of  medical  education  at 
Mi  Graw-Hill,  Inc..  recalls  that  Burns  displayed  prom- 
ising leadership  potential  as  an  undergraduate  back- 
in  1953  when  30  La  Salle  ROTC  cadets  decided  to 
travel  together  to  summer  camp  at  Fort  Sill.  "Bill 
arranged  the  mode  of  transportation  for  everyone," 
says  Schaefer.  "We  took  the  (rain  from  the  old  B&O 
station  (at  24th  and  Chestnut  Sts.)  and  changed  in  St. 
Louis  to  the  old  Rock  Island  Line.  He  was  very  depen- 
dable and  resourceful  and  got  the  whole  thing  or- 
ganized." 

As  Burns  told  Jane  Pauley  on  NBC-TV's  Today 
show  shortly  after  being  confirmed  as  Arms  Control 
director  by  the  U.S.  Senate,  the  openness  that  seems 
to  be  surfacing  in  Soviet  society  has  not  been  reflect- 
ed in  arms  control.  "The  Soviets  were  and  continue 
to  be  tough  negotiators,"  he  explained,  adding  that  he 
believed  that  additional  agreements  are  still  possible. 
"I  think  that  the  INF  agreement  is  a  good  example  of 
that,"  he  said. 

O peaking  to  the  university's  Washington  Alumni 
Association  chapter  on  March  3,  Burns  explained  that 
a  number  of  changes  are  taking  place  in  the  Soviet 
Union,  but  we're  just  not  sure  yet  what  they  mean. 
"It's  probably  too  early  to  tell,"  he  added.  "Either 
Gorbachev  is  serious  or  he's  not.  This  could  be  a 
complete  Soviet  Disinformation  program.  If  it  is,  it's 


Burns  sits  in  his  office  at  the  State  Department  after  returning  from  Moscow  where  he  accompanied  President  Reagan  to  the  summit  and 
witnessed  the  signing  of  the  first  superpower  treaty  eliminating  an  entire  category  of  nuclear  weapons. 
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very  skillfully  done.  Or  Gorbachev  may  be  quite 
serious.  And  if  he's  serious,  then  the  foreign  policy 
initiatives  of  the  West  for  the  last  40-45  years  have 
been  successful  and  the  changes  that  we  expect  to  see 
in  the  Soviet  Union  have  come  about. 

"But  suppose  Gorbachev  is  serious  and  fails.  I  see 
a  serious  problem  of  instability  in  the  Soviet  Union 
which  is  not  in  our  national  interest.  I  don't  want  to 
see  the  "Whites"  and  the  "Reds"  fighting  in  the  Soviet 
Union  now  as  they  did  50  or  60  years  ago  and  dividing 
among  themselves  50,000  or  so  nuclear  warheads. 
That  could  be  a  disaster,  not  only  for  the  Soviet 
Union,  not  only  for  the  United  States,  but  for  the 
world.  .  .  .  The  last  thing  we  need  right  now  is  in- 
stability in  the  Soviet  Union." 

i\  evertheless,  Burns  sees  a  conflict  among 
Gorbachev's  people  who  are  attempting  within  the 
basic  tenets  of  Marxism  to  evolve  the  Soviets  into  a 
society  that  works.  "I  think  Gorbachev's  fundamental 
understanding  is  that  the  present  system  doesn't  work 
and  he's  got  to  change  it,"  the  Arms  Control  director 
added.  "But  I  think  that  Gorbachev  is  a  true  Marxist 
and  does  not  want  to  change  to  a  capitalist  society. 
There  are  a  number  of  people  in  the  Soviet  Union 
who  want  to  change  to  a  capitalist  society,  but  (they) 
don't  (want)  to  call  it  a  capitalist  society.  But  these 
are  a  very  small  minority." 

Burns  explained  how  the  Soviets  of  old — under  the 
influence  of  Stalin,  Khruschev,  and  Brezhnev,  etc., 
were  "conservative  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word  and 
not  responsive  to  change."  For  the  last  three  years, 
he  added,  "we  have  suddenly  come  across  a  Soviet 
leader  who  is."  And  some  of  the  changes  are  not  very 
subtle. 

Last  March,  during  one  of  his  visits  to  Moscow 
preparing  for  the  summit,  Burns  described  an  inci- 
dent that  occurred  while  he  was  walking  at  3:00  A.M. 
with  two  associates  from  the  new  U.S.  Embassy  to 
their  hotel.  Three  teenagers  stopped  them  and  of- 
fered them  rubles  at  a  ridiculous  rate  which  is  not 
unusual  because  of  the  outrageous  exchange  rate. 
"We  naturally  said,  'no,'  "  recalled  Burns,  "because 
this  is  one  of  the  standard  entrapment  procedures." 
Suddenly  two  militiamen  appeared.  "A  year  or  two 
ago,  the  standard  practice  would  have  been  to  beat 
the  young  kids  on  the  head  and  drag  them  off  for 
associating  with  Westerners.  Or  beat  us  on  the  head 
and  drag  us  off  for  attempting  to  deal  on  the  black 
market.  Instead  they  sort  ol  waved  and  smiled.  These 
are  not  the  militiamen  we  have  learned  to  know  and 
love." 

One  evening.  Burns  joined  Secretary  of  State 
Shultz  and  other  officials  at  a  meeting  with  a  group 
of  "so  called  intellectuals"  at  a  cooperative  res- 
taurant in  Moscow,  one  that  is  officially  authorized 
to  operate  as  a  private  enterprise  at  a  profit.  This  is 
a  relatively  new  concept  in  the  Soviet  Union.  The 
owner  of  the  restaurant  said  that  he  was  making  out 


"very  well,"  but  added  that  many  of  the  other  cooper- 
ative restaurants  are  failing  because  you  are  on  your 
own  and  the  Soviets  are  just  not  used  to  being  on  their 
own.  Asked  if  he  basically  set  his  prices  to  correspond 
with  those  of  the  official  state  restaurants,  he  replied, 
"Oh  no.  I  set  my  price  based  on  the  line."  Asked  what 
is  meant  by  the  line,  he  said,  "Well  if  there  is  a  long 
line  at  the  door,  I  charge  more."  As  one  of  the  Ameri- 
cans said,  "this  is  pure  free  enterprise,  but  the  Soviets 
don't  realize  it  yet." 

Burns  also  reminded  members  of  the  Washington 
area  alumni  that  "the  education  that  we  received  at 
La  Salle  pointed  out  that  there's  another  aspect, 
another  dimension"  to  the  political  situation  with 
Russia.  "I  think  it's  important  for  us  to  realize  that 
change  in  the  Soviet  Union — if  change  we  see — is  not 
necessarily  just  a  mindless  change,  but  it  could  very 
well  be  brought  about  by  prayer,"  he  explained.  "For 
a  good  number  of  years  at  the  end  of  Mass  we  said 
a  prayer  for  the  conversion  of  Russia.  However,  we 
did  away  with  it  in  1962." 

That  was  the  year  the  Soviets  began  their  major 
military  buildup. 

"I'm  not  sure  there's  a  connection,"  added  Burns. 
"But  I  think  at  Fatima  and  going  back  to  Lourdes, 
prayer  was  identified  as  a  means  to  a  good  end.  It  just 
may  be  that  with  all  our  warts  and  all  our  problems 
affecting  the  church  in  the  United  States  that  some- 
body's listening  to  these  prayers  which  may  be  the 
Soviet  Union.  Maybe  this  thousandth  anniversary  of 
Christianity  in  Russia  is  not  something  that's  just 
going  to  pass.  So  for  those  of  you  who  are  attuned  to 
that  particular  aspect  of  it,  I  would  urge  you  to  re- 
member the  Soviet  Union  in  your  prayers  because  I 
think  that  this  is  going  to  move  the  Soviet  Union  faster 
and  quicker  and  in  a  better  direction  than  anything 
else.  More  than  my  visits  to  Moscow  and  the  Sec- 
retary of  State's  visit  to  Moscow,  or  the  President's 
visit  to  Moscow.  These  will  all  help,  but  I  think  there's 
a  more  fundamental  thing  we  can  do." 

Xjurns  was  awarded  an  honorary  doctor  of  laws 
degree  at  La  Salle's  125th  commencement  on  May  15 
and  will  join  the  university's  Board  of  Trustees  this 
fall.  After  he  leaves  as  Arms  Control  Director,  Burns 
eventually  hopes  to  settle  in  Carlisle  where  he  and 
his  wife,  Peggy,  are  building  a  house.  He  would  like 
to  do  some  teaching  and  writing  and  spend  some  time 
with  his  four  sons:  Dr.  William  [.,  '78,  a  U.S.  foreign 
service  officer  who  was  La  Salle's  first  winner  of  a 
prestigious  Marshall  Scholarship  to  Great  Britian's 
Oxford  University:  John  R.,  79.  an  attorney:  Robert 
P.,  a  businessman,  and  Mark  E.,  an  Air  Force  officer. 

Asked  how  he  would  like  to  be  remembered  as 
Arms  Control  Director,  Burns  says  simply.  "For 
having  added  to  the  arms  control  measures  useful  to 
the  support  of  United  States  national  security." 

That  legacy  has.  undoubtedly,  already  been 
achieved.

Alumni 
contributions  to  La  Salle  once  again  reached  a  record-setting  level  and  surpassed  the  previous  fiscal  year  by  more  than  $94,000.  Mr.  Higgins 
is  a  senior  vice  president  with  First  Pennsylvania  Bank. 
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Dear  Friends: 


On  behalf  of  Brother  Patrick  Ellis,  F.S.C.,  Ph.D.,  Presi- 
dent, who  is  away  from  campus  on  Sabbatical  leave, 
I  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  on  the  successful  con- 
clusion of  our  1987-88  fund-raising  program.  The  vari- 
ous charts  and  lists  which  appear  elsewhere  in  this 
Honor  Roll  of  Donors  tell  our  story  in  full  detail.  At 
this  juncture,  I  should  like  to  briefly  summarize  the 
major  accomplishments  of  the  past  year: 

(1)  Phase  II  of  La  Salle  University's  Campaign  for 
the  80's  exceeded  its  revised  goal  by  a  substantial 
margin.  Total  gifts,  grants  and  pledges  from  July  1, 
1984  to  June  30,  1988  amounted  to  $27,443,447,  includ- 
ing the  extraordinary  commitment  of  $11  million  for 
the  construction  of  the  new  library  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
John  F.  Connelly  and  the  Connelly  Foundation.  In 
1988,  the  Honorable  Walter  H.  Annenberg  and  the 
Annenberg  School  of  Communications  awarded  a 
Si. 000, 000  grant  to  La  Salle,  thereby  putting  Phase  II 
over  the  top.  Since  the  Campaign  for  the  80's  initially 
began  in  early  1980,  the  University  has  received  more 
than  S42  million  in  contributions  from  all  sources. 

(2)  The  1987-88  Annual  Fund  once  again  surpassed 
all  of  its  previous  record-setting  totals  as  5,749  alumni 
contributed  $1,142,678  (including  matching  gifts),  and 
668  parents  donated  $64,156  to  the  University.  The 
alumni  total  represented  a  9%  increase  from  1986-87, 
while  parents'  gifts  rose  by  more  than  64%.  Alumni 
Reunion  Class  gifts  jumped  by  $53,052,  a  55%  increase 
above  the  previous  all-time  record. 

(3)  On  June  9,  1986,  ground  was  broken  for  the 
construction  of  the  new  Connelly  Library  which  was 
dedicated  on  March  20,  1988.  In  addition,  through  the 
pledges  and  grants  that  have  been  committed  to  La 
Salle  during  Phase  II,  the  University  has  made  signifi- 
cant progress  toward  the  attainment  of  the  following 
priorities: 

•  Restoration  of  the  Peale  House  and  construc- 
tion of  additional  parking  and  new  tennis 
courts  on  the  Belfield  Estate. 

•  Utilization  of  the  Good  Shepherd  property  for 
parking  and  outdoor  athletic/recreation  fields. 

•  Acquisition  of  instructional  equipment,  es- 
pecially for  the  Science  Departments. 

•  Formation  of  a  Humanities  Computing  Labora- 
tory. 

•  Establishment  of  the  Non-Profit  Management 
Development  Center. 

•  Creation  of  an  Endowed  Chair  in  Accounting. 

•  Increased  private  support  for  Student 
Financial  Aid. 

•  Expansion  of  the  Urban  Center's  Adult  Learn- 
ing Project. 

•  Development  of  a  Center  for  Technology  and 
Management  within  the  School  of  Business  Ad- 
ministration. 

•  Initiation  of  a  Sabbatical  Program  for  full-lime 
faculty  members. 

•  Automation  of  The  Library's  permanent  collec- 
tion of  books,  monographs  and  periodicals. 


•  Expansion  of  the  Master  of  Arts  Program  in 
Bilingual/Bicultural     Studies     (Spanish)     for 
Educators  and  Other  LIrban  Professionals. 
(4)   In  July,  1987,  the  Council  for  Advancement  and 
Support  of  Education  and  the  USX  Foundation,  Inc. 
recognized  the  University  for  Distinguished  Achieve- 
ment  in   its   Total   Development   Program   and   pre- 
sented   it    with    one    of    the    1987    Achievement    in 
Mobilizing  Support  Awards. 

Quite  clearly,  the  success  we  have  achieved  has  re- 
sulted from  the  extraordinary  loyalty  and  generosity 
of  all  of  La  Salle's  many  benefactors.  Those  of  us  who 
are  involved  in  the  Campaign  for  the  80's  and  the 
Annual  Fund  Program  are  very  grateful  for  the  out- 
pouring of  support  that  is  reflected  in  this  year's 
Honor  Roll  of  Donors.

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PROFILE 


History  in  the  Making: 

From  Undergraduate  to  Chairman  of  the  Board 


Brother  Tony  Pisano,  F.S.C.,  Ph.D.,  71,  an  award- 
winning  history  major  as  a  student,  will  be  creating 
an  historic  milestone  of  his  own  this  fall  when  he 
becomes  the  first  graduate  of  La  Salle  to  assume 
the  chairmanship  of  the  university's  Board  of 
Trustees. 

Brother  Pisano,  a  Maxima  cum  Laude  graduate, 
won  a  host  of  honors  at  La  Salle  including  the 
McShain  and  Senior  History  Awards.  For  the  past 
15  years,  he  has  been  a  teacher  and  administrator 
at  Christian  Brothers  College,  in  Memphis,  Tenn. 
Since  1983,  he  has  been  vice  president  for 
academic  affairs  and  dean  of  the  college  and  he 
sees  a  number  of  interesting  similarities  between 
CBC  and  his  alma  mater. 

"In  addition  to  the  spiritual  mission  of  a  (Chris- 
tian) Brother's  institution,  there  is  a  definite  deep 
commitment  to  excellent  teaching  that  the  Brothers 
and  the  faculty  at  our  places  really  do  treasure," 
he  said  recently  in  a  telephone  interview.  "There 
is  an  intimacy  of  the  learning  process  that  we  really 
do  want  to  happen." 

Brother  Pisano,  whose  major  fields  are  Modern 
French  History  and  European  Intellectual  History, 
says  that  the  enrollment  at  CBC,  which  has  grown 
from  800  to  1,800,  parallels  the  dramatic  expansion 
that  La  Salle  enjoyed  in  the  late  1940s  and  early 
1950s. 

"We're  probably  very  late  bloomers  down  here 
in  the  south,"  he  explained.  "La  Salle's  growth 
pattern  was  maybe  a  little  different  because  La 
Salle  had  a  longer  history  to  draw  upon.  Memphis 
grew  from  a  river  town  of  maybe  80,000  at  the  turn 
of  the  century  to  what  is  now  probably  800,000.  But 
CBC  closed  in  the  1920s  and  1930s  because  there 
weren't  many  people  in  town  who  wanted  to  go  to 
college.  All  of  the  growth  of  the  city  took  place  in 
the  '50s  and  beyond." 

Brother  Pisano,  who  grew  up  in  Pittston,  Pa.  a 
coal-mining  town  near  Scranton,  has  fond 
memories  of  his  days  at  La  Salle,  especially  of  his 
experiences  as  a  member  of  the  university's 
Honors  Program.  "I  was  so  enthralled  even  to  be 
asked  to  be  in  it,  that  I  am  trying  to  establish  some- 
thing similar  down  here.  I  think  that  it's  one  of  the 
outstanding  things  that  La  Salle  has." 

"I  can't  think  of  Tony  without  thinking  of  his 
tenacity,"  recalls  John  Grady  who  succeeded  La 
Salle's  Brother  President  Patrick  Ellis  as  director 
of  the  Honors  Program  in  Pisano's  junior  year. 
"When  something  has  to  be  done,  he  just  goes  out 
and  does  it.  Every  goal  he  has  set  for  himself,  he 
has  been  tenacious  and  has  pursued  until  he's  got- 
ten it  done.  Look  at  the  positive  changes  he  has 
made  at  Christian  Brothers  College." 

After  graduating  from  La  Salle,  Brother  Pisano 
won  a  fellowship  to  Notre  Dame  University  where 
he  earned  a  master's  degree  and  a  doctorate  in 
history.  There  were  no  faculty  openings  at  La  Salle, 


so  he  taught  at  St.  John's  College  High  School,  in 
Washington  D.C.,  for  a  year,  then  declined  an  offer 
from  Michigan  State  University  to  take  a  teaching 
position  at  Christian  Brothers  College  in  1974. 

Since  then  he  has  served  as  assistant  dean  of 
students  and  dean  of  academic  services  and  chair- 
ed the  Departments  of  History  and  Political  Sci- 
ence. In  1976,  in  addition  to  his  full-time  day 
responsibilities,  he  also  was  an  assistant  dean  of 
men  at  night.  Observers  say  that  the  academic 
quality  of  CBC  has  improved  considerably  during 
Brother  Pisano's  administrative  tenure  there.  In 
1983,  for  example,  he  reopened  a  graduate  program 
in  information  systems  management. 
"It's  been  a  great  fourteen  years,"  he  says  of  his 
experiences  at  the  Memphis  institution.  "They 
gave  me  my  first  full-time  opportunity  to  teach.  I've 
done  a  lot  of  work  with  the  city  (a  member  of  the 
Metro-Tech  Council  of  Memphis  and  Memphis 
Jobs  Conference:  Commission  on  Higher  Educa- 
tion, among  others),  and  I  have  had  many  op- 
portunities for  administrative  experience  on  a 
small  campus." 

Brother  Pisano,  who  says  that  he  feels  "com- 
plimented and  proud"  to  have  been  elected  chair- 
man of  La  Salle's  Board  of  Trustees,  sees  two  dif- 
ferent roles  for  himself  in  his  new  administrative 
capacity. 

"One,  of  course,  is  as  formal  chairman  which  is 
defined  in  the  bylaws,"  he  explained.  "The  other 
is  a  personal  role  which  I  know  I  would  take  be- 
cause I  am  a  graduate  and  I  love  my  alma  mater. 
I  have  a  strong  desire  to  contribute  to  the  institu- 
tion and  I  will  have  a  deep  personal  interest  in 
doing  whatever  Brother  Patrick  asks  me  to  do." 

Reading  and  sports  consume  much  of  Brother 
Pisano's  free  time.  In  addition  to  tennis,  racquet- 
ball,  and  softball,  "I'm  an  avid  mystery  reader  and 
an  old  Dodger  fan  from  the  time  they  were  in 
Brooklyn,"  he  says.  RSL
